A  {Treat  battle  lias  been  foupht  on  the 
Potomac,  and  our  forces  are  defeated. 

The  retreating  anny,  strongly  rein- 
forced, takes  a  new  position  and  prepares 
for  another  conflict. 

We  have  also  lost  a  battle  near  Rich- 
mond. Kentucky,  and  our  troops  have 
retreated  to  Lexington.

Donnelly's  report  of  his  visit  to  the  scene 
of  the  late  Indian  tragedy.      ^^ 

Mr.  George  A.  Nourse,  who  left  Fort 
Ridgley  on  Saturday  morning,  brings  the 
lateJt  intelUgence  from  that  post. 

On  Sunday  a  detachment  of  CapUin 
Northrop's  Company  went  up  from  the 
Fort  to  a  point  opposite  Little  Crow's 
camp,  below  the  mouth  of  Redwood,  and 
at  a  distance  of  half  a  mile-examined  the 
place  with  the  aid  of  a  spyglass,  and  found 
it  utterly  deserted.  No  doubt  the  Indians 
have  fallen  back  west,  and  are  now  at.  or 
bevond.  Yellow  Medicine.  Not  an  In- 
dian is  to  be  seen  in  aU  the  district  re- 
cently laid  waste,  and  it  is  noir,  and  will 
eontinue  to  be.  just  as  safe  to  reside  there 
aa  it  was  before  the  outbreak. 

Col.  Sibley  was  to  a»lvance  as  far  aa  the 
Lower  Agency  on  Sunday.where  he  would 
build  a  ferrvboat,  and  bury  the  dead.  A 
scouting  party  found  Dr.  Humphrey's 
body  ;  and,  in  the  cellar  of  a  burned  house 
the  bones  of  his  wife  and  children.  The 
onlv  surviving  son  is  now  in  St.  Paul. 

On  Saturday  morning  a  German  woman 
with  five  children  came  to  the  Fort,  who 
had  been  out  eight  days  with  i^hing  to 
eat.  except  what  they  obtained %om  the 
gardens  and  fields. 

The  cavalry  had  for  the  most  part  left 
the  Fort,  and  returned  home,  baring  en- 
listed for  the  emergency,  and  finding  no 
prospect  of  a  battle. 

Mr.  Nourse  met  the  Seventh  Regiment 
forty  miles  tliis  side  the  Fort,  expecting 
to  reach  it  Sunday.  He  met  Col.  Mar- 
shall at  Belle  Plaine.  . 

A  regiment  of  mounted  men  is  needed 
in  the  'field  immediately.  The  infantry 
cannot  overtake  them;  and  it  is  not 
thought  that  the  Indians  will  revisit  the 
scenes  of  the  late  tragedy^

We  publish  on  our  inside  the  highly  in- 
teresting and  suggestive  report  of  Lieut. 
Gov.  Donnelly  who,  at  the  request  of 
Gov.  Ramsey,  proceeded  early  last  week 
to  the  scene  of  disturbance  in  the  Min- 
nesota valley,  to  render  every  assistance 
in  his  power  in  forwarding  the  objects  of 
the  expedition  under  Col.  Sibley,  to  use 
his  personal  and  official  mfluence  as  rep- 
resenting the  State  government  in  the 
restoration  of  confidence  and  quiet  to  the 
settlements  along  the  route  of  the  expe- 
dition, and  to  ascertain  and  report  upon 
the  condition  of  the  country. 

This  mission  has  been  wrcomplished  by 
Gov.  Donnelly,  with  his  usual  tact  and 
good  judgment.  A  proclamation  issued 
by  him  at  St.  Peter,  urging  the  thousands 
of  people  who  had  fled  panic  stricken 
from  their  homes,  leaving  their  crops 
iinharvested  and  going  to  waste,  and 
assuring  them  of  effectual  protection  by 
the  State  forces,  tended  much  to  reassure 
the  minds  of  the  people  and  to  turn  large 
numbers  back  to  their  homes  and  farms. 
Gov.  Donnelly  accompanied  the  Expe- 
dition to  Fort  Ridgley,  and  his  narrative 
will  be  found  highly  interesting. 

But  it  is  his  suggstions  in  relation  to 
the  conduct  of  the  campaign,  to  which  we 
would  especially  direct  attention.  We 
wish  we  could  impress  upon  the  officer 
commanding  the  Expedition,  the  absolute 
necessity  enforced  by  Gov.  Donnelly,  of 
rapid  and  energetic  movements  against 
the  enemy.  There  is  no  time  to  lose. 
Precious  opportunities  have  already  been 
lost  by  the  dilatory  progress  of  the  Expe- 
dition. By  moving  promptly  the  Indian 
marauders,  embarrassed  with  plunder, 
niighc  be  overtaken,  surrounded  and  cut 
\  off.  By  waiting  a  little  longer,  they  will 
escape  to  the  plains. 

With  a  force  of  2,000  against  these  500 
or  600  Indian  marauders,  with  abundance 
of  good  arms  and  aramunitiont  there 
surely  can  be  no  reason  for  further  delay

Believing  that  everything  reliable  con- 
cerning the  Indians  on  the  fronteer  should 
be  known,  I  have  thought  a  few  line,  from 
Capt.  Strout'8  Foreat  City  Expedition 
might  be  read  with  profit,  by  many  who 
have  gone  to  your  city  to  remain  until 
they  consider  it  safe   to  return  to  then: 

homes. 

We  left  Mmneapolis  the   25th.      Our 
orders  were  to   proceed  through  Wright 
county,  touching  Forest  City,  to  Glencoe. 
On  our  way  from   Minneapolis  to  Clear- 
water, we  met  many  teams  on  their  way 
down  the  river.     Conversing  with  them, 
we   found  many  of  the  men  designed  to 
return,  after  leaving  their  families  in  the 
city.     Arriving  at  Clearwater,  we   found 
a  large   delegation   of  people  anxiously 
waiting   for  reinforcements.      They  had 
begun  building  a  Fort  on   an  eminence, 
close  by  a  church — were  much  excited — 
and  feared  the   spirit  of  war  had  taken 
possession   of  the  Chippewas.      Our  re- 
maining in  their  town  over  night  inspired 
them  with  confidence.      A  large  quantity 
of  provisions  was  brought  to   our    camp 
i  in  the  evening  bv  the  ladies,  who  showed 
us  much  kindness,  which  will  long  he  re- 
membered by  the  company.     Starting  on 
our  journey  'in  the  morning,  many  of  the 
citizens  of' Meeker  county,  who  had   left 
their  homes,  promised  us  they  would  re- 
turn.    On  our  way  to  Forest  City  we  met 
three  wounded  men.     One  of  them  was 
Mr.    Foote,  who  was   shot  through  the 
body  twice,  and  once  through   the   arm, 
bringing  him  on  his   knees.     After   this, 
he  shotlwo  Indians  himself,  and  his  wife 
killed  one.     He  then  told  his  wife  to  try 
to  get  to  Forest  City— that  he  must  die. 
After  she  had  started,  he  tried  in  various 
ways  to  kill  himself,  but  was  too  we^  to 
accomplish  it.     Arriving  at   Forest  City, 
we  found  a  body  of  armed  men.  number- 
in«»  about  fortv.  under  command  of  Capt. 
Wlitcomb.     The  ladies  had  all  left  town 
save  Mrs.  Whitcomb  and   Mrs.   Jewett. 
A.  C.  Smith,  Esq..  who  assisted  in  bury- 
ing the  bodies  of  those  killed  by  the  In- 
dians, told  ui  the  number  was  seventeen. 
He  also  told  us  about  twelve  hundred 
people  had  left,   passing  through   Forest 

City. 

Remaining  in  Forest  City-  until  Friday 
noon,  we  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  about 
forty  persons  returning  home.  Upon  in- 
quiry, we  found  them  to  be  the  ones  prom- 
ising to  do  so  at  Clearwater,  of  whom 
mention  is  made  above.  Our  commander. 
Capt.  Strout,  here  deUchcd  Capt.  Nel- 
son, of  Monticello.  who,  I  foi^ot  to  men- 
tion, joined  us  at  Monticello  with  a  com- 
pany of  mounted  men,  giving  him  the 
command  of  the  cavalry  numbering  about 
twenty,  leaving  him  to  reconnoitre  in  the 
vicinity  of  Forest  City  and  Kingston. 

Proceeding  toward  Hutchinson,  we 
found  nearly  all  the  houses  abandoned. 
Approaching  them,  we  could  see  they 
were  just  as  their  owners  had  left  them. 
No  Indians  had  been  there  Greenleaf 
was  entirely  abandoned. 

Some  two  miles  further  on,  we  found  a 
neighborhood  of  brave  people.  They  had 
joined  together,  I  think,  to  the  number  of

This  is  hoped  in  the  highest  quarters  to 
be  the  noise  caused  by  the  blowing  up  of 
his  trains  by  General  Banks,  who,  it  is 
feared,  is  cut  ofiF  with  his  whole  corps. 

Five  hundred  rebel  prisoners  were  at 
Fairfax  Station  awaiting  transportation 
to  Washington.  They  concur  in  saying, 
as  does  information  from  all  other  sour- 
ces, that  the  whole  rebel  army  was  enga- 
ged under  Lee.  Its  numbers  no  one  of 
them  set  at  less  than  150,000,  and  many 
estimated  them  at  200,000  or  300,000. 
The  prisoners  also  all  say  that  they  were 
promised  an  easy  and  speedy  march  into 
Washington— they  were  certainly  to  be 
there  within  a  week.

To  Mnj.  G<'u.  Hallock,  Gen.  in  Clilef,  Waihlngton : 
We  fought  a  terrific  battle  here  yesttr- 
dav  with  the  combined  forces  of  the  ene- 
my, which  lasted  with  contmuous  finng 
from  daylight  till  after  dark,  by  which 
time  the  enemv  was  driven  from  tlie  held, 
which  we  now'  occupy.  Our  troops  axe 
too  much  exhausted  to  pu.sh  matters,  but 
I  shall  do  so  in  the  course  of  the  morning, 
as  soon  as  Fitzjohn  Porter's  corps  comes 
up  from  Manassas. 

The  enemy  is  still  in  our  front,  but 
badlv  used  up. 

We  have  lost  not  less  than  8,000  men 
in  killed  and  wounded,  and  from  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  field  the  enemy  has  lost 
at  least  two  to  our  one. 

He  stood  strictly  on  the  defence,  and 
every  assault  was  made  bv  ourselves. 
Our  troops  have  behaved  splendidly,  the 
battle  was  fought  on  the  identical  battle- 
field of  Bull  Run,  which  greatly  increas- 
ed the  enthusiasm  of  our  men. 

The  news  just  reached  us  from  the  front

Cooper,  the"  counsellor  of  Hole-in-the- 
Day  who  went  up  to  Crow  Wing  on  Mon- 
day last,  giving  such  an  account  of  mat- 
ters up  there  as  assures  us  that  there  will 
be  no  trouble  with  the  Chippewas. 

On  Sunday  last,  Mr.  Chas.  H.  Oakes, 
of  tliis  city,  arrived  from  Crow  Wmg,  who 
concurs  entirely  with  this  view.  He  says 
Hole-in-the-Day  told  Judge  Cooper,  that 
the  Chippewas  never  had  shed  white 
blood  and  have  now  no  disposition  to  do 
^ .  that  they  were  poorly   off  for  guns.

Cairo,  August .»,  1862 
To  Hon.  Gideon  Welles,  Secretary  of  Navy: 

The  combined  naval  and  military  expe- 
dition, planned  between  General  Curtis 
and  myself  before  leaving  Helena,  has  re- 
turned to  the  latter  place,  having  accom- 
plished its  work  with  great  success.  The 
rebel  transport  Fair  Play  has  been  cap- 
tured, containing  1200  Enfield  nfies,  4000 
new  muskets  wilh  accoutrements  coin- 
plete,  a  large  quantity  of  fixed  ammuni- 
tion, four  field  guns,  mounted  howitzers, 
and  some  small  arms. 

Col.   Wood  landed  and  captured  the 
encampment  of  the   21st  Louisiana  regi- 
ment, with  all  their  arms,  the   enemy  fly- 
ing   before   him.     He    captured  another 
eamp  with  tents,  baggage  and  provisions, 
burning  the  depot  and  eight  cars,  and_  de- 
stroying  the   telegraph.     The   combined 
expedition  proceding  up  the  Yazoo,  when 
in  captured  a  batter}'  consisting  of  a  sixty- 
four  pounder,  and  forty-two  pounder  gun, 
and  a  twenty-four  pounder  and  a  twelve 
pounder  field-pieces,  with  7000  pounds  of 
^wder  and    1000  shot,   and  shell,    and 
Jrape.     Col.  Wood  dispersed  the  rebels 
fn  several  places.

have  met  a  warm  reception,  for  they  were 
well   armed,  and  men  who  never  knew 
what  it  was  to  turn  their  backs  to  a  foe. 
At  Hutchinson  we  found  Capt.  Harring- 
ton  drilling  a  company  of  about  eighty 
men.     They  had  erected  a  fort  made  of 
logs  and  plank.     They  had  seen  no  Indi- 
ans, heard  of  none  except  those  at  Acton. 
At  this  place  (Glencoe)  we  found  Lieut. 
Wieniann,  with  a  company  of  about  sev- 
enty men,  under  the  direction  of  General 
Stevens,   who  by  his  energy-  and  perse- 
verance has  succeeded,  with  the  aid  of  a 
few  others,  in   keeping  many  of  the    set- 
tlers on  their  farms  in  this  vicinity.     Our 
commander  has   been  active,  and   caused 
steady  and  hurried  marches  that  we  might 
reach  the  locality  where  the  Indians  were. 
But  we,  as  yet,  found  it  like  the  story  of 
going  to  the  end  of  the  rainbow  and  find- 
ing a  sack  of  gold. 

We  conclude,  then,  after  journeying 
so  far  on  the  frontier  and  gathering  all 
the  information  we  can,  that  there  are  no 
Indians  in  this  vicinity  except  those  at 
Acton— perhaps  not  a  hundred  in  a";  and 
many  think  not  fifty.  Companies  will  be 
here  and  about  here,  making  it,  we  think, 
safe  for  people  to  return  immediately  and 
save  their  homes  that  have  cost  them  so 
many  sacrifices  and  so  much  toil.

Cairo,  Aug.  29.— Over  seven  hundred 
negroes,  of  all  kinds  and  of  both  sexes, 
arnved  here  this  morning  from  below,  on 
the  Adriatic.

FORT  RTDGLKY.

THE  CHARACTER  OK  THE  CUUXTRV. 

Tlie  beautiful  country  between  St. 
Peter  and  Fort  Ridgley  we  tbund  to  be 
completelv  abandoned  by  the  inhabitants  ; 
the  houses  in  many  cases  left  with  the 
doors  open,  the  furniture  undisturbed, 
while  the  cattle  ranged  about  the  doors 
or  through  the  cultivated  fields.  The 
contrast  between  the  evidences  of  human 
indiK-trv  around  us  and  the  total  absence 
ol  human  beings  was  most  impressive  and 


admirably

striking. 

This   region   of  country  is 
adapted  to  agricultural  purposes, 
soil  is  rich ;  the  timber  scattered  in  groves 
or  >kirting  the    :Minnesota    river,    near 
whith  the  road  passes,  while  fine  meadows 
and  lakes  otter   attractions  to   the  stock 

raiser. 

The  country  to  the  line  of  the  Military 
Reservation,  within  a  few  miles  of  Fort 
Ridgley,  ha*  been  well  settled,  the  im- 
provements of  a  snperior  charueter,  and 
the  harvest  evidently  abundant.  The 
work  of  harfestuig  seemed  to  be  farther 
advanced  tj^n  in  the  valley  north  of  St. 
Peter,  the  *u!n  being  generally  already

With   the   exc-e^»tion  of  the   entire  ab- 
sence of  the  inhabit:ints,  and  the   silence 
which   nigned    supreme,  we  met  with  no 
evidences  of  the  Indian  outbreak  until  we 
Iwd  proceeded  about  sixteen  miles  tVoui  St. 
Peter :  here  we  found  the  ruins  of  a  house 
which  had  been  burned   to  the  ground. 
it  had  formerly  been  a  hotel,    kept   by  a 
ni.in    named    Horner;    it  was    a  regular 
stopping   place  for  travelers  and  farmers. 
Seventeen   miles    from   S  .  Peter    we 
came  to  a  house    where  three   persons, 
men    and   women,  lud    been    murdered. 
They  had  been  tlyiug  to  St.  Peter,  panic- 
stricken,  from  some  point    further   west; 
had  stopped   over   night  as  this    house; 
their   cattle     strayed   away     during   the 
night,  and  in  the  morning,  while   hunting 
them,  they  were  attacked   by  the  Indians 
and  muri'.ered.     Their  bodies  were  foun<l 
by  a  scouting  party,  a  day 
wards,  and  taken  into  St. 
rial. 

In  the  yard  of  the  house  stood  the  wag 
ons  of  these  unfortunate  people;  their 
trunks  broken  open  and  the  ground  strewn 
with  their  effects.  The  trunks  were  old- 
fashioned  and  of  (Terman  make,  and  bore 
upon  the  side,  in  large  letters,  the  name, 
'SJoHAX.v  ScHWATZ."  It  was  indeed 
melancholy  to  look  into  them  and  see 
tlieir  little  trinkets,  their  prayer-books, 
their  clothing,  and  even  the  toys  ol  chil- 
dren; and  rellect  upon  the  sudden 
and  brutal  death  which  had  overtaken 
them. 

Tlie  house  where  these  bodies  were 
found  was  not  burned,  although  a  barn 
and  a  large  quantity  of  hay  near  it, — some 
thirty-six  tons, — were  destroyed. 

About  thirty  miles  from  St.  Peter,  at 
a  little  town  called,  I  think,  Lafayette, 
the  Expedition  lik  ainped  fur  the  night. 

Here  we  found  tlie  remains  of  a  very 
fine  house  and  barn,  owned  by  a  Mr. 
Kaus.  The  house  had  been  a  valuable 
one,  finely  finished,  the  interior  wood- 
work having  been  altogether  of  black 
walnut;  the  garden  and  out-buildings 
boru  everj'  evidence  of  thrift  and  compe- 
tence. 

Near  it  were  the  remains  of  another 
house,  owned  by  a  Mr.  Bush,  also  re. 
duced  to  ashes.  Both  thetie  buildings 
had  been,  I  think,  used  as  hotels. 

It  is  a  singular  fact  that  the  Imllans 
burned  but  few  houses.  Great  numbers 
were  left  untouched.  It  is  still  more  re- 
markable that  those  burned  were,  I  un- 
derstand, in  every  instance,  hotels. 

DKAD  BODIES. 

At  the  little  town  of  West  Newton, 
eight  miles  from  Fort  Ridgley,  we  came 
upon  the  first  dead  body. 

It  lay  across  the  road,  not  far  from  a 
small  churcli,  bh»ated,  discolored,  and  far 
gone  in  deoompoaitioii.  The  back  of  the 
head  appeared  to  have  beeu  broken  in, the 
scalp  was  gone,  and  the  skin  wrinkled 
ditwn  over  thfe  face  so  as  to  destroy  all 
semblance  of  human  features.  It  was  in- 
deed a  terrible  sight.  No  clue  lias  been 
obtained,  or  perhaps  ever  will  be,  to  the 
name  of  tlie  unfortunate  man.  He  will 
lie  unknown  in  tlie  grave  to  which  he  was 
hupriedlr  consigned,  until   the  last  iudg-

which  are  within  a  stone's  throw  of  the 
buildings.  A  more  unfortunate  location 
could  not  liave  been  selected.  The  In- 
dians are  able  at  any  time  to  surrouna  it, 
lying  on  the  brow  of  the  ravines,  or  amid 
the  threes  and  shrubbery,  and  doing  deadly 
execution  against  the  garrison. 

The  plan  of  the  Ibrt  is  efpially  ba.d. 
There  is  not  a  single  fire-proof  building  in 
the  whole  gronj).  In  the  middle  is  a  long, 
two-storv,' stone  building,  with  piazzas. 
\t  a  right  angle  with  this,  and  forming 
with  \t\  letter  "L,'  is  a  smaller  stone 
building,  one- .story  high.  Around  these 
are  raiK'-ed,  somewhat  in  the  form  of  a  cir- 
cle, a  number  of  log  and  frame  buildings 
used  for  different  purposes.  These  con- 
stitute the  tort.  Beyond  this  einle  there 
were,  before  the  fight,  a  few  detached 
fmildlngs,  at  different  distances,  such  as 
the  barn,  the  lime  house,  the  sutler's 
store,  and  Mr.  Randall's  store. 

It  was  from  these  detached  buildin-s 
that  the  Indians  tired  on  the  garrison,  and 
it  was  found  nceessary  at  an  early  stage 
to  burn  them,  which  was  done  by  skilfully 
exploding  shells  in  them. 

HISTORY  OK  THK  OUTBRJEAK. 

So  far  as  I  can  ascertain  it,  by  collating 
the  statements  of  different  reliable  per- 
sons, the  following  is  the  history  of 
events,  in  the  order  in  which  they  occurred. 

On  Sunday,  the  17th  inst.,  five  persons 
were  murdered  in  Acton, Meeker  c^junty. 
This  probably  was  one  of  those  accidental 
outrages  at  anv  time  to  be  anticipated  on 
the  rcMiiote  frontier.  It  fell,  however, 
like  a  spark  of  fire  upon  a  mass  of  dis- 
content   long    accumulated,   and     ready 

for  it.  . 

On  Monday  morning,  the  18th  inst., 
at  G  o'clock,  'a.  m.,  the  work  of  destruc- 
tion commenced.  r>.j  i 

At  this  time  there  were  in  I  ort  Kirtgley 
about  eighty  soldiers  of  Co.  B,  of  the 
oth  re«'imen't,  under  counnand  of  Capt. 
ilarsh"  Tliis  constituted  the  entire  mili- 
tary force  in  charge  of  the  post. 

At  tt  o'clock,  A.  M..  news  came  to  the 
Fort  of  the  outbreak,  and  Capt.  Marsh, 
with  a  force  variously  reported  at  forty- 
four  or  filtv-one  men,  started  for  Red- 
wood. I  need  not  detail  the  particulars 
of  the  complete  and  destructive  ambus- 
catle  into  which  he  was  led,  and  the  dis- 
astrous results  which  followed. 

At  12  o'clock,  M.,  of  the  same  day  the 
partv  having  in  charge  the  money  for  the 
Sioux  annuity  payment,  to  wit :  Messrs. 
Wvckotf,  Hatch. 'Ramsey,  Van  Vorhies 
anil  DaiU-v,  arrived  at  the  Fort. 

At  dusk  of  the  same  day.  La  Croix,  a 
scout,  sent  out  from  the  fort,  returned 
with  information  of  the  attack  on  Capt. 
Marsh,  the  slaughter  of  the  Captain  and 
a  large  portion  of  his  lommand,  and  the 
escape  of  filleeii  of  the  party,  who  were 
then  close  to  the  Fort  and  coming  in. 

During  all  this  day  and  the  ne.xt,  fugi- 
tives eontinutd  to  pour  hito  tiu  fort,  bring- 
ing, from  every  quarter,  terrible  tales  of  i 
slaugliter   and'    destruction,    of   burmng 
houst's  and  murdered  families. 

On  Tuesday,  the  IDth  inst.,  Lieut.  Shee- 
han.  of   Co.  C  of   the   ;)th  Regiment,  ar- 
rived,   with   fifty  men    of    his  company. 
He  had  been  some  time  previously  order- 
id  to  attend  the  p.iyment  at  Yellow  :\led- 
iciiic.     Subsequently  he  had  been  order- 
ed from  that  point  to  accompany  Commis- 
sioner Dole  to  the  treaty    whh  the  Red 
River  Imlians.  He  was,  on  Monday,  about 
ortv  miles  from  the  fort,  on  his  way  north 
ward,  when    he    received    information  of 
tlie  outbreak,   and  onlers  to  return.     He 
hurried  his  men  through,    day  and  night, 
muih  of  the  time  on  the  double  quick,  and 
arrived  on  Tuesday  morning  safely  at  the 
Fort. 

Tuesday  moning.  Major  Galbraith  ar- 
rived witli  fitly  men,  the  "Renville  Ran- 
gers," who.  when  the  news  of  the  distur- 
bance reached  them,  were  on  their  way  to 
Fort  Snelling  to  enlist  in  the  volunteer 
service. 

Thus,  fortunately,  in  one  day,  oi\e  hun- 
dred men   were   addetl   to   the  j^arrison. 
Without    this    providential  addition,   the 
Fort  would  certainly   have  fallen,  and  an 
Ill-ailed  massacre  have  ensued.

Strange  to  say,  while  these  murders 
were  going  on  through  the  county,  no  at- 
tack was  made,  during  Alonday,  on  New 

Ulm. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  surrounding 
country  poured  into  the  town  in  great 
numbers,  all  througbi  the  day  and  njght. 
Before  Tuesday  morning  the  town  con- 
tained, including  its  own  population, 
about  two  thousand  persons. 

Mr.  Behnke  hurriedtoSt.  Peter;  called 
to  see  Judge  Flandrau,  early  on  Tuesday 
morning.  By  noon  the  Judge  had  a  com- 
pany of  12. J  men  ready  to  move  to  the 
defense  of  the  town. 

THE    KIRST    ATTACK   <.>N    NEW   ULM. 

Tnosday,  the  U>th,  at  about  three  p.  m. 
the  first  attack  was  made  on  New  Ulm, 
by  a  force  of  Indians  estimated  at  between 
two  and  tliree  hundred.  The  fight  con- 
tinued during  all  the  afttjrnoon.  Some 
houses  were  lired,  and  as  the  people  ran 
through  the  streets  one  man  and  one  wo- 
man were  killed.  A  pai-ty  of  several 
men  coming  to  the  to\*^n  wen;  also  inter- 
cepted and  murdered;  they  were  from 
Si"el  Town — and  consisted  of  A.  Loomis, 
Ur Loomis,  Wm.  Tuttlc,  "Wni.  Carroll, 
George  Lamb,  and  three  Norwegians. 

A.U'i  o'clock  the  company  under  Capt. 
Flandrau  roaclied  the  town.  The  cavalry 
charged  upon  the  Indians  ami  drove  them 
back. 

During  this  engagement,  it  is  believed 
that  at  least  12  or  l.J  Indians  were  killed. 

A  comparison  of  dates  makes  it  evident 
that  the  Indians  attacking  New  Ulm  and 
Fort  Ridgley  icere  not  diatiiict  parties,  but 
one  and  the  same  force.

Thp  pickets  were  first  drhren  in  ;  they 
rallied ;  the  garrison  wen  out  tC'  their  as- 
sistance ;  in  turn  they  fell  bade  into  the 
town.

T^elmtiaus  in  a-f ew  Tirinntes  had  fifteen 
houses  in  a  blazg.  They  hid  be  hind  emp- 
ty buildings,  behind  the  bluff,  and  in  a 
piece  of  timljer  or  brush  at  the  lower  end 
of  the  town.  Their  arms  were  found  to 
excellent,  and  their  aim  terribly  accurate.

THE  MA.SSACRE  IN  BROWN  COUnTY. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Indians  liad  not 
Ijeen  idle,  they  ranged  Brown  county  du- 
ring all  of  Monday,  reaping  a  harvest  of 
death. 

The  murders  seemed  to  commence  over 
the  whole  county  at  about  11  o'clock  of 
that  day. 

Tlie  "settlers,  uuiinly  Germans,  were  ta- 
ken eom|)letely  by  surprise  ;  were  panic- 
^trlckeu  and  totally  defenceless. 

During  Monday  and  the  next  day,  the 
following  named  persons  were  killed  and 
wounded  in  the  townships  near  New  Ulm  :

THE  FIRST  AXTACK  ON  THE  FORT. 

Foiled  in  their  attempt  on  New  Ulm, 
bv  the  timely  arrival  of  Judge  Flandrau, 
the  Indians  "moved,  during  the  morning  of 
Wednesday,  over  the  distance,  eighteen 
miles,  between  the  town  and  Fort  Ridg- 
ley, and  at  a  (piarter  past  three  o'clock,  v. 
M.,  commenced  their  first  attack  on  the 

Fort. 

It  was  a  surprise.  The  first  announce- 
ment was  a  volley  fired  through  one  of 
the  openings  or  entrances  into  the  parade- 
grounil  of  the  Fort— doing  at  once  deadly 
execution. 

The  men  were  rallied   to   their  posts. 
Sergt.    Jones,   Ordnance  Sergeant,    at- 
tempted to  use  his  guns,  but,    to  his  sur- 
prise,  found   they   would   not  work.     A 
howitzer  was  brought  into   play,    and  in 
the    meantime  the    Sergeant    drew    the 
charges  from  his    pieces   and   tbund  that 
ragsliad  been  stuffed  into  them, 
^his  was  the  critical  moment. 
Had  the  courage  of  the    Indians   been 
cfjual  to  the  opportunity,  the  Fort  would 
have  fallen.     The  garrison  was  alarmed, 
the  women  and  children  screaming  with 
uncontrollable  panic,  an  I  the    guns  for  a 
time  disabled.     But  the  moment  passed, 
never  to  return. 

The  treachery  of  rendering  the  guns 
useless  was  laid"  to  the  eharge  of  some 
half-breeds  who  soon  after  deserted,  it 
is  but  just,  however,  to  add,  in  l  his  con- 
nection, that  a  number  of  othi'r  halt- 
breeds  who  remained,  were  through 
all  the  struggle  most  faithful,  and  fought 
with  reniarkalde  courage. 

The  attack  lasted  from  3  1-4  to  6  1-2 
o'clock,  p.  M.  The  Indians  fired  from 
the  higli  grass  and  behind  out-houses, 
logs,  and  every  other  otjject  that  could 
attbrd  them  shelter. 

During  this  struggle  the  garrison  lost 
three  killed  and  eight  woundi-d. 

THE  SECOND  .VTTACK  ON  THE  EORT. 

On  the  following  day,  Thursday,  a  sec- 
ond attack  was  made  on  the  tort. 

It  commenced  about !)  o'clock,  a.  ji,, 
and  lasted  for  aljout  half  an  hour.  The 
fire  was  by  no  means  so  spirited  as  on 
the  previous  day,  nor  the  attack  so  bold. 

At  about  ten  minutes  before  six  o'clock 
p.  M.,  tlie  attack  was  renewed,  and  lasted 
for  another  half  hour. 

It  IS  probable  that  during  tliis  day  a 
part  of  the  band  was  engaged  ranging 
over  the  country,  burning  houses  and 
murdering  those  who  had  not  yet  tied. 


THE   THIRD  ATT.\CK. 

On  Friday,  at  ten  minntes  before  two 
o'clock,  P.  M.,  a  tliird  attack  was  inade.  ^ 

The  Indians  had  been  repulsed  in  their 
attempts  on  New  Ulm,  and  agaui  in  three 
assaults  on  Fort  Ridgley.  They  seemetl 
to  have  resolved  upon  one  last,  desperate 
effort  against  the  Fort. 

The  attack  continued  from  ten  minutes 
before  two  until  a  quarter  before  seven 
o'clock — nearly  five  hours — and  was  most 
deteruiiued,  bitter  and  persistent;  the 
"•uns  sounding  in  one  continuous  rattle, 
and  the  bullets  fairly  peppering  the  more 
exposed  buihlings.  In  oue  room,  thirty- 
two  bullets  wereaflerwards  picked  up. 


if  the  Indians  wovdd  capture  the  town. 
The  remarkable  gallantry  of  ('apt.  Flan 
drau  alone  prevented  this  result,  and 
prevented  a  'taasfiacre  which  fl>r  magpi- 
tude  would  have  been  without  a  parallel 
in  the  history  of  Indian  warfare. 

He  rallied  hia  men,  and,  chargitigt  at 
their  head,  drove  the  Indians  out  of  the 
brush  at  the  lower  end  of  the  tow  i,  the 
point  whence  they  had  inflicted  the  L^reat- 
est  injury  upon  the  garrison. 

All  night  the  burning  of  the  houses  con- 
tinued. The  firing  of  the  guns  continued 
until  10  o'clock.  At  that  time  the  In- 
dians fell  back,  fonned  into  three  great 
parties,  and  had  war  dances,  shouting  and 
singing  all  through  the  night. 

During  the  hours  of  darkness  the  be- 
sieged force  was  not  idle. 

A  portion  of  the  town — aboat  one  half 
— was  selected ;  the  streets  around  it  bar- 
ricadetl,  and  all  the  rest  of  the  town  fired. 
The  advantages  of  this  step  are  manifiest. 
By  it  the  deleniliug  force  was  concentrat- 
ed into  a  more  limited  space  ;  the  bai*ri- 
cading  of  the  streets  prevented  the  In- 
dians charging  through  them  ;  while  the 
destruction  ot  the  town  left  an  open  space 
around  tlie  besieged,  across  which  no  In- 
dian dare  venture. 

Durbig  the  fight  ten  men  were  killed 
and  about  fifty  wounded.  The  loss  on  the 
part  of  the  Indians  could  not  have  been 
less  than  forty.  They  were  se«'U  to  haul  oft" 
tour  wagon  loads  of  deai.

INCIDENTS  AND  FACTS.      .    .f  f     r; 

1.  While  it  appears  evident  that  the 
same  foi'ce  of  Indians  was  in  turn  em- 
ployed against  New  Ulm  and  Fort  Ridg- 
ley, aO-t**timate  places  their  number  above 
five  hundred.  While  some  set  it  as  low  as 
three  himdred.  Major  Hatch,  whose  cool 
judgment  and  long  acquaintance  with 
Indian  character  make  Lis  opinion  parti- 
cularly valuable,  thinks  that  the  force 
attacking  the  Fort  on  Friday  was  500,  but 
that  inany  of  them  were  boys.  The  con- 
clusion to  be  drawn  from  this  fact  is,  that 
but  a  pairt  of  the  tribes  nominally  engaged 
in  the  outbreak  actually  took  part  in  it; 
for,  if  every  member  of  the  different  bands 
had  participated,  the  number  of  warriors 
would  liave  risen  to  800  or  1,(X)0. 

2.  .It  ishould  be  a  subject  of  congratu- 
lation to  the  people  of  the  State  that  the 
Indians  concentrated  their  forces  in  the 
attacks  upon  New  Ulm  and  Fort  Ridgley.

harm,  and  spread  such  a  fearful  panic 
thtough  all  the  valley,  and  even  to  the  city 
of  St,  Paul,  what  would  not  have  been 
the  result  had  the  500  warriors  under 
Little  Crow  been  divided  into  parties  ot 
twuty-five  or  fifty  each,  aud  thrown  upon 
the  settlements  ?  It  is  not  too  much  to 
say  that  they  woidd  have  depopulated  hall 
the  State — have  swept  the  entu-e  ]\Iiiine- 
sota  valley,  and  have  killed  thousands  of 
men,  women  aud  children, 

3.  It  is  also  a  subject  of  eongratulatiou 
that  the  first  attack  made  on  the  Fort  was 
made   by  firing  into  it.     It  was  iu  the 
power  of  the  Lidians  to  have  crawled  up, 
unnoticed,  to  the  frame  buildings,  fired 
them,  and  involved  the  whole  fort,  garri- 
son, women  and  children  in  destruction. 
This  is  proved  by  the  fact  that  some  In- 
dians, at  the  time  of  the  first  surprise, 
came  to  the  window  of  the  room  in  which 
the   wife  of  Sergeant  Jones  was    at  the 
time  living,  and  fired  several  shots  at  her, 
without  however  hitting  her.

Sergeaut  Jones  displayed,  in  tliis  con- 
test, remarkable  coolness,  courage  and 
promptness.  He  was  ably  assisted  by 
Lieut.  Whipple,  of  Faribault,  a  resolute 
and  skiliuU  man,  and  bv  Sergt.  McGrew, 
equally  brave  and  efficient. 

There  can  be  no  (question  but  that  the 
shelLs  planted  by  these  skilfull  guuners 
must  have  done  terrilile  execution.  The 
Indians  seemed  to  stand  in  mortal  fear  of 
the  cannon.  At  one  time,  a  diiirging  par- 
ty were  placed  close  t(j  the  fort,  and  the 
lialf-breeds  could  hear  the  chiefs  shouting 
to  the  warriors  to  eharge  into  the  fort  and 
sieze  the  cannon,  but  without  avail ;  theii" 
courage  was  not  ecjual  to  the  task. 

During  this  light,  but  one  mua  was  kil- 
led, and  several  slightly  wounded.  This 
small  loss  is  to  bo  attributed  to  the  prep- 
arations previously  made  lor  the  shelttir 
of  the  men. 

On  Saturday,  at  9  a.  m.,  the  entire 
force  was  seen  to  proceed  in  the  direction 
of  New  Ulm.  They  were  accompanied 
by  a  long  train  of  wagons,  hores  and  ox- 
en, carrying  the  plunder  they  had  secur- 
ed. 

THE  SKCOXD  ATTACK  ON  NEW  ULM, 

During  Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Fri- 
day, while  the  force  of  Indians  was  con- 
centrated for  an  attack  on  the  fort,  Xew 
Uhn  was  left  undisturbed.  This  time  was 
occupied  by  the  garrison  in  strengthening 
their  position,  in  burylug  their  dead,  and 
iu  sending  out  parties  to  scour  the  coun- 
try. One  of  these  brought  in  thirteen 
persons,  who  had  secreted  themselves  in 
a  slough,  to  escape  massacre. 

As  the  Indians  moved  from  the  fort  to 
New  Ulm,  during  Saturday  morniug,they 
tired  great  numbers  of  buildings  on  their 
route.  These  tires  were  seen  by  the  gar- 
rison at  Xew  Ulm,  and  were  the  first  mti- 
mation  of  the  approach  of  the  savages. 
At  about  ten  o'clock  the  enemy  were

THE  ATT.iCK  ON  NEW  ULM, 

Sunday  morning,  the  attaek  was  renew- 
ed, but  not  with  such  energ)  and  boldness 
as  on  the  previous  day. 

The  attack  lasted  Imt  an  hour ;  the  In- 
dians keeping  at  long  range ;— they  dis- 
covered the  strength  of  the  new  position 
taken  by  the  whites  and  withdrew. 

At  noon,  loO  men  under  Capt,  Cox,  ar- 
rived from  St.  Peter,  sent  to  the  relief  of 
the  town  by  Col,  Sibley, 

THK  EVACUATION  OF  NEW  ULM. 

A  consultation  was  thea  had ;  Brown 
couiitj-  was  desolated ;  one-half  of  New 
Ulm  destroyed;  there  was  notliing  left 
to  induce  the  people  to  remain. 

It  was  determined  to  abandon  the  town 
and  move  to  Mankato,  thirty  miles  dis- 
tant. 

On  Monday,  this  movement  was  suc- 
eessfuUy  accomplished,  undisturbed  by 
the  Indians,  although  watched  by  their 
scouting  parties  from  a  distance. 

Never,  perhaps,  was  a  more  melan- 
choly cortege  seen  in  the  world  than  that 
which  stretched  along  the  road  from  New 
Ulm  to  ^lankato. 

There  were  mothers  there  who  wept 
children  slaughtered  before  their  eyes ; 
stron"  men  who  in  a  moment  had  been 
stripped  of  worldly  wealth,  of  home, 
of  wile  and  family;  little  children  who 
had  escaped  into '  the  grass  and  bush- 
es with  the  death  shrieks  of  parents,  and 
brothers  and  sisters,  ringing  in  their  ears. 
All  bowed  do\vn  by  an  overwhehning  grief 
anil  by  an  anxiety  which  no  words  can  de- 
scribe, but  which  in  two  cases  had  pro- 
duced actual  insaniftj. 

In  that  melancholy  tia'n,  jolting  along 
on  hard  farm  wagons,  were  eiy*/?/ woiind- 
ed  jwrsons.  among  them  innocent  little 
children,  hacked  in  a  most,  barbarous  and 
cruel  manner. 

THE  NUMBER  KILLED, 

The  time  has  not  yet  arrived  when  an 
accurate  list  can  be  made  of  the  victims  of 
this  outbreak.  The  names  of  some  will 
probably  never  by  known.  Wounded 
aud  dying,  they  crept  away  into  the  tall 
grass  of  some  slough,  or  among  the  un- 
derbrush of  some  wood,  there  to  perish. 
It  may,  however,  be  well  to*  form  an  es- 
time  which  will  approximate  to  correct- 
ness of  the  whole  number  killed.  It  can 
be  increased  or  diminished,  as  additional 
facts  are  discovered.

have  been  but  the  work  of  a  moment  to 
have  fired  the  building,  and  once  started 
the  flames  could  not  have  been  suppress- 
ed, as  the  entire  circle  of  buildings  were 
of  wood  and  close  together,  and  even  the 
stone  buildings  were  covered  with  shingle 
roofs  and  would  have  been  involved  in 
the  common  destruction. 

4.  The  conduct  of  the  Indians  towards 
the  white  women  and  children  was  differ- 
ent at  ditierent  times  and  places.     Some 
of  them  they  killed,  some  they  took  pris- 
oners, some  they  set   free.     An  amusing 
incident   is    told    illustrating    the  latter 
course  of  conduct.     Rev.  Mr.    Umman, 
an  Episcopalian  Missionary  at  one  of  the 
Agencies,  escaped  to  the   Fort,     Shortly 
afterwards,  and  in   the    midst  of  all  the 
horrors  of  the  massacre,  a   woman  trying 
to  escape  met  an  Indian  strutting  around 
HI  Mr,  llinman's  long,  black,    ministerial 
coat.     The  savage  gi-inned  and  asked  her 
if  "she    belonged   to  his   church^'     The 
force  of  the  fellow's  wit  seemed  to  have  so 
mollified  him  that  he   allowed  her  to   es- 
cape, and  she  reached  the  Fort  in  safety. 
It  is  supposed  that  the  original   inten- 
tion of  Little    Crow   and  other   leading 
chiefs,    was    to   carry     on    the    war    in  I 
the    wliite     man's     style,     killing    only 
the  men  ,but  the  ferocious  savages   once 
tasting  blood,  speedily  passed  beyond  all 
control. 

5,  Providence  seems  to  have  favored 
us  in  the  character  jf  the  men  in  com- 
mand at  New  Ulm  and  Fort  Ridgley,  Of 
Judge  Flandrau  I  have  already  spoken, 
Lieut,  Sheehan  by  his  gallant  defense  of 
the  Fort,  his  reckless  courage,  his  prompt- 
ness of  mind  and  his  untiring  energy,  has 
already  earned  for  himself  a  splendid  repu- 
tation,' which  cannot  but  insure  his  future 
promotion,  Lieut.  Culver,  of  Captain 
Marsh's  company,  also  honorably  distin- 
guished himself. 

THE   FUTURE, 

The  question  naturally  occurs  to  all 
our  citizens,  "  What  is  to  be  the  result  of 
this  outbreak?" 

It  is  evident  that  the  Indians  have  been 
foiled.  They  have  fiiiled  to  Uke  either 
New  Ulm  or  the  Fort.  They  must  have 
suffered  heavily  iu.the  engagements  at 
these  places.  They  know — because  their 
scouts  are  constantly  on  the  watch — that 
a  large  force  is  prejiaring  to  pursue  them 
and  is  already  in  their  neighborhood. 
They  have  already  all  the  plunder,  all  the 
ammunition,  goods,  horses,  mules,  oxen 
and  cattle,  that  they  can  possibly  use. 
Nothing  is  to  be  apprehended  from  them 
at  present;  they  have  nothing  to  gain, 
and  much  to  risk,  in  any  renewed  attacks 
on  the  settlements. 

If  therefore  they  are  pursued  aud  puii- 
isho<l,  the  frontier  has  but  little  to  appre- 
hend from  them.  Their  war  will  be  a  de- 
fensive one  :  their  women  and  their  trains 
of  plunder  retreating  westward  and  north- 
westward, their  sole  object  will  be  to  keep 
back  the  pursuing  army.  If,  therefore, 
they  are  at  once  attacked  they  can  be  put 
beyond  the  possibility  of  again  troubling 
us.! 

But  if,  on  the  contrary,  time  is  allowed 
to  pass  in  inaction,  they  wiU  unite  with 
Sioux  of  the  Plains,  they  will  exhibit 
their  vast  quantities  of  plunder,  they  will 
furnish  them  with  ammunition,  and  com- 
bined they  will  be  able  to  carry  on  a  long 
and  desperate  war.   . 

It  should  therefore  be  the  object  of  the 
govermnent  to  nip  the  evil  in  the  bud, 
and  strike  at  once.  The  force  which  could 
notdislodge  250  men  from  the  buildiugs  of 
of  New  Ulm,  will  certainly  fall  a  ready 
prey  to  the  2,000  cavalry  and  infitntry 
now  collected  at  Fort  Ridgley. 

It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  they  have 
m  their  hands,  accortling  to  the  estimate 
of  Major  Hatch,  ttoenfy  Um  of  amrmni- 
ftVm,  part  of  the  spoil  taken  from  the 
agencies.  It  is  easy  to  estimate  the 
amount  of  evil  this  alone  could  produce 
if  distributed  among  the  hordes  of  sav- 
ages in  Dahcotah  Territory  and  along  the 
western  boundary  of  our  own  State. 

AVith  prompt  action  they  can  be  exter- 
minated or  driven  beyond  the  State  line, 
and  the  State  once  more  placed  on  such  a 
footing  that  she  can,  with  some  prospect 
of  success,  invite  immigration.  There 
should  be  no  restoring  of  the  Sioux  to  their 
old  status  :  their  presence  on  our  frontier 
would  be  a  perpetual  barrier  to  the  growth 
of  the  State — they. must  disappear  or  be 
exterminated. 

Ample  preparations  should  also  be 
made  for  the  defence  of  the  frontier  by 
the  erection  of  a  series;  ,of  strong  fortifi- 
cations under  the  authority  of  the  United 
States,  the  retention  of  a  nMJitia  force  of 
several  thousand  men,  tfie  dUatribution  of 
an  ample  lup^fyofa^e^ii^dthe  devel-

Extract  ft"om  Third  Annual  Report  of  tlie  Super- 
intendent of  the  In.Hurance  Department  of  the 
State  of  New  York.  Wm.  Barnes, 

Superintendent. 

There  are  now  ninety-five  joint  stock  fire  insu- 
rance companies  incorporated  by  the  State  of  New 
York,  engaged  in  the  transaction  of  business ;  of 
these  companies,  fourteen  only  received  premiums 
during  tlie  last  year,  amounting  to  over  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars;  four  only  received  pre- 
miums above  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  and  the  premium  income  of  one  only  ex- 
ceeded three  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The  pre- 
mium receipts  of  this  Company,  the  HOME,  with 
a  capiUl  ol  $l,(XJ<),u<JO,  were  $829,903.33.  The  pre- 
mium income  of  tldrty  of  tho  smaller  companies 
was  $H51,578.*i6  only,  with  capitals,  however,

FACTS  TO  VE  COXAIDEAEU- 

In  the  complaints  which  are  frequently 
made  of  the  slow  progress  of  the  expedi- 
tion under  Col.  Sibley,  simple  justice  to 
that  officer  requires  that  the  embarrass- 
ments which  have  attended  it  should  not 
be  overlooked,  and  which  necessarily  re- 
sulted from  the  hasty  preparations  re- 
quired to  meet  the  pressing  nature  of  the 
exigency,  and,  more  especially,  from  the 
almost  absolute  want  of  war  material  in 
which  this   sudden   exigency    found  the 

State. 

Among  other  matters  which  have  given 
rise  to  much  injurious  and  ill-advised 
comment,  it  is  -well  known  that  Colonel 
Sibley  was  obliged  to  start  without  an 
adequate  supply  of  ammunition  adapted 
to  the  calibre  of  ^s  guns,  for  a  prolonged 
campaign.  But  for  this  neither  he  nor 
the  Adjutent-General,  who  has  been  free- 
ly censured  for  it,  nor  any  one  else,  is  in 
any  degree  responsible.  The  truth  is, 
as  we  find  upon  inquiry-  at  headquarters, 
that  all  the  serviceable  arms,  and  all  the 
ammunition  at  the  State  arsenal,  at  the 
time,  received  since,  or  obtainable  by  the 
utmost  exertion*  from  abroad — have  bean 
forwarded  either  with,  or  immediately 
after  the  Expedition.  Among  the  mus- 
kets sent — over  2,000  in  number — 312 
were  Austrian  rifles,  some  of  which  prov- 
ed unservicable.  Among  the  ammuni- 
tion, about  150,000  cartridges  in  all,  a 
portion,  pejhaps  35,000  cartridges,  were 
not  adapted  to  the  bore  of  the  gnns,  a 
mistake  for  which  the  Ordnance  Depart- 
ment at  Washington  is  responsible. 

These  cartridges,  though  unsuitable, 
were  sent  because  there  were  no  others 
to  send  in  their  place,  and  because  it  was 
thou"ht  they  could  be  adjusted  to  the 
guns  by  the  soldiers,  before  the  others 
were  used  up .  That  some  embarrassment 
and  irritation  from  this  defective  supply 
has  arisen  is  undoubted,  but  every  one 
will  see  from  this  statement  that  it  fur- 
nishes no  just  ground  of  complaint  against 
anv  one.     All  has  been  done  in  this   re- 


TBE  eREAT  BATTUE. 
The  merit  of  Halleck's  strategy  is  now 
put  to  the  test.  We  have  seen  no  satis- 
factory reason  assigned  for  the  removal 
of  McClellan's  army  from  James  river. 
WTiile there,  {\i strong  enough  to  hold  the 
posion,)  it  menaced  Richmond  and  held 
the  Confederate  army  in  check.  The 
Rebels  did  not  dare  to  leave  their  capital, 
to  march  on  Washington.  "N\Tiile  there 
engaged  with  McClellan,  Pope's  army 
reinforced  by  new  recruits,  might  have 
approached  Richmond  from  another  point, 
making  its  capture  certain. 

Perhaps  McClellan's  position  was  un- 
tenable. It  may  be  that  H^eck  wished 
to  fight  the  decisive  battle  nearer  Wash- 
ington, within  striking  distance  of  his  re- 
serves. Our  army  is  constantly  growing 
stronger,  being  augmented  by  new  troops. 
That  of  the  Rebels  must  become  weaker, 
as  it  retires  further  from  Richmond. 

They  must  strike  now  or  fail  utterly. 
For  us,  delay  is  victor)'.  Our  army  will 
soon  be  invicible. 

It  was  thought  one  year  ago  that  this 
was  to  be  a  war  of  strategj-,  of  positions, 
and  of  territorial  occupancy. 

It  is  now  seen  that  it  is  to  be  a  war 
of  brigades  and  divisions — force  against 
force.  One  army  or  the  other  must  be 
subdued.  Blood  must  flow  freely.  One 
year  ago  it  was  stated,  in  high  places,  as 
an  excuse  for  delay,  that  the  less  blood 
there  was  shed  in  the  war  the  better.  It 
is  now  seen  that  the  rebel  army  must  be 
literally  crushed.  Where  one  would  have 
fallen  then,  ten  must  fall  now.  Delay 
nourished  the  rebellion,  and  partial  and 
limited  successes  developed  all  its 
strength. 

The  contests  last  week,  which  once 
might  have  been  called  battles  are  now 
only  skirmishes — the  voluntaries  which 
Ilalleck  is  playing  preparatory  to  the 
Grand  Oratorio  that  is  to  follow.  The 
battle  was  fought  yesterday  or  is  to  he 
fought  at  some  future  day.  The  success 
of  Friday  and  the  reverse  of  Saturday, 
merely  serve  to  try  the  mettle  o  the 
troops,  to  postpone  the  hour  of  final 
struggle,  and  to  afford  opportunity  to 
bring  up  our  massive  reserves. 

We  do  not  believe  that  the  days  of  the 
Republic  are  numbered :  nor  do  we  see 
in  the  reverses  of  last  week  any  sufficient 
reason  for  despondency  or  gloom. 

The  great  battle  of  the  age' is  yet  to  be 
fought — a  battle  which  will  decide  the  fate 
of  the  Government,  and  of  Free  Institu- 
tions throughout  the  world.

SKc'.  13.  Andbe  it  further  enacted,  ThaX -when 
any  man  of  boy  or  Ai'rican  descent,  who,  by  the 
laws  of  any  .State,  shall  owe  s«^rvice  or  labor  to 
any  person  who  during  the  present  rebellion  has 
leviiHl  war,  or  has  borne  arms  against  the  United 
States,  or  adhered  to  theirenemies  by  giving  them 
aid  and  comfort,  shaU  render  any  such  service 
as  is  provided  for  in  this  act,  he,  his  mother,  his 
wile  and  children,  shall  forever  thereafter  be  free, 
any  law,  usag>\  or  custom  whatever  to  the  con-

The  City  Treasurer  submitted  a  report 
showing  the  amount  of  collections  at  the 
Bridge  since  July  13th,  to  be  $704.35.

$710.94.

sales. 

The  Committee  on  Claims  reported  ad- 
versely to  the  claim  of  Messrs.  Borup  &

Meeting  of  Commissioners  of  the 
Facifio  Bail  Bo^^i.

The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the 
Union  Pacific  Rail  Road  met  at  Bryan 
Hall  at  noon  to-day.  (General  Curtis  was 
chosen  temporary  chairman  by  acclama- 
tion.

Editors  of  the  Press : 

It  is  time  for  the  people  of  Minnesota 
to  inquire  into  the  causes  of  the  terrible 
Indian  war  in  which  we  are  engaged,  and 
how  it  may  be  more  speedily  and  happily 
terminated.  I  write  to  give  you  the 
views  of  one  well  acquainted  with  the  In- 
dians, and  the  country  they  occupy. 

The  primary  cause  was  the  utter  neg- 
lect of  our  Government  to  punish  the 
Spirit  Lake  munlerers.  Inkpaduta's  par- 
ty murderwd  upwards  of  forty  persons, 
and  took  an  immense  spoil,  without  losing 
a  single  life.  For  this  our  Government 
never  inflicted  any  punishment  on  them. 
All  that  was  done  on  the  occasion  was 
calculated  to  make  the  Sioux  think  that 
our  soldiers  were  neither  able  nor  willing 
to  fight  them,  and  that  murder  and  rob- 
bery is  a  very  easy  way  of  getting  goods  ; 
and  it  was  distinctly  announced  in  the 
Minnesota  Times  that  our  frontiers  never 
could  be  safe  while  those  murderers  were 
unpunished. 

The  great  sufferings  which  the  Sioux 
have  endured  in  consequence  of  the  pay- 
ments not  being  made  at  the  proper  time, 
and  the  prevalent  opinion  among  them 
that  they  have  been  defrauded  of  a  large 
part  of  what  was  their  due,  has  embittered 
the  feelings  of  many  against  our  country, 
and  the  recent  call  for  volunteers,  taking 
away,  as  they  supposed,  every  man  capa- 
ble of  bearing  arms,  caused  the  attack  to 
be  made  just  when  it  was. 

Like  the  people  of  the  South,  they  had 
been  planning  and  threatening  for  years, 
but  we  could  not  believe  they  would  be- 
gin a  war  which  must  end  in  their  ruin. 
In  other  respects  it  resembles  the  South- 
ern conspiracy. 

It  is  general — probably  including  the 
active,  darmg,  unprincipled  young  men 
of  every  village ;  and  the  many  who  are 
not  in  favor  of  it,  have  not  courage  or 
strength  to  oppose  these,  and  now  of 
those  who  were  at  first  averse  to,  will 
soon  heartily  join  in  the  war. 

In  war,  it  is  always  important  to  know 
the  strcnght  of  the  foe  with  whom  we  have 
to  contend.     The  Lower  Sioux,  M'dewa- 
kantons  and  Wahpehkutehs,  exclusive   of 
half-breeds,   number  about  2,000   souls, 
and  may  furnish  a  little   upwards  of  600 
men  and  boys  capable  of  carrying  a  gun, 
if  all  engage  heartily  in  the  war,  which  is 
very  improbable.     The  Lower  Sissitons, 
including  the  bands  of  Red  Iron,  Sleepy- 
Eyes,  White-Lodge   and  Rolling-Mocca- 
sin, do  not  exceed  200,  men   all  told,  of 
whom  probably  less  than  150  have  guns  ; 
making,  with  the  above,  less  than   800 
deer  hunters,  well  armed  ;  and  for  a  fight 
where  they  choose  the  ground,  more  than 
equal  to  any  like  number  of  men   that  we 
can  send  against  them.     All  the  murders 
perpetrated  this   side  of  Lac  qui  Parle, 
were  by  the  above. 

The  Walipehton  number  in  all  about 
1000  souls,  and  less  than  300  men,  of 
whom  at  least  one-third,  perhaps  one-half, 
including  the  Christian  and  civilized  Indi- 
ans, are  utterly  averse  to  the  war,  and 
more  disposed  to  help  than  hurt  us. 
Many  of  the  remainder  have  no  guns,  or 
very  inferior  ones,  and  being  little  accus- 
tomed to  deer  hunting,  few  of  them  are 
good  marksmen.  We  will  count  them  as 
equal  to  150  of  our  militia. 

The  Upper  Sissitons,  including  all  the 
remaining  annuity  Sioux,  a  little  exceed 
2000  souls  ;  but  as  there  is  among  them  a 
very  large  proportion  of  children,  the 
number  of  men  capable  of  bearing  arms 
is  less  than  600,  not  more  than  half  of 
whom  probably  have  guns.  These  have 
suffered  more  from  neglect  to  pay  them  at 
the  proper  time  than  any  others,  yet  I 
think  many  of  them  are  averse  to  the  war ; 
but  supposing  they  all  join  it,  the  whole 
number  of  \rarriors  of  the  annuity  Sioux 
will  be  1500,  requiring  at  least  an  equal 
number  on  our  side  to  meet  them. 

In  addition  to  these,  the  various  bands 
of  Ihanktons  on  the  James  river  may 
possibly  furnish  1000  warriors,  few  of 
whom  have  guns,  but  being  expert  horse- 
men, they  are  dangerous  even  with  bows 
and  arrows  and  spears.  Some  of  them 
are  doubtless  engaged  in  this  conspiracy, 
and  much  watchfulness  will  be  necessary 
to  prevent  them  from  running  oflF  the 
horses  of  the  expedition. 

Now,  the  way  to  bring  this  war  to  a 
speedy  and  happy  termination,  is  to  send 
a  suflScient  force  up  the  Minnesota  river 
from  Fort  Ridgely  to  the  farthest  island 
in  Lac  Traverse  on  which  the  Dakotahs 
plant,  driving  all  before  them,  and  as 
they  return  destroying  all  the  com  and 
potatoes  generally.  In  saying  drive  all, 
I  mean  all  who  oppose.  The  hostile  In- 
dians will  fight  or  flee.  The  friendly  In- 
dians may  flee  also,  but  some  of  them  will 
probably  remain  near  their  fields  and  join 
the  army.  All  such  should  be  treated 
kindly,  and  brought  with  our  army  on  its 
return  to  the  frontiers,  where  tiiey  ought 
to  be  subsisted  during  the  winter,  as  they 
will  be  the  best  kind  of  a  picket  guard  to 
give  notice  of  the  approach  of  hostile 
Indians.  The  latter  being  driven  from 
the  Minnesota  Valley  and  their  com  de- 
stroyed, they  cannot  subsist  during  the 
winter  anywhere  within  striking  distance 
of  the  frontiers,  and  most  of  them  will 
probably  starve  to  death  before  spring. 
Any  who  survive  will  be  glad  of  peace  on 
any  terms. 

Some  say,  exterminate  them  all ;  but 
to  do  this  will  be  both  foolish  and  wicked. 
Some  of  them,  I  know,  are  as  much  op- 
posed to  this  war  as  any  of  ourselves.

ENEMY   PALLS   BACK  ! 


FROM  WASHINGTON. 


New  York.  September  2. 
(IVibnne's  correspondence,  Washing- 
ton.)— It  is  generally  conceded  thatG^n. 
Pope  somewhat  exaggerated  our  loss  in 
the  dispatch  fixing  it  at  8,000  in  killed 
and  wounded,  and  decidedly  exaggerated 
the  enemy's  loss  in  putting  it  at  double 
that  number. 

The  record  of  all  the  battles,  including 
that  of  Saturday's,  will  show,  as  it  is 
thought,  a  loss  of  from  10  to  12,(X)0  at 
least,  on  our  side,  in  killed,  wounded  and 
prisoners. 

Loss  of  the  enemy  is  thought  to  have 
been  less,  since  they  fought  much  as  usual 
behind  cover. 

Many  of  our  artillery  horses  at  which 
the  enemy  directed  many  of  their  heavy 
guns,  were  shotdowUj  and  several  batter- 
ies were  captured. 

The  enemy's  whole  force,  according  to 
nearly  every  prisoner's  account,  is  now 
entirely  surrounded  by  our  army,  with  no 
possibility  of  escape  without  the  greatest 
battle  of  the  campaign  being  fought  against 
greatly  superior  nambers. 

A  gentleman  who  arrived  froni  Bull 
Run  Monday  evening,  says  fighting  was 
going  on  all  day  yesterday  between  Cen- 
terville  and  Thoroughfare  Gap. 

Yesterday,  by  order  of  General  Pope, 
14  cars  and  5  locomotives  were  destroyed 
by  fire,  together  with  a  largw  quantity  of 
ammunition  and  stores  at  Breston  Station. 
The  emptv  cars  and  engines  alone  are  es- 
timated at  $185,000. 

The  rebels  burned  2  engines  and   48 

cars  at  the  same  place  on  Tuesday  night. 

It  is  said  thai  within  the  last  24   hours 

the  enemy  has  fallen  back  to  a  new  line  of 

defense. 

A  lieutenant  who  was  captured  says 
that  loO,(XK)  rebels  attempted  to  get 
through  Thoroughfare  Gap,  but  that  only 
100,000  were  able  to  do  so.  Their  forces 
were  commanded  by  Ewell,  Hill  and 
Jackson. 

The  divisions  of  Generals  King  and 
Ricketts  are  fearfully  cut  up. 

The  brigade  of  General  Hartshurfl"  has 
lost  more  than  half  its  officers.  Towers 
and  Durgeas,  in  the  same  division,  also 
suflered  greatly. 

General  Harishurff  was  not  in  command 
of  his  brigade,  but  was  sick  in  Washing- 
ton. 

Gen.  Bank's  engaged  the  enemy  near 
Bristow  Station. 

From  all  that  I  can  learn  it  seems  he 
was  attacked  by  a  column  under  Gen. 
Lee  in  person,  moving  from  the  direction 
of  the  Rappahannock.  If  so,  he  proba- 
bly has  a  double  task  to  perform  to  re- 
pulse both  Gen.  Lee  from  the  Rappahan- 
nock and  a  portion  of  Jackson's  or  Long- 
street's  force  from  this  side.  Bumside, 
Banks  and  Hooker  seem  to  have  had  an 
enemy  to  contend  with  in  both  front  and 
rear.  It  is  now  certain  that  Gen.  Banks 
not  only  burned  his  own  baggage  train, 
but  destroyed  three  locomotives,  three 
train  of  cars  laden  with  ammunition  and 
supplies.

It  is  but  fair  to  mform  the  citizens  that 
an  active,  daring  and  powerful  enemy 
threaten  them  with  every  consequence  of 
war,  yet  the  cities  must  be  defended  and 
their  inhabitants  must  assist  in  the  prepa- 
ration. 

Patriotism,  duty,  honor,  self-preserva- 
tion, call  them  to  the  labor,  and  it  must 
be  performed  equally  by  all  classes. 

First,  all  business  must  be  suspended 
at  9  o'clock  to-day ;  every  business  house 
must  be  closed. 

Second,  under  the  direction  of  their 
Mayor,  the  citizens  must  within  an  hour 
after  the  suspension  of  business,  assemble 
in  public  places,  ready  for  orders.

Washington,  Sept.  2. 
The  Star,  of  this  evening,  reports  that 
the  rebels  lost  Gen.  Eweu,  killed,  and 
Stonewall  Jackson,  badly  wounded,  and 
a  large  proportion  of  Generals  and  field 
officers. 

Gen.  Sigel  was  wounded  in  the  hand. 
Six  Surgeons  who  were  ordered  to  re- 
port to  Assistant  Surgeon  Alden,  who 
IS  fitting  up  the  Georgetown  college  hos- 
pital, refused  to  do  so.  saying  that  was 
not  the  kind  of  work  they  came  to  do. 
Two  of  them  afterwards  returned;  the 
others  have  not  been  heard  of.  It  is  re- 
gretted that  their  names  cannot  be  given. 
A  thousand  Surgeons  reached  Washington 
to-day,  for  the  purpose  of  offering  their 
services  to  the  Government.  A  portion 
of  them  only  have  been  accepted. 

The  corridor  and  passages  of  the  Cap- 
itol will  l>e  occupied  for  hospital  pur- 
poses. 

There  is  no  truth  in  the  report  that 
Gen.  Kearney  is  wounded. 

A  gentleman  who  returned  from  the 
battlefield  this  morning  reports  that  in 
Saturday's  fight  our  lefl  wing  was  com- 
manded by  McDowell,  but  owing  to  the 
murderous'  enfilading  fire  of  the  rebels  he 
was  compelled  to  fall  back. 

Gen.  Sigel  commanded  the  center  and 
Gen.  Kearney  the  right. 

It  appears  that  our  forces  attacked  the 
enemy  in  the  woods,  from  which  the  latter 
opened  numerous  batteries,  causing  great 
slaughter. 

The  rebels  suflFered  equally  as  much  as 
our  own  troops. 

Our  men,  fearless  and  determined,  fell 
back  about  a  mile,  leaving  the  dead  and 
wounded  on  the  field. 

Our  informant  says  that  our  main  forces 
were  five  miles  from  Centerville  on  Sun- 
day, in  battle  array,  and  prepared  for  all 
emergencies,  having  been  strongly  rein- 
forced. 

All  the  wounded  had  been  removed  from 
the  fields  of  Thursday  and  Friday,  which 
was  yesterday  still  in  our  possession. 
The  scene  of  the  conflict  of  Saturday  the 
euemy  still  occupy-. 

The  cars  came  m  this  morning  from  the 
first  named  field  bringing  many  wounded, 
some  to  Alexandria  and  others  to  Wash- 
ington. Many  ladies  and  citizens  have 
made  liberal  contributions  from  their  pri- 
vate stores,  and  have  been  unremitting  in 
their  attentions  to  the  wounded.  In  fact, 
the  people  of  this  District  are  acting  no- 
bly, and  not  a  few  men  have  volunteered 
as  nurses. 

Our  informant  when  passing  through 
Centerville,  saw  thousands  of  stragglers 
at  that  place,  men  of  the  diflFerent  regi- 
ments. Our  informant  returning  to  the 
city  this  morning  early,  saw  tnem  all 
marching  back  to  their  respective  regi- 
ments. They  appeared  hopeful  and  anx- 
ious to  rejoin  their  comrades. 

When  the  ambulances  in  large  numbers 
reached  the  battle  field  yesterday  to  bring 
away  the  wounded,  a  stampede  commen- 
ced among  them.  The  drivers  having 
turned  the  neads  of  their  horses  towards 
the  road  leading  to  Washington,  began 
a  hasty  retreat  with  their  empty  vehicles. 
Some  frightened  driver  imagined  that 
Gen.  Stewart's  rebel  cavalry  was  dashing 
up,  and  accordingly  gave  the  alarm.  The 
panic  spread  almost  with  the  speed  of 
electricity,  and  doubtless  would  have  been 
prolific  of  serious  consequences,  had  not 
the  guards  on  the  road  rushed  forward 
with  pointed  guns,  and  threatened  to  shoot 
the  drivers  unless  they  returned  to  their 

duty. 

This  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  guards 
had  the  desired  effect,  as  after  a  while 
the  ambulances  again  reached  the  field 
and  performed  their  appropriate  duty  in 
bringing  away  the  wounded. 

There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  but  that 
the  pickets  of  the  enemy  have  found  the 
persons  engaged  in  their  humane  work  on 
the  field,  but  up  to  a  late  hour  this  morn- 
ing, they  had  not  been  intermpted. 

Ambulances  are  constantly  arriving  here 
with  the  wounded  and  a  szoall  proportion 
of  the  sick. 

From  all  that  can  be  gathered,  we  have 
suffered  severely. 

Our  men  are  confident  of  retrieving  onr 

loss  of  Saturday. 

It  was  owing  to  their  impetuous  and 
daring  in  charging  the  enemy,  in  the 
woods,  that  they  siufered  so  many  cat tudi- 
ties. 

A  l&rge  number  of  stragglers,  on  their 
way  to  Washington  and  Alexandria  were 
picKcd  up  by  the  rebels  during  last  even- 
ing;

Sir  :     Your  dispatch  of  the  8th  of  May 
has  been  received. 

There    is   a  statement    in    the  public 
journals  that  thirty  vessels  which  left  Brit- 
ish ports    with  a  common  design   to  run 
our  blockade,  have  gathered  at  Nassau, 
and  that  thev  are   now   remaining  there 
awaiting  the  relaxation  of  the  blockade  at 
some  of  the  Southern   port.s   which   the 
president  h  .s  permitted  to  take  place  on 
the  Ist  of  June,  preferring  to  avail  them- 
selves of  that  lawful  privilege  rather  than 
fersevere  in  their   prohibited  operations, 
think,  therefore,   we   may  congratulate 
ourselves  upon  having  advanced  to  a  new 
stage  in   our  intercourse   with   maritime 
powers  atlecting  the   present  troubles  in 
the  United  States,  a   stage  at  which  mo- 
tives   of  sympathy   in   foreign   countries 
with    the    insurgents,    derived    from    the 
pressure  of  the  blockade,  will  disappear. 
This   stage  is   also   marked  by  another 
improvement   of  the   case — namely,  the 
withdrawal   from  the  ocean  of  the  pirates 
who  have  occasionally  sought  shelter  and 
protection  in  friendly  ports  while  commit- 
tinc  depredations  on  American  commerce. 
L'nder   the    President's    instructions   I 
desire  to  improve  the  position  thus  ob- 
tained to  confer,  if  our  representatives 
abroad   shall   think  it   discreet,  with  the 
friendlv  nations  upon  the  prospects  of  the 
war   and  their   future   course  in  regard 

to  it. 

By  way  of  introduction,  I  beg  to  recall 
to  vour  recollection  the  facts  that  at  the 
earliest  proper  moment  I  set  fortli  most 
distinctly  the  opinions  of  tois  government 
that  the'  mutual  interests,  present  and 
pennanent,  of  all  maritime  nations,  in- 
cluding this  country,  retjuire  the  preser- 
vation of  harmonious  relations  between 
them,  an<l  that  the  same  interests  demand 
that,  so  far  as  possible,  peace  shall  pre- 
vail throughout  the  world,  and  especially 
in  the  United  States  an<l  upon  the  Ameri- 
can continent. 

In  explanation  of  these  views,  1  set 
forth  the  opinion  that  the  industrial  sys- 
tems of  Western  Europe  and  the  United 
States,  including  their  agriculture,  manu- 
factures and  commerce,  are,  in  some 
respects,  to  be  regarded  less  as  distinct 


be  deemed  a  prejudice  ? 

Of  course,  in  such  a  review  the  observ- 
er would  not  overlook  the  contrast  be- 
tween the  position  which  the  Federal  gov- 
ernment held  a  year  ago  and  the  present 
situation.  Then  it  had  been  practically 
expelled,  with  all  its  authorities,  civil, 
military,  and  naval,  from  every  State 
south  of  the  Potomac,  Ohio,  and  Missou- 
ri Rivers,  while  it  was  held  in  close  siege 
in  this  capital,  cut  off  from  communica- 
tion with  even  the  States  which  had  re- 
mained loyal.  Now,  it  has  virtually  re- 
taken all  the  positions  it  so  early  lost  on 
the  seaboard ;  it  possesses  the  Mississip- 
pi, and  all  the  other  great  natural  liigh- 
ways,  and  has  forced  the  insurgents  to 
battle  in  the  most  inaccessible  part  of  the 
insurrectionary  district.  The  forces  and 
i-esources  of  the  government  are  unex- 
hausted and  increasing.  Those  of  the 
insiu-jients  are  diminished,  and  becoming 
nearly  exhausted. 

No'  one,  either  here  or  in  Europe,  now 
contest  these  simple  facts.  The  only  ar- 
gument opposed  to  them  is  that  the  in- 
surgents have  determined  not  to  acknowl- 
edge the  authority  of  the  Union.  The 
evulence  of  this  a  certain  resolute  and  de- 
fiant tone  maintained  by  their  organ. 

Certainly,  so  long  as  the  insurgents 
have  any  hope  of  ultimate  success  they 
could  not  be  expected  to  discourse  other- 
wise than  in  just  such  atone,  nor  will  they 
fail  to  cherish  such  a  hope,  so  long  as  they 
find  a  willingness  to  meet  it  with  sympa- 
thy in  Europe.  The  very  last  advices 
winch  came  from  that  (juarter  previous  to 
the  arrival  there  of  the  news  of  the  fall  of 
New  Orleans  and  Norfolk,  were  full  of 
speculations  about  some  newly  conceived 
form  of  intervention. 

But  it  must  be   remembered    that  the 
insurgents  are  men,  and  that   they  may 
reasonably  be  expected  to  speak  and  act 
like  other"  belligerent  factions  under  simi- 
lar conditions.     So,  also,  being  men,  and 
subject  to  the  laws  which  determine  the 
economy  of  society,  they  must  in  all  cases 
conform  themselves,  however  unwillingly, 
to  the  circumstances  by  which  they  are 
surrounded.      They   cannot,    more  than 
other  masses  of  men,  detennine  for  them- 
selves, under  one  state  ot  circumstances, 
what  they  will  do  under  a  different  one. 
A  writer   upon  war   advises  brave   men 
never  to  nail  their  colors  to  the   staff, 
remarking  that  if  they  shall  be  able,  and 
find  it   desirable,   they  maintain   it  there 
without   nailing,    while   it  will   be   more 
convenient  to  lower  it  if  they  shall  find 
themselves  unable  or  no  longer  desirous 
to  keep  it  flying.     But,  speaking  practi- 
cally, what  has  been  the  result  thus  far  in 
the  present  case?     Has  disloyalty  been 
found  an  indomitable    sentiment  in  this 


war?     It  pervaded  even  tliis  Capital  and 
this  District  at  the  beginning  of  the  strife . 
It   no   longer    exists    here.     It    divided 
^^laryland.  and  provoked  contlict  there. 
The  Union  is  now  as  strong  in  that  State 
as  m  any  one  of  the  always  loyal  States. 
(This  isuntrue.)      It  committed  Missouri 
to  the  pretended  new  confederacy,     ^lis- 
souri  is  now  active  and  earnest  among  the 
loyal  States.     It  placed  Kentucky  in  an 
attitude  of  neutrality ;    but   Kentucky  is 
to-day    firm,    resolute,    and    even    selt- 
devot'ed  to  the   Union.      (Doubtful.)     In 
other  regions  where  disloyalty  was  more 
general,  such  as  Eastern  Virginia,  Ten- 
nessee, and  Louisiana,  and  North  Caro- 
lina, aciiuiesence   under  the   Federal  au- 
thorities   has    promptly    followed    their 
appearance  there,    and   the   preliminary 
steps  are  taken  for  the  restoration  of  the 
laws  of  the    Union.     It  is   a  simple    fact 
that  loyalty  reappears  every wliere  just  so 
fast  as  the  success  of  the  government  is 
deemed  sufficient  to  afford  a  guaranty  for 
reliance  upon  its   protection.      [Has  this 
been  so  in  ^lissoun  or  Kentucky  ?]     Tlie 
disunionists,  even  in  their  strongest  holds, 
are    not  a   people,    but   only   a   faction, 
surpassing    tha   loyal    in   numbers,    and 
silencing  them  by  terrors  and  severities 
in  many  places,  but  nevertheless  too  few 
and  feeble  to  prevent  the  return  of  any 
district  or  any  State  to  the   Union,  in  the 
presence  and  under  the  protection  of  the 
lederal  authorities. 

The  president  asks  foreign  nations  to 
consider  that  we  are  only  at  the  end  of 
one  year  now,  and  yet  the  whole  effective

war  should  continue  indefinitely,  every 
slave  will  become,  not  only  a  free  man, 
but  an  absentee. 

If  the  insurgraits  shall  resist  their  escape, 
how  could  they  hope  prevent  the  civil  war 
they  have  inaugurated  from  degenerating 
into  a  servile  war  ?     True,  a  servile  pop- 
ulation, especially  one  so  long  enslaved  as 
the  Africans,  in  the  insurrectionarj'  States 
require  time  and  trial  before   they   can 
organize  a   servile   war ;  but  if  the  war 
continues     indefinitely,    a    servile    war 
is  only  a  question  of  time.     The  problem, 
then,  is  whether  the  strife  shall  be  left  to 
go  on  to  that  point.    The  government,  an- 
miated  by  a  just  regard  for  the   general 
welfare,  including  that  of  the  insurrection- 
ary States,  adopts  a  policy   designed  at 
once  to  save  the  Union  and  rescue  society 
from  that  fearful   catastrophe,    while  it 
consults  the  ultimate  peaceful  relief  of  the 
nation  from  slavery.     It  cannot  be  neces- 
sary to  prove  to   any  enlightened  states- 
man that  the  labor  of  the  African  in  the 
insurrectionary  region  is  at  present  indis- 
pensable as  a  resource  of  the  insurgents 
for  continuing  the  war,  nor  is  it  now  nec- 
essary to  show  that  this  same  labor  is  the 
basis'of  the  whole  industrial  system  exist- 
ing in  that  region.     The  war  is  thus  seen 
to  be  producing  already  a  disorganization 
of  the  industrial   syste'm  pf  the  insurrec- 
tionary States,  and  tending  to  a  subver- 
sion of  even  their  social  system.      Let  it 
next  be  considered  that  the  European  sys- 
tems of  industry  are   largely  based  upon 
the  African  slave   labor   of  the  insurrec- 
tionar}-  states  employed  in  the  production 
of  cotton,  tobacco,  and  rice,  and  on  the 
free  labor  of  the  other  States  employed  in 
producing  cereals,  out  of  which  combined 
productions  arises  the   demand  for  Euro- 
pean productions,  meterials  and  fabrics. 
The  disorganization   of  industry,   which 
is  already  revealing  itself  in  the  insurrec- 
tionary States,    cannot  but  impair  their 
abihty  to  prosecute  the  war,  and  at  the 
same  time  result  indirectly  in  greater  dis- 
tresses in  Europe. 

On  the  other  hand,  this  disorganization 
operates  far  less  injuriously  at  present  to 
the  federal  government  and  to  the  support 
of  loyal  States ,  Every  African  laborer  who 
escapes  from  his  service  is  not  only  lost  to 
the  insurrection,  but  he  brings  an  acces- 
sion to  the  productive  labor  of  the  loyal 
States,  and  to  that  extent  increases  their 
ability  to  continue  the  contest  in  which 
they  are  reluctantly  engaged.  The  fail- 
ure of  foreign  importation  as  heretofore 
in  return  for  the  exportation  of  Southern 
staples  stimulates  the  manufacturing  in- 
dustry of  the  loyal  States.  Immigration 
is  accelerated  by  an  activity  in  these  States 
resulting  from  extended  manufacture  and 
the  prosecution  of  the  war. 

Thus  has   the   phenomenon   appeared, 
disappointing     so    many    prophecies     in 
Europe,  that  the   war  impoverishes  and 
exhausts  onlv  the  insurrection  and  not  the 
Union.     I  shall  not  contend  that  these  ef- 
fects would  be  perpetual.     I   know  there 
is  a  reckoning  for  every  nation   that  has 
the  misfortune   to  be  involved  in  a  war, 
and  I  do  not  expect  for  the  United  States 
any  exemption  from  that  inexorable  law  ; 
but  it  is  enough  for  my   present  purpose 
that  the  penalties  are  neither  more  imme- 
diate than  the   loyal  States    can   endure, 
while  bringing  this  unhappy  contest  to  its 
desired  conclusion.     Let  us  now  suppose 
that  any  one   or  more   European   states 
should  think  it  right  or  expedient  to  inter- 
vene by  force  to  oblige  the  United  States 
to  accept  a  compromise  of  their   sover- 
eignty.    What  other  effect  could  it  pro- 
duce than  to  render  inevitable,  and  even 
hurry  on,  that  servile  war,  so  destructive 
of  all  European  interest   in  this  country, 
which     this    government     so    studiously 
strives  to  avoid  ?     I  know  that  the  dan- 
ger of  any  foreign  nation  attempting  such 
a  policy,  "if  it  had  ever  exi.sted.  had  pass- 
ed, as  1  am  happy  in  knowing  that  no  for- 
eign government  has  ever  threatened  such 
intervention,  while  several  magnanimous 
governments  have  repudiated  all  unfriend- 
ly designs.     I  have  put  fortli  that  hypoth- 
esis only  by  way  of  preface  to  a  question 
not   less  significant — namely,  what  must 
be  the   effect   of  such    a    policy  abroad 
as  will  encourage  the  insurgents  with  hopes 
of  intervention  which  is   never  to    occur  ? 
Is  not  that  effect  visible   in  the  obstinacy 
of  the  insurgents,  in  their  destruction  of 
the  cotton  and  tobacco  already  cultivated, 
and  liable  to  be  broujrht   into  commerce 


friendly,  open  and  consistent  course. 
They  have  been  neutral  between  the  two 
parties  to  a  civil  war. 

Neither  the  loss  of  raw  material  of 
manufacture,  so  necessary  to  a  great  por- 
tion of  our  people,  nor  insults  constantly 
heaped  upon  the  British  name,  in  speeches 
and  newspapers,  nor  a  rigor  beyond  the 
usual  practice  of  nations,  vfith  which  the 
Queen's  subjects,  attempting  to  break  | 
loose  from  the  blockade  of  the  Southern 
ports,  have  been  treated,  have  induced 
her  majesty's  government  to  swerve  one 
inch  from  an  impartial  neul  rality. 

At  this  moment  they  havt;  nothing  more 
at  heart  than  to  see  that  consummation 
which  the  President  speaks  of  in  his  an- 
swer to  the  governors' of  eighteen  States, 
namely:  "The  bringing  of  this  unnne- 
cessar}'  and  injurious  civil  war  to  a 
speedy  and  satisfactory  conclusion." 

As  to  the  course  of  opmion  in  this 
country,  the  President  is  aware  tl  at  per- 
fect freedom  to  comment  upon  all  public 
events  is,  in  this  country,  the  inyariable 
practice,  sanctioned  by  law  and  approved 
by  the  universal  sense  of  the  nation.  I 
am,  &c.,        (Signed)  Russell.

national  systems  than  as  one 
combination  of  agriruUural,  manufactur 
ing  and  commercial  agencies,  in  which  a 
jar  in  one  country  necessarily  produces 
disturbance  in  all  others,  so  that  a  serious 
disorganization  of  the  machinery  employ- 
ed in  production  here  cannot  fail  to  result 
in  derangement,  probably  in  disaster, 
ever}-where  abroad. 

There  are   now  some  painful  evidences 
that  these   speculations  are  not  unsound. 
There  is  distress  among  the  peasantry  of 
Ireland,   in    the  manufacturing    towns  of 
Belgium,  and  the    wine-presses    and  silk 
looms   in  some  parts  oi  France,  seeming 
to  be  coming  to  a  dead  stand.      All  the 
sufferers — and  1  will  not  stop  to   inquire 
how  justly — trace  their  misfortunes  to  the 
civil  war  of  the  United  States.    It  is  man- 
ifest that  what  the  European  nations  want 
is  an  end  of  that  war  as  speedy,  and  leav- 
ing the  industrial  system  of  this  coiintrj- 
as  little  disorganized  as  possible.  It  would 
seem  impossible  lor  any  considerate  per- 
son to  doubt  that  this  is  the  very  consum- 
mation which  the  government  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  must  want  even   more  than  it 
can  be  desired  by  the   Euroj>ean   States. 
This  government  has  expressed  that  want 
earnestly,  decidedly,  sometimes,  perhaps 
even  impatiently.     Nevertheless,  the  war 
has  continued  a  whole   year,   against  the 
wishes  of  Europe  as  well  as  of  America. 
A  new  campaign  is  even    beginning.     In 
order  to  determine  whether  it  is  likely  to 
reach  the  desired   end,  it  will  not  bo  im- 
probable to  consider  the  causes  of  its  pro- 
.ongation  to  the   present   period.       This 
igovernment  at  the  beginning  assumed, and 
'it  has  constantly  insisted,  that  the  Union 
could,   must,  and  should   be   preserved. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  European  nations 
when  they  saw  the  storm  burst  upon  the 
country,  either  doubted,  or  actually    dis- 
believed the  possibility  of  that  great  sal- 
vation.    Europe   has  but  a  subordinate 
and  indirect  niterest  in  the  great  problem, 
and  it  supposed  that  if  the   United  States 
could  be  only  convinced   that  the  Union 
could  not  in  the  end  be  preserved,  they 
would  at  once  forego  the  contest, and  con- 
sent to   a  national  dissolution,    which  it 
■"  was  lerbneously   thought    would  be    fol- 
lowed   by    peace,  w^hile    we   knew    iliat 
it  would  onlv  be  the  betnnning  of  endless 
war.     Thus  European  opinion  has  practi- 
cally Ikvored  the  insurgents,  and  eiicour~ 
aged  them  with  ephemeral  sympathies  and 
unreal  expectations  of  foreign  intervention 
and  has  thus  protraced  the  war  to  the  pres 
ent  time. 

Certainly  this  government  and  the 
American  people  are  even  more  confident 
of  the  presenation  of  the  Union  now  than 
they  were  a  year  ago,  and  are,  therefore, 
even  less  likely  now  tlian  they  were  then  to 
accept  peace,  with  the  inconceivable  plans 
and  perils  of  dissolution.  Can  it  be  pre- 
sumptuous, then,  for  us  to  ask  European

fore  the  first  dollar  has  been  raised  by 
taxation  to  support  it,  and  the  territory 
wliich  must  bear  taxation  is  at  once  re- 
duced to  its  narrowest  limitt^^aiHl  is  ex- 
hausted of  its  wealth  and  supplies. 

The  power  of  a  losing  faction  under  any 
circamstances  must  continually  grow  less. 
But  that  of  the  disunionists  is  abating 
under  the  operation  of  a  cause  peculiar  to 
themselves,  which  it  is  now  my  duty  to 
bring  forward — I  mean  the  practice  of 
African  slaver}'. 

I  am  aware  that  in  regard  to  this  point 
I    am  opening  a  subject  which  was  early 
interdicted  in  this  correspondence.     The 
reason  for  the  interdiction,  and  the  reason 
for  a   departure   from  it  are,  however, 
equally   obvious.     It  was   properly   left 
out  of'view,  so  long  as  might  be  reasona- 
bly hoped  that  by  the  practice  of  magnan- 
imity this  government   might   cover  that 
weakness  of  the   insurgents  without  en- 
courao^ing  them  to  persevere  in  their  trea- 
sonable  conspiracy    against  the.:l,I«ion. 
They  have  protracted  the  war  a  year, 
notwithstanding  this   forbearance  of  the 
government,  and  yet  they  persist  in  invo- 
king foreign  arms  to  end  a  domestic  strife, 
while  they  have  forced  slavery  into  such 
prominence  that  it  cannot  be  overlooked. 
The  region  where  the  insurrection  still 
remains  flagrant,  embraces  all  or  parts  of 
several  States,  with  a  white  population  of 
-A,.oU<J,UOO  (7,000,000  would  be  nearer  the 
truth,)  and  a  negro  population  of  iJ,a<JO,- 
OUO,  chiefly  slaves.     It  is  thus  seen  to  be 
a  war   between  two  parties  of  the  white 
race,  not  only  in  the  presence  but  in  the 
very  midst  of  the  enslaved  negro  race. 

It  is  notorious — we  could  not  conceal 
the  fact  if  we  would — that  the  dispute  be- 
tween them  arose  out  of  a   question    in 
which  the  negro  race  have  a  deep  and  last- 
ing interest,  and  that   their  sympathies, 
wishe-  and  interests  naturally,  necessari- 
ly, inevitably  fall  on  the  side  of  the  Union. 
Such  a  civil  war   between  two   parties  of 
the  white  race,  in  such  a  place  and  under 
such  circumstances,  could  not  be  expected 
to  continue   long  before  the  negro  race 
would  begin  to  manifest  some  sensibility 
and  some  excitement.     We  have  arrived 
at  that  st^e  already.     Ever)- where  the 
American  General  receives  his  most  use- 
ful and  reliable  information  from  the  negro 
who  hails    his   coming  as  a  harbin<»er  of 
freedom.     Wherever  a  national  army  ad- 
vances   into   the   insurrectionary  region, 
African  bondmen   escaping  frona  their  in- 
surrectionary masters,  come  out  to  meet 
it,  and   offer  their  service   and  labor  in 
whatever  capat;ity   they  may  be  desured. 
So  many  of  these  bondsmen  have,  even 
Avithout  the  invitation,  and  often  against 
the  opposition  of  the  federal  military  and 
naval  authorities,  made   their  way  from 
bondage    among  the   insurgents  to  free- 
dom among  the  loyalists,  that  the  gov-

the  '  ernment  finds  itself  occupied  with  the  con- 


ied  neglect  of  their  planting  of  the  seeds 
of  the^  staples,  and  turning  so  much  of 
the  African  labor  as  they  are  able  to  save 
into  the  production  of  supplies  of  provis- 
ions and  forage,  to  enable  them  to  con- 
tinue the  war  ? 

The  effect  will  be  further  developed 
as  time  goes  on,  in  opening  the  way  for 
that  servile  war,  which  if  it  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  come,  will  produce  infinite  suf- 
fering throughout  the  world,  and  can  only 
at  last  result  in  an  entirely  new  system 
of  trade  and  commerce  between  the  Uni- 
ted States  and  foreign  nations, 

I  need  not  say  that  these  views  are  not 
grounded  on  any  proceedings  or  expres- 
sions of  the  British  government,  and  are 
to  be  submitted  to  them  only,  as  they  will 
be  to  other  States,  from  a  strong  desire 
on  the  part  of  the  President  that  the  true 
condition  of  the  present  strife  may  be 
everywhere  fully  understood.

EARL  RUSSELL  TO  MR.  SEWARD. 
Foreign  Office,  London,  July  28, 1862. 
Sir  : — I  have  left  hitherto  unanswered 
and  unnoticed  the  dispatch  of  Mr.  Se- 
ward, which  Mr.  Adams  delivered  more 
than  a  month  ago.  I  have  done  so  partly 
because  the  military  events  referred  to  in 
it  were,  in  the  opinion  of  lier  majesty's 
government,  far  from  being  decisive;,  and 
partly  b^ause  there  was  no  proposal  in 
it  upon  which  her  majesty's  government 
were  called  upon  to  come  to  any  conclu- 
sion. 

Events  subsequent  to  the  date  of  Mr. 
Seward's  letter  have  shown  that  her  maj- 
esty's government,  in  their  opinion,  upon 
the  first  of  these  points  were  not  mistaken. 
Victories  have  been  gained,  reverses 
have  followed ;  positions  have  been  reach- 
ed in  the  near  neighborhood  of  the  capi- 
tal of  the  confederates,  and  these  posi- 
tions have  been  again  abandoned. 

These  events  Mve  boen  accotnpanied 
by  grtat  loss  of  life  in  battle  and  in  hos- 
pitals ;  while  such  measures  as  the  confis- 
cation bill  have  passed  through  both 
Houses  of  Congress,  and,  with  the  proc- 
lamations of  Gren.  Butler  at  New  Orleans, 
bear  evidence  of  the  increasing  bitterness 
of  the  strife. 

The  approach  of  a  servile  war  so  much, 
insisted  on  by  Mr.  Seward  in  his  dispatch, 
only  forewarns  us  that  another  element  of 
destruction  may  be  added  to  the  loss  of 
property  and  waste  of  industry  which  al- 
ready afflicts  a  country  so  lately  prosper- 
ous and  tranquil. 

Nor  on  the  other  point  to  wMch  I  have 
adverted,  have  I  anvtliing  new  to  say. 
From  the  moment  that  intelligence  first 
reached  this  country  that  nine  States  and 
several  millions  of  inhaliitants  of  the  great 
American  Union,  had  seceded,  and  had 
made  war  on  the  government  of  President 
Lincoln,  down  to  the  present  time,  her 
majesty's   government  have  pursued  a

Mr.   Earl, 
of  Beaver  creek,  had  sent   his    two  sons 
to  bring  up  his   horses,    and   having  put 
one  in  the   buggy   was  driving   off  with 
Mrs.  Henderson  and  child,  when  the  In- 
dians stopped  them,   took  out   the   horse 
and  left  the  buggy  standing.     Mr.    Earl 
and  sons  then  went  on  pulling  the   buggy 
by  hand,  but  the  Indians  fired  upon  them 
and  severely  wounded  Mr.    Earl.

Henderson  and  child,  and  burned  them 
to  death.

—A  dispatch  from  Washington,  in  the 
Chicago  Tribune,  says  that  Col.  O'Con- 
ner,  of  the  Second  Wisconsin,  was  killed 
in  the  battle  of  Friday,  near  Manassas. 
The  Second  Wisconsin  formed  a  part  of 
Gen.  King's  division,  in  w^hieh  also  were 
the  Sixth  and  Seventh  regiments  of  Wis- 
consin. 

—Russia,  after  all,  it  is  believed,  will 
have  the  honor  of  connecting  the  two 
oreat  continents  by  an  electric  cable. 
The  work  has  commenced  and  is  pro- 
gressing finely.  The  telegraph  through 
Siberia  is  expected  to  be  complete  to  Ni- 
o'^kaiefski,  on  the  Pacific,  by  the  end  of 
this  year. 

— It  is  estimated,  says  the  Scientific 
American,  that  from  fifteen  to  twenty 
thousand  bales  of  cotton,  of  good  staple, 
will  be  sent  to  market  from  Illinois  the 
present  year. 

—On  the  Pacific  coast,  the  precious 
metals  have  been  disco  fered  in  the  soil  of 
more  than  one  million  square  miles,  only 
a  small  part  of  which  has  been  explored. 
— The  Washington  Intelligencer  states 
that  the  resignation  of  Gen.  Phelps,  of 
Gen.  Butler's  Department,  was  promptly 
accepted  as  soon  as  it  arrived,  and  that  it 
had  been  determined  beforehand  to  re- 
call him. 

— Bishop  Lee,  of  Delaware,  has  em- 
phatically condemned  the  rebellion  in  his 
address  to  the  annual  Episcopal  Conven- 
tion. 

—  The  order  of  Gen.  Schofield,  lev}-- 
ing  an  assessment  of  $500,000  on  the  se- 
cesh  of  St.  Louis  county,  will  create  uni- 
versal satisfaction.  It  is  another  evidence 
that  Gen.  Schofield  acts  in  accordance 
with  the  policy  of  Gov.  Gamble,  as  de- 
clared in  the  meeting  at  the  Library  Hall, 
and  that  he  intends  to  adopt  the  most 
stringent  measures  against  the  secession'- 
ists,  even  if  their  disloyalty  does  mei'ely 
consist  of  sympathy  with  the  South. 


X.CSS0^8  OF  TKB  WAR. 

War,  though  a  stem  task-master,  is  a 
most  effective  teacher.  Tlie  creat  mass 
of  society  is  passing  through  a  fiery  fur- 
nace— heated  to  white  heat — and  changes 
are  effected  rapidly.  A  few  months  per- 
forms the  work  of  years.  The  public 
sentiment  of  the  country  has  undergone  a 
greater  change  since  the  commencement  of 
the  war  than  it  would  have  done  in  a  quar- 
ter of  a  century  in  time  of  peace. 

No  one  now  doubts  the  right  of  govern- 
ment to  exercise  coercion  as  a  measure  of 
self-protection.  The  existence  of  govern- 
ment implies  the  right,  and  the  execution 
of  the  laws  requires  its  exercise. 

The  magnitude  and  force  of  the  rebel- 
lion transcend  all  our  anticipations,  or 
fears,  even,  at  the  commencement  of  the 
war. 

General  Scott's  plan  of  the  campaign 
required  75,000  men.  The  defeat  at  Ma- 
nassas corrected  the  error,  and  taught 
us  that  the  rebels  meant  war — earnest, 
bloody  war,  and  on  a  gigantic  scale.  At 
an  early  period  the  people  of  New  York, 
and  of  the  country  at  large,  were  assured 
that  the  rebellion  would  collapse  in  a  few 
months,  and  the  blockade  was  establish- 
ed and  enforced  effectively,  expecting, 
apparently,  that  the  confederacy,  cut 
off  from  communication  with  the  world, 
would  die  of  inanition. 

The  blunders  of  our  political  seers  are 
now  palpable.  The  South  cannot  be 
starved  into  submission,  nor  constrained 
by  blockade.  Her  soil  is  luxuriant,  her 
laborers  are  at  work  on  the  plantations  ; 
she  has  established  new  armories  and 
manufactories,  and  is  practically  self- 
supporting  and  independent.  She  has 
equippeil  one  of  the  finest  armies  the 
world  ever  saw,  and  has  driven  our  forces 
from  Richmond,  almost  to  the  fortifica- 
tions around  Washington.  In  some  re- 
spects her  military  campaign  of  the  last 
year  has  been  the  most  brilliant  and  suc- 
cessful in  the  history  of  the  world. 

The  reasons  for  this  unexpected  result, 
are  not  at  first  manifest. 

Slavery  is  an  element  of  militar)- 
strength,  and  not  of  weakness.  No  agri- 
cultural or  manufacturing  interest  need 
suffer,  though  the  entire  white  population 
capable  of  bearing  arms  go  into  the  field. 
The  Confederacy  is  manifesting  a  vitality 
and  force  far  greater  than  we  anticipated, 
and  it  is  now  quite  certain  that  to  subdue 
it,  will  require  the  prompt  exercise  of  the 
utmost  power  of  the  Government. 

Cincmnati  is  under  martial  law — all  our 
border  cities  may  be  so,  before  the  close 
of  the  week ! 

Oceans  of  water,  bat  not  a  drop  to 
drink — thousands  of  troops,  but  they  are 
neither  drilled  nor  armed.  The  great 
mistake  iu  our  conduct  of  the  war,  is  that 
our  movements  are  made  just  too  late  to 
be  of  any  avail.  Had  the  late  call  for 
300,000  volunteers  been  made  a  month 
earlier,  we  should  have  been  able  to  have 
have  held  our  position  before  Richmond, 
and  to  have  driven  the  Rebels  at  every 
point  toward  the  Gulf.  As  it  is,  they 
threaten  Washington,  Cincinnati  and  all 
our  border  cities. 

In  this  struggle  for  life,  we  have  no 
sympathy  from  the  governments  of  Eu- 
rope, particularly  England  and  Franre, 
with  whom  we  have  solemn  treaty  stipu- 
lations. They  are  our  enemies.  They 
wish  to  control  the  commercial  and  polit- 
ical relalions  of  these  States,  and  wliile 
observing  the  letter  of  the  treaties,  they 
have  from  the  beginning  violated  tkeir 
spirit.  This  is  especially  true  of  England. 
Her  pretense  of  sympathy  with  human 
freedom  is  hypocrisy,  and  her  protesta- 
tions of  impartiality  are  lies. 

We  have  learned  a  lesson, also,  respect- 
ing the  character  of  the  war.      We  were 
told,  a  year  ago,  by  a  General  Command- 
ing a  Division  of  Volunteers,  that  but  few 
lives  would  be  sacrificed.   The  war  would 
be  one  of  artillery — of  positions — of  ter- 
ritorial occupancy,  and  of  vigorous  block- 
ade of  the  southern  coast  by  our  marine. 
Though  our  commanders  have  acted  on 
the  defensive — or  advancing,  have  hesita- 
ted to  make  attacks,  there  have  been,  al- 
ready, a  number  of  hardly  contested  and 
bloody  battles,   and  if  the  skirmishes   of 
the  past  week  are  to  be  regarded  as  the 
prelude  to  the  final  contest,  it  may  fitly 
be  called  the  battle  of  the  age.  The  ques- 
tion at  issue  is  one  of  vast  importance  to 
ourselves — to  other  peoples — to  commg 
generations.      The  whole  future  of  the 
Republic  and  of  free  institutions,  through- 
out the  world,  is  to  be   settled.      If  this 
can  be  done   with    the  sacrifice  of  100,- 
000  men  on  the  battle  field,  the  victory 
will  have  been  cheaply  won. 

Another  lesson  the  country  is  learning 
— the  fact  of  an  irrepressible  conflict  be- 
tween slavery  and  freedom,  made  irre- 
pressible by  the  ambition  and  mad  vio- 
lence of  the  supporters  and  defenders  of 
an  obsolete  form  of  civilization. 

The  facts  of  to-day  are  stranger  than 
fiction. 

Ten  years  ago,  Daniel  Webster  made 
his  last  great  ettort  In  defence  of  South- 
em  Institutions.  To-day,  his  only  sur- 
viving son,  falls  in  battle,  slain  by  the 
hands  of  those  whose  interests  he  sacri- 
ficed himself  to  protect  and  guaranty  un- 
der the  constitution. 

The  vandals  assail  the  ycry  citadel  of 
the  constitution  itself,  and  thousands  and 
hundreda  of  thousands,  moum  the  loss  of 
their  sons  and  brothers  who  have  fallen  in 
its  defence.

— Immediate  steps  must  be  taken  to 
keep  the  devil  Rum  away  from  soldiers. 
The  disgraceful  riot  m  Spinola's  brigade 
at  East  New  York,  on  Saturday  last,  was 
directly  caused  by  liquor.  On  the  same 
evening  a  fight  occurred  at  Jersey  City 
among  the  men  of  the  117th  New  York, 
on  their  way  South,  in  the  course  of  which 
an  officer  was  severely  hurt.  Liquor  was 
the  cause. 

—  The  Ninety-fourth  Regiment,  Col. 
W.  W.  Orme,  from  Bloomington;  the 
Eighty-third,  Col.  Harduig,  from  Mon- 
mouth ;  and  the  Ninety-ninth,  Col.  Bai- 
ley, from  Pike  county,  have  reached  St. 
Louisk,  and  are  now  there  in  barracks. 

—  Elaborate  tables  in  the  New  York 
Journal  of  Commerce  show  that,  for  the 
seven  months  ending  July  31,  the  imports 
show  a  gain  on  the  previous  year  of  near- 
ly twenty  millions  in  merchandize,  and 
a  decrease  of  thirty-two  millions  in  specie, 

A  Good  Suggestion. — Tbe  Herald 
suggests  that  Gen.  Halleck  should  at  once 
apply  to  Gen.  Stuart's  rebel  cavalry  the 
same  rule  which  he  has  enforced  against 
newspaper  correspondents,  and  that  they 
be  excluded  wholly  from  the  lines  of  our 
army.  They  certainly  get  a  great  deal 
more  valuable  information  than  our  Press 
could  give  them,  especially  if  the  report 
is  true  that  they  dashed  in  one  morning 
and  seized  all  Gen.  Pope's  baggage,  pri- 
vate papers,  charts,  maps,  etc.,  including 
Gen.  Halleck's  dispatches,  plans  of  the 
campaign,  and  specific  instructions  about 
newspaper  correspondents.  Something 
of  the  energy  and  vigilance  so  lavishly 
used  in  preventing  the  loyal  people  of  the 
country  from  knowing  what  their  army  is 
doing,  might  be  usefully  bestowed  on  the 
rebel  cavalry. 

—  The  Hon.  John  M.  Botts  has  been 
sent  from  Richmond  to  Salisbur)',  N.  C, 
where  he  is  kept  under  close  surveillance, 
not  exactly  as  a  prisoner,  but  not  a  free 
agent.  His  son  has  l>een  drafted  into  the 
rebel  army,  under  the  new  rebel  conscript 
law,  which  takes  all  that  were  exempted 
under  the  previous  rule — ^j'oung  Botts 
being  lame.  The  removal  of  John  Minor 
Botts  was  deemed  necessary  in  view  of 
the  close  proximity  of  the    Union  army. 

— The  N.  T.  Times  sajs :  we  do  not 
expect  to  live  long  enough  to  see  a  Gov- 
ernment which  knows  how  to  deal  with 
the  public  Press.  The  official  portion  of 
mankind  seem  to  be  divided  into  two  class- 
es on  this  subject : — one  class  regards  the 
Press  as  a  wild  beast,  to  be  hunted  and 
harried  by  every  available  weapon,  and 
tlie  other  as  a  powerful  inonster,to  be  ap- 
peased by  sycophancy  and  toadying.  Both 
may  possibly  find,in  specific  cases,  ground 
for  their  opinions.  But  it  seems  a  little 
singular  that,  in  a  free  country,  living  un- 
der republican  institutions,  men  in  power 
should  be  unable  to  form  any  more  just 
estimate  of  the  public  Press,  as  a  whole, 
than  such  sentiments  indicate. 

— For  fifteen  months  the  South  has  en- 
joyed the  entire  monopoly  of  this  four 
million  slave  power.  All  the  slaves  capa- 
ble of  labor,  male  and  female,  have  been 
employed  for  the  rebel  cause — by  force  of 
their  masters,  and  by  permission  of  the 
Federal  Gdvernnient — except  a  small  por- 
tion held  by  union  masters.  |Hundreds  of 
thousands  have  been  employed  in  build- 
ing fortifications  and  performing  the  la- 
bors of  the  camps.  The  rest  have  been 
kept  to  work  to  support  the  families  of 
the  rebel  soldiers  and  to  furnish  the  means 
for  the  support  of  the  rebel  armies.  By 
their  labors,  they  have  done  more  to  over- 
come the  North,  than  if  every  male  slave 
had  been  armed  and  placed  in  battle 
against  us.

10  rifles,  10  camp  colors,  and  one  nation- 
al color. 

— ^The  New  York  Tribune  has  a  leader 
declaring  that  the  real  significance  of 
Seward's  lately  pubbshed  dispathto  Chas. 
F.  Adams,  lies  in  the  intimation  that  if  we 
do  not  otherwise  succeed  in  putting  down 
the  rebellion,  we  will  not  hesitate  to  en- 
list the  whole  slave  population  of  the 
South  as  armed  combatants  on  our  side. 
Aside  from  Seward's  letter,  and  from  the 
Tribune's  interpretation  of  it,  there  are 
other  facts  that  warrant  the  belief  that 
the  administration  has  been  deliberating 
on  the  probability  and  necessity  of  adopt- 
ing such  a  course  as  would  ultimately  re- 
sult, unless  the  rebels  speedily  lay  down 
their  arms  and  sought  for  an  amesty,  in 
the  most  fearful  servile  insurrection  the 
world  hA8  ever  seen.

IxniASAPOUS,  Sunday,  Aug.  31. 

News  of  the  Richmond  disanter  causes 
great  depression  here.  Gen.  i^elson  was 
in  command,  having  some  days  since  re- 
lieved Gen.  Lew  VVallace  who  conducted 
the  new  levies  from  here.  The  troops 
were  all  raw  arid  undisciplined.  There 
were  six  regiments  from  Indiana,  one 
from  Ohio,  and  the  balance  from  Ken- 
tucky, making  about  13,000  in  all.  It 
was  known  that  the  rebels  were  in  great 
force  only  a  few  miles  distant,  but  Nelson 
made  no  preparation  and  didn't  believe 
there  would  be  a  fight.  Nelson  is  wound- 
ed, and  at  Cincinnati,  and  Gen.  Manson 
conducts  the  retreat  of  our  troops.  Much 
apprehension  is  felt  lest  there  c«  another 
slaughter  in  the  attempt  to  cross  the  Ken- 
tuck}'  river.  Nothing  has  been  hea  d 
since  noon.  The  Indiana  troops  lost 
about  350  killed  and  wounded,  including 
Col.  Topping  of  Terre  Haut:e,  killed. 
Nelson  had  only  six  pieces  of  artillery, 
manned  by  raw  hands.  It  is  not  known 
whether  the  guns  are  lost.  Our  camp 
ground  was  about  a  mile  beyond  Rich- 
mond. There  is  a  good  road  for  the  re- 
treat to  Lexington,  except  the  «;rossmg  of 
Kentucky  River, 

Gov.  Jiiorton  went  to  Louisville  by  spe- 
cial train  this  noon  with  surgeons. 

General  Morris,  General  Reynolds,  and 
General  Wallace  are  ordered  to  Lexing- 
ton to  look  after  our  boys . 

The  88th  regiment,  Colonel  Humphrey, 
raised  at  Fort  Wayne,  left  this  evening 
for  Louisville. 

The  87th,  Colonel  ShvTock,  raised  at 
South  Bend,  is  here  under  orders  to  move 
forward  to-night.  Other  regiments  will 
be  hurried  forward  daily. 

Reports  represent  Buell's  army  in  a 
precarious  condition. 

The  enemy's  forces  numbered  from  fif- 
teen to  tJTcnty  thousand.  Tlie  federal 
forces  engaged  were  the  95th  Ohio,  12th, 
16th,  66th,  G9th  and  7l8t  Indiana,  and 
Mundy's  and  Metcalf 's  cavalrj'.  The  loss 
in  killed  and  wounded  is  heav}'  on  both 
sides;  the  number  not  yet  known.  Lieu- 
tenant Colonel  Topping  and  Major 
Kunkle,  of  the  71st  Indiana  are  both 
killed.  General  Wright  left  this  morning 
to  take  the  field. 

Lkxington,  Ky.,  Aug.  31. — Surgeon 
McDermott  reached  tliis  city  this  evening 
from  Richmond,  and  reports  125  killed 
and  350  wounded  in  yesterday's  battle. 
He  obtained  permission  from  Gen.  Kirby 
Smith  to  come  here  for  a  supplj-  of  medi- 
cal and  hospital  stores.  Lieut.  Colonel 
Stout,  Col.  McMillan,  and  Major  Brum- 
back,  and  52  others  of  the  95th  Ohio,  are 
wounded.  Major  Conklin  is  wounded, 
and  Col.  Lucas  killed. 

An  equal  number  of  the  Confederates 
are  killed  and  wounded. 

Last  night  the  bells  were  runj»  and  all 
male  citizens  were  ordered  out  and  slept 
on  their  arms. 

Louisville,  Aug.  31. — A  Bowling 
Green  dispatch  says,  that  a  large  rebel 
force,  under  Buckner,  is  at  Tompkins- 
ville.  The  rebels  destroyed  the  telegraph 
to-day,  at  the  State  line,  thus  catting  off 
communication  with  Nashville. 

Governor  Morton  and  suite  arrived  at 
the  Gait  House  this  evening. 

There  is  considerable  excitemient  in  the 
city.

Previously  to  the  attack  on  Pumell's 
Legion,  at  Warrenton,  a  young  woman, 
who  was  about  retiring  to  rest  in  a  house 
near  by,  heard  the  rebel  cavalry  advanc- 
ing. Looking  out  of  the  windciw  she  saw 
and  recognized  the  enemy.  Hastily  ex- 
tinguishing the  light,  she  went  cautiously 
down  stall's  and  secreted  henielf  among 
the  bushes,  intending,  when  a  favorable 
moment  arrived,"  to  warn  our  troops  of 
the  enemy's  approach,  but  was  unable  to 
do  so,  as  a  portion  of  the  cavalry  rode 
between  her  and  the  Union  troops  for  the 
purpose  of  cutting  off  and  capturing  a 
wagon  train.  One  of  the  offiwtrs,  mount- 
ed on  a  splendid  horse,  dismounted  near 
where  she  was,  and  walked  a  few  yards 
in  the  direction  of  his  men,,  many  of 
whom  were  abo  dismounted,  securing 
their  prisoners.  The  horse  qiietly  com- 
menced grazing  in  the  direction  of  where 
she  was,  and  when  he  came  witein  a  few 
feet  of  her,  she  stepped  from  ber  hiding 
place,  and  taking  hold  of  the  bridle,  qm- 
etly  drew  it  into  the  woods,  w'ben  mount- 
ing it,  she  rode  off  unpursued  by  the  ene- 
my. Yesterday  and  to-da]j  she  was 
riding  around  tne  camps  in  tluj  neighbor- 
hood upon  her  prize,  which,  with  its 
splendid  accoutrements  was  the  admira- 
tion of  all.  Its  rider  was  no>i  and  tlien 
cheered  by  the  men  for  her  bntvery.

GEN.    STEVENS   KILLED. 


Washington,  Sept.  2. 
[^Tribune  Correspondence — Latest.'] — 
Trustworthy  news  from  the  front  was 
brought  by  a  surgeon  who  left  Fairfax 
Court  House  on  Monday  evening,  and 
reported  to  military  authorities  here  after 
midnight. 

The  enemy  was  still  pursuing,  or  threat- 
ening to  pursue  the  flanking  movement  to 
which  Gen.  Pope's  despatches  of  yester- 
dav  morning  referred. 

Gen.  Lee  was  believed  to  have  massed 
his  troops  on  Little  River  Turnpike, 
which  runs  to  the  north  of  Centreville 
from  Gum  Springs  through  Germantown 
and  Fairfax  Court  House  to  Alexandria. 

Ample  preparations  had  been  made  to 
meet  him,  and  the  probabilities  are  that 
there  would  be  a  great  battle  fought  to- 
day or  to-morrow. 

The  supposition  was  strengthened  by 
telegrams  from  Fairfax  Station  dated  later 
in  the  evening,  to  the  effect  that  there  was 
heavy  firing  in  the  direction  of  Leesburg, 
between  which  place  and  Fairfax  Station 
lies  Fairfax  Court  House. 

Reports  brought  by  other  officers  who 
left  the  front  at  an  earlier  hour  this  morn- 
ing, say  that  the  enemy  had  fallen  back 
with  his  whole  army  for  lack  of  supplies, 
being  satisfied  with  wliat  he  had  already 
done,  or  at  least  feeling  himself  unable  to 
accomplish  more. 

These  officers  supposed  the  movements 
on  our  right  Hank,  to  be  on  the   retreat. 

Lateu. — There  is  little  or  no  doubt 
that  there  was  heavy  skirmishing  between 
our  forces  and  the  enemy's  advance,  on 
our  outposts  last  night. 

This  morning's  reports  are  not  yet 
eessible.

New  York,  83d  Pennsylvania  and  16th 
Michigan,  came  out  in  the  same  propor- 
tion. Butterfield's  brigade  had  marched 
for  twenty-days  without  change  of 
clothes,  and  went  into  the  fight  in  this 
fatigued  condition. 

On  Monday  morning  intelligence  was 
received  at  headquarters  that  the  divisions 
of  Hill  and  Longstreet  intended  to  appear 
on  our  right  in  force,  and  cut  off  our  sup- 
ply trains. 

To  prevent  this  consummation  the  di- 
vision of  General  Reno  was  dispatched 
by  Pope  to  Fairfax  Court  House. 

It  was  also  deemed  prudent  to  com- 
mence the  evacuation  of  Centerville  to 
cover  our  base  of  operations,  inasmuch 
as  Generals  Hill  and  Longstreet  were 
knoMm  to  be  in  force  some  distance  to- 
wards Washington  from  the  battle  field 
of  Saturday,  and  as  a  reconnoissance  to 
the  front  had  revealed  an  anticipated 
movement  in  some  direction  by  the 
enemy. 

The  army  of  Virginia  commenced  re- 
treating towards  Fairfax  Court  House  on 
Monday  at  9  o'clock,  Reno's  division 
leading,  and  McDowell's  corps  follow- 
ing. 

As  Reno's  division  was  pursuing  its 
line  of  march,  and  when  within  a  mile  and 
a  half  of  Fairfax,  a  heavy  volley  from  a 
force  of  riflemen  came  pouring  in  upon 
them  from  the  woods  to  the  right  of  the 
road.    This  occurred  at  4  p.  M. 

The  rebel  force  was  a  detachment  from 
General  Hill's  division. 

The  volley  was  almost  entirely  received 
by  General  Stevens'  brigade,  composed 
of  the  28th  Massachusetts,  9th  Michigan, 
50th  Pennsylvania,  105th  Pennsylvania, 
and  46th  New  Y'ork. 

Reno  and  Stevens  immediately  formed 
their  commands  in  line  of  battle  to  repel 
the  attack. 

Geiicral  Stevens  rode  up  and  down  his 
line,  gallantly  rallying  liis  men. 

Intimidated  by  repeated  volleys  from 
an  unseen  enemy,  an<l  unable  to  cope 
with  them  in  the  position  they  then 
held,  he  ordered  his  men  to  charge, 
and  dirve  the  enemy  out  of  the 
woods.  This  order  was  gallantly  re- 
sponded to  by  his  men,  who  pressed  the 
enemy  and  drove,  them  before  them 
with  great  slaughter.  While  thus  charg- 
ing. Gen.  Stevens  was  hit  with  a  mime 
bwl  and  instantly  killed,  but  not  until  the 
enemy  were  routed.  Capt.  Stevens,  the 
son  of  the  General,  was  also  wounded 
in  the  hand.  Kearney's  batteries  now 
opened  on  the  rebel  forces,  causing  great 
havoc  among  them.

— Dr.  T.  Bullard,  of  Indianapolis,  is 
appointed  Examining  Surgeon-in-Chief 
for  the  State  of  Indiana. 


The  St.  Peter  Statesman  of  the  29th 
ult.,  contains  a  long  and  interesting  ac- 
count of  the  late  battle  of  New  Ulm,  and 
many  thrilling  incidents,  some  of  which 
we  have  not  before  seen.  We  make  a 
few  extracts : 

At  9  1-2  A.  M.  of  Saturday,  the  Indians 
appeared  at  tlie  edge  of  the  woods  above 
New  Ulm,  in  the  direction  of  the  Agency, 
and  advanced  about  10  o'clock.     The  ad- 
vance was  made  in  one  body  until  within 
a  mile  of  the  town,  when  the  enemy  began 
to  divide  into  two  columns,  and  continued 
down  the  river  until   he  had   surrounded 
our  forces  on  three  sides.     Our  men  fell 
back,  and   the  Indians   immediately  took 
possession   of  the  outside   houses.     Our 
forces  then  rallied  aud  took  possession  of 
the  windmill,  a  narrow,  four  story  build- 
ing  on  an   elevation  near  the  first  table 
land  in  the  rear  of  the  town,  a  couple  of 
squares  from   the   Dakota   House.     This 
was  followed  by  a  general  skirmish  along 
the  entire  front  of  the  town.     Our  forces 
were  soon   completely   surrounded,  and 
attacked  from  all  sides.     Taking  advan- 
tage of  the  wind  from  the  lower  portion 
of   the   town,   they  made  their  principal 
attack  from  that  direction,  firing  buildings 
on  both  sides  of  the  streets,  and   advan- 
cing behind   the    smoke.     Simultaneous 
with   this   desperate    attack   from    lower 
towii,  an  attack  was  also  made  from  the 
bkiirin  the  rear  of  the  town. 

At  this   critical   moment,    when   death 
was  expected  in   all   its   horrible   forms, 
from  butchery  to  burning,  Capt.  Wm.  B. 
Dodtl,  of  this  place,  supposing  that  re- 
inforcements Avere  coming  up   beliind  the 
Indians,  made  an  almost  superhuman  ef- 
fort to  rallv  the  men  to  meet  the  charge  of 
the  enemy,  aud  to  encourage  the  suppos- 
ed reinforcements   behind ;  but  when  he 
had  gone  about  lo  yards  outside  the  lines 
the  Indians  fired  a  volley  from    buildings 
on  both  sides  of  the  street.    The  Captain 
received  three  balls  near  his  heart,  wheel- 
ed his  horse  around,  and  after  riding  with- 
in 20  yards  of  our  lines  fell  from  his  horse, 
and  was  assisted   to   walk   into   a  house. 
>vhere  he  died — the  noblest  Roman  of  them 
all — in  a  few  moments  afterward.  Before 
exi)iriug  he  dictated  a  message  to  bis  wife

The  Executive  of  no  State  in  the  Union 
is  at  this  moment  more  pressed  with  the 
cares  and  trials  of  public  position  than 
our  own   and   efhoient  Governor. 

He  was  intensely  occupied  before  the 
present  Indian  war  broke  out,  but  since 
then  his  duties  have  increased  a  hundred 
fold.  The  great  Indian  panic  has  brought 
to  the  door  of  the  Governor  a  perfect 
avalanche  of  new  business.  Excited  mes- 
sengers are  tVi"g  from  different  dire<rtions 
to  the  Executive  office  with  startling  news. 
The  Governor  is  the  first  man  they  seek, 
and  to  whom  tliey  pour  ont  their  story  of 
Indian  depredations  and  atrocities.  He 
listens  with  absorbing  interest,  propounds 
questions,  and  gathers  the  evidence  with 
the  greatest  care,  and  then  arf.t  with  the 
utmost  possible  rapiditv. 

No  man  is  more  familiar  with  the  peo- 
ple and  the  geography  of  the  State  than 
the  Governor,  and  this  enables  him  to  act 
with  great  correctness  and  dispatch.  Very 
few  men  have  passed  through  such  an 
ordeal,  and  it  is  certain  that  but  few  could 
perfoi-m  such  multiplied  duties  with  the 
same  eminent  success. 

The  panic  has  extended  ui  so  many  tli- 
rections,  that  messengers  go  dashing  to 
the  Capitol,  demanding  that  a  company 
of  troops  sliould  be  sent-  forthwith  to 
towns  and  villages  that  are  evidently  out 
of  danger.  All  the  Governor  can  do  in 
such  cases,  is  to  send  a  suuply  of  aniinii- 
uition,  with  a  rccommencfation  that  the 
men  should  collect  andjii/ht,  ia  case  the 
Indians  ilo  appear. 

Hundreds  visit  tlie  Capitol  every  day, 
on  urgent  business,  and  yet  the  Governor 
tries  to  give  every  one  an  attentivo  hear- 
ing. Strangers  and  citizens  go  awav 
fully  impressed  that  Minnesota  is  highly 
fortunate,  at  this  most  critical  hour  iirher 
history,  in  bavin-,'  a  Chief  Magistrate  of 
such  marked  ability. 

Like  every  other  man  placed  in  a  posi- 
tion of  equal  responsibility,  the  Governor 
is  liable  to  make  some  appointments  and 
issue  some  orders  tliat  may  not  rej^ult  to 
the  satisfaction  of  all.  We  risk  nothinc 
in  saying,  however,  that  with  all  the  ei-^ 
rors  incident  to  the  admini.stration  of  such 
an  ofHee,  there  is  no  candid  man  in  all 
Minnesota,  who  would  wi.sh  to  be  de- 
priv«^  at  this  momenl  of  the  great  expe- 
rience and  valuable  public  services  of 
Governor  Ramsey. — State  Seics.

and  remarked  that  he  had  discliarged  his 
duty  and  was  ready  to  die.  No  man 
fbuijht  more  couraijeouslv  or  died  more 
noblyl  I.*t  his  vu:tues  be  forever  reiiiem- 
liereil,  and  his  vices  forgotten.  He  was 
a  hero  of  the  truest  tyjie. 

The  Captain's  horse  fell  dead  in  the 
street  a  few  steps  from  where  his  heroic 
rider  fell. 

The  supposed  reinforcements  proved 
to  be  Indians  dressed  in  citizen's  clothes, 
probably  disguised  for  the  very  purpose 
of  deceiving  our  men. 

One  of  the  four   men   who   supported 
Capt.  Dodd  into  our  lines  was  wounded. 
At  this  point  of  the  battle,  Capt.    Saun- 
ders   (a   Baptist   minister   of  Le  Sueur) 
was    wounded   in   the   body,    and   many 
others  were  also  wounded.     The   fight  at 
this  point  (lower  town)  was   very  deter- 
mined aud  desperate,  but  finding   an  en- 
trance into  our  lines  at  this  place   rather 
doubtful,  the  Indians  then  charged  around 
a  point   of  timber   in   the   rear  of  town, 
with  great  fierceness,   and  again  tried  to 
break  our  lines ;  but   our   forces   sallied 
out   and  repulsed   them   with   deafening 
cheers.     At  this  point  Newell  Hoton,    an 
old  settler  in   the   Valley,    and   the   best 
rifleman  in  the  State,  was  killed. 

After  this  repulse,  the  most  critical 
lighting  of  the  day  was  passed,  and  the 
Indians  did  not  make  anotlier  vigorous 
charge.  The  fight,  however,  continued 
until  dark,  when  the  enemy  bejian  to 
carrj-  off  their  deail  and  wounded.  Our 
men  then  burned  the  remaioir.g  outside 
buildings,  and  returned  to  their  barricades. 


firing  from  behind  a  slight  elevation  of 
ground,  which  would  have  hardly  been 
disceroable  under  less  dangerous  circum- 
stances. While  lying  there  Indian  balls 
plowed  the  earth  all  around  them.  Dur- 
ing this  time  both  Buell  and  Flandrau 
came  dashing  up  on  horseback,  and  but 
for  the  timely  warning  of  Mr.  Swift  both 
would  certainly  have  been  shot,  as  they 
were  not  aware  of  the  building  being  oc- 
cupied bv  savage  foes.  At  another  tinae 
J.  B.  Trogden,  in  company  with  Captain 
Potter,  rode  up  to  a  point  of  timber  in  the 
rear  of  town,  where  they  saw  an  Indian 
drop  down  in  the  grass  a  short  distance 
behind. 

To  avoid  a  shot  from  the  Indian  in  the 
grass,    and   yet  get  a  certain  pop   at  the 
mounted  red-skm,  a  suggestion  was  made 
that  Trogdon  ride  down  around  and  come 
up  the  hill  from  a  ravine,   and   thus  get 
near  the  mounted  Indian  without  being  ob- 
served.   The  suggestion  was  hardly  made 
before  Toi^don  proceeded  to  execute  it, 
but  as  he  approached  near  enough  to  fire, 
twenty  mounted  Indians  made  a  dash  af- 
ter him  with  a  devilish  yell,  and  endeav- 
ored to  cut  him  off  from  town  by  running 
him  into  a  slough.  Then  followed  a  scene 
of  the  wildest  excitement.      The  metal  of 
the  steeds  was  put  to  the  test.     At  one 
time,  in  rounding  the  slough,  it  was  tho't 
Trogdon  would  be  cutoff",  but  a  yell  from 
him  gave  his   splendid  charger  increased 
speed,  and  he  distanced  Uie  Indians  about 
twenty  yards.     As  he  came  near  our  lines 
twenty   guns   were  fired  at   him,  but  the 
aim  was  too  high,  and  the  balls  passed 
over  his  head.     He  immediately  wheeled 
his   horse   and  discharged  his    splendid 
Sharpe's  rifle  at  his  pursuers,  but  without 
effect. 

As  the  Indians  drew  up  in  battle  array 
on  Saturday  morning,  several  fine  car- 
riages were  driven  up  by  Indian  warriors, 
and  one  carriage  had  a  very  fine  pair  of 
matched-horses  !  Many  of  the  warriors 
were  seen  riding  large  farm  horses. 

Mrs.  Caruthers,  who  escapetl  from 
Beaver  Creek,  was  at  first  taken  prisoner. 
But  two  Indians  became  engaged  in  a 
(juarrel  as  to  who  should  have  her  as  his 
squaw,  and  while  this  quarrel  was  pro- 
gressing, one  of  their  squaws  took  Mrs. 
Caruthers  and  two  children  out  into  a 
cornfield,  and  from  thence  she  made  her 
escape.  She  was  out  one  day  and  two 
nights,  and  finally  reached  the  Minnesota 
river,  where  she  ibund  a  canoe  and  tried 
to  paddle  across  ;  but  not  understamliiig 
it,  she  was  floated  down  the  river  five  or 
six  miles  before  landing  near  the  Fort, 
where  she  arrived  in  safety  with  one  child 
in  her  arms  and  the  other  on  her  back. 
She  is  now  in  St.  Peter. 

In  taking  a  list  of  the  wounded  to-day 
at  the  hospital  here,  we  saw  ]Mrs.  Almu-a 
llerrington,  who  was  shot  in   the  back  at 
Leavenworth,  Brown  county.     The  same 
ball  shot  a  finger  off  her  infant  child,  and 
killed  a  man  near    by.     Mrs.   H.    and 
child  were  out  in  Ihe  grass  and  brush  nine 
days,  with  nothing  to  eat  but  hazel  nuts. 
She  remained  secreted  from  the  Indians 
all  this  time,  gradually  working  her  way 
toward   white   settlements    as    best    she 
could.     Her   child,    usually    fretful,  re- 
mained remarkably  quiet,  and  whenever 
she   heard   the   approach  of  Indians  she 
would  kneel  down  and  pray  God  to  keep 
her  infant  ([uiet  and  deliver  her  from  dan- 
ger.    Her  rescue  was  made   by  one  oi 
our  pickets,  while   crawling  tow.ird  our 
lines,  where  our  train  encamped  the  first 
night  after  evacuating  New  Ulm — between 
the  latter  place  and  Mankato.     Our  pick- 
et snapped  two  caps  at  her  before  he  dis- 
covered she  was  a   .vhite  wouia:i,  and  but 
lor  this  defect  would  have  shot  her.     She 
first  hailed  the    picket  in  the    Sioux  lan- 
guage, and  he  supposed  her  to  be  an  In- 
dian,    Her  escape   is  almost  miraculous 
throughout.      She   is   a   very    intelligent 
woman,  and  her  story 
extreme. 


liberty  to  the  slavei  would  be  an  injustice 
to  the  loyalists  of  the  South.     Plow  could  | 


war  be  carrietjjon  without  requiring  sacri- 
fices?    Undoubtedly  those   wlio  proved 
to  be  loyal  would    be    remunerated  for 
their  losses.     The  Unionists  of  the  North 
had  made  sacrifices  in  giving  tbeir  lives 
and  those  whom  they  held  most  dear  to 
them.     Such     losses    could     never     be 
repaid.    So  he  believed    tlie  Unionists 
of  the  South  would  be   ready  to   make 
sacrifices.     It  was  his  belief,  however, 
that  there  were  not  so  many  Unionists  at 
the  South  as  had  been  supposed,  and  the 
number  is  decreasing.      The  dangers  of 
their  position  and  the   uncertainty  of  the 
success  of  the  Government  hatl  produced 
this  unanimity.      In  the  whole  Valley  of 
Virginia  there  was  not  a  UnioE  man,  and 
he  was  certain,not  a  Union  woman.  With 
them  it  was  now  a  question  only  as  to  the 
manner  of  separation.      The  Northern 
people  did  not  realize  how  long  the  South- 
em  people  have  been  prepanng  lor  dis- 
union.    Reference  was  made  to  disunion 
checked  by  Gen,  Jackson,andC;»lhoun,  dy- 
ing a  defeated  rebel,  leaving  behmd  hun 
legions  of  young  men  educated  to  the 
same  vicAvs,  and  in  the  belief  that  they 
were  fighting  for  their  liberies.  They  were 
united  and  determined  in  their  rebellion, 
and  to  meet  them   successfully  every  ad- 
vantage must  be  employed,     ^;hoir  deter- 
mination must  be  made  impossibility,  and 
only  by  unity  we  must  arouse   ourselves

the  movements  of  the  enemies  in  our 
midst. 

While  the  people  are  engaged  m  their 
loyal  duties  to  sustain  the  Gov  ernment,  a 
pro-slavery  party  is  stealthily  organizing 
for  a  victory,  of  which  they  already  feel 
assured.

Of  those  whose  individual  daring,  con- 
stant and  etficient  discharge  of  duty,  and 
who  occupied  the  most  perilous  positions 
in  the  field,  we  cannot  avoid  mentioning 
Captain  Wm.  B.  Dodd,  Held  commander, 
Charles  E.  FJandrau,  commanding  at  New 
Ulm;  J.  B.  Trogden,  S.  A.  Buell,  H.  A. 
Swift,  Win.  G.  Hayden,  J.  K.  Dorring- 
ton,  Wm.  Ray,  B.  Y.  Coffin,  J.  F.  Cal- 
lahan, W.  G<eghan  and  Pat  Gardner — all 
cif  this  place — Sheriff  D.  H.  Tynerand 
.James  Shoemaker,  of  Mankato  ;  Captain 
Potter,  of  Garden  City,  and  Captains 
Saunders  aud  Plowman,  of  Le  Sueur. 
These  men  were  everywhere  conspicuous 
in  the  fight,  in  the  extremest  of  danger, 
rallying  the  men  to  the  desperate  conflict, 
and  fought  like  tigers.  There  are  others 
whose  names  should  be  emblazoned  in 
letters  of  gold  in  the  list  of  American 
heroes,  and  as  soon  asi  we  can  learn  their 
names,  honorable  mention  will  be  made. 
During  the  hoteat  of  the  fight  on  Satur- 
day, Uev.  B.  Y.  Coffip,  George  W. 
Stewart,  J.  B.  Trogden,  aud  twenty-five 
others  took  a  position  in  the  windmill 
before  mentioned,  and  although  at  one 
time  nearly  surrounded  by  a  very  large 
body  of  Indians,  who  had  learned  the 
force  of  their  unerring  shots,  and  seemed 
determined,  by  a  bold  dash,  to  silence 
them,  with  their  force  reduced  by  deser- 
tion to  only  thirteen  men,  they  poured  in 
tlieir  effective  volleys  until  the  Indians  re- 
tired, and  our  men  were  left  to  fire  the 
building  themselves  at  the  approach  of 
night.  To  George  W.  Stewart,  of  Le 
Sueur,  wo  give  the  honor  of  taking  down 
the  flag  five  minutes  afler  onr  men  had 
left  the  building. 

IXTKREHTING   INCIDKNTS. 

We  might  fill  volumes  with  incidents  of 
almost  miraculous  escapes  from  death. 
At  one  time  H.  A.  Swift  aud  a  few  others 
ha<i  gone  np  on  the  side  of  the  first  table 
land,  when  they  were  fired  upon  from  a 
Jog  building  only  a  few  rods  off,  which 
haxi  been  filled  with  Indians,  and  their 
lives  were  only  saved  by  lying  down  and 


Boston,  Thursday,  Aug.  'H. 

The  meeting  to-night  to  hear  General 
Fremont  was  one  of  the  greatest  demon- 
strations ever  known  in  this  city.  Tre- 
mont  Temple  was  crowded  an  hour  before 
the  time,  and  when  the  General  appeared, 
the  waving  of  hats  and  handkerchiefs  and 
cheering  were  long  continued.  Meetings 
in  the  lower  hall  and  street  Avere  held  at 
the  same  time,  to  each  of  which  General 
Fremont  was  presented. 

Gen.  Fremont  referred  to  the  impor- 
tance of  vigorous  measures  for  recruiting, 
regretting  the  diflFerences  of  opinion  which 
caused  any  lack  of  unity  among  the  peo- 
ple, and  expressed  confidence  that  Mas- 
sachusetts, true  to  her  past  history  in 
rocking  the  cradle  of  Libertv,  will  not  fail 
in  all  her  efforts  to  destroy  the  hydra 
monster  Rebellion.  Believing  that 
recruiting  was  going  on  well,  he 
indulged  himself  in  the  pleasure  of  feeling 
that  the  object  of  the  meeting  was  not 
so  much  to  raise  troops  as  to  encourage 
those  who  are  going  to  fight,  and  to  con- 
sider the  duties  of  those  who  remain  at 
home.  Among  these  duties,  it  was 
claimed,  was  the  right  of  the  people  to 
debate  the  character  of  all  vital  institu- 
tions. Having  derived  our  free  institu- 
tions by  inheritance,  it  was  a  duty  to  keini 
them  in  their  purity,  make  known  their 
wishes  in  regard  to  their  perpetuation, 
and  how  to  act  so  as  best  to  restore  them 
to  posterity,  on  an  imperishable  founda- 
tion. Republican  institutions  were  at 
stake,  not  only  in  this  country,  but 
throughout  the  world ;  and  it  was  the 
duty  of  eyery  one  to  express  his  opinions 
for  the  human  good,  Although  a  soldier, 
he  was  not  less  a  citizen,  an<l  he  believed 
it  to  be  a  duty  to  fi-eely  express  his 
opinions,  craving  indulgence  if  he  spoke 
of  himself  or  of  his  individual  experience. 
Six  years  ago,  in  Congress,  in  common 
with  his  hearers,  he  held  the  opinion  that 
slavery  shoald  not  be  extended  beyond 
its  existing  limits.  In  Missouri,  a  year 
ago,  he  declared  the  slaves  of  rebels  free. 
This  was  done  because  it  was  believed 
to  be  the  most  decisive  and  deadly 
blow  at  the  heart  of  the  rebellion, 
and  the  quickest  mode  of  obtaining  the 
greatest  advantages  at  the  slightest  cost. 
Tliis  was  the  legitimate  exercise  of  pro^- 
consular  power.  Later  he  became  satis- 
fied that  with  success  ''must  terminate 
slavery  in  some  form,  and  it  was  sufficient 
to  adopt  some  measure  by  which  it  must 
close  as  a  political  power  and  a»  a  social 
fact.  The  events  of  the  war  showed  that 
there  conld  bo  no  lasting  peace  while 
sUverj'  exists  on  this  continent.  There- 
fore, all  other  considerations  apart,  and 
solely  with  a  view  to  suppress  the  rebel- 
lion, he  was  in  Civor  of  the  immediate 
abotition  of  slavery. 

Abolition  should  be  effected,  so  as  to 
dej)rive  the  enemy  of  his  great  means  of 
resistence.  Wherever  the  flag  of  the 
country  wa/es,  let  it  float  over  Ireemen, 
aud  loyalt>'  to  it  be  an  answer  to  all 
questions,  and  all  the  passport  that  is  re- 
quired.   It  was    sometimes    uregd  thftti

St.  Peter,  Sunday,  Aug.  3l8t,  1862. 
Editors  ot  the  I'resa : 

I  have  just  returned  from  a  reconnois- 
ance  made  at  Beaver  Creek,  twenty  miles 
north  of  Fort  Ridgley.  Capt.  Northrop 
and  myself  with  fifty  men  accompanied  by 
Major  Brown  and  guide,  left  the  Fort  on 
Friday.  Leaving  the  men  in  the  ravine 
of  the  St.  Croix  creek,  four  of  us  proceed- 
ed to  within  a  short  distance  of  Little 
Crow's  village,  which  we  found  deserted. 
The  Indian  houses  are  untouched,  but  all 
the  agency  buildings  are  a  mass  of  ruins. 
The  opportune  arrival  of  the  cavalry  of 
Captains  Northrop  and  Chittenden  on 
Tuesday  morning,  thwarted  the  design  of 
the  Indians  to  make  a  third  attack  on 
Tuesday  night,  and  induced  their  evacua- 
tion of  the  village. 

We  saw  the  remains  of  Dr.  Humphrey 
lying  a  few  feet  from  Magner's  house, 
'hie  blackened  ruins  in  the  cellar  contMn 
the  bones  of  Mrs.  S.  Humphrey  and  her 
two  children.     The  eldest,  a  boy  of  nine 
years,  is  at  St.  Paul.     The  decaying  re- 
mains of  Capt.  Marsh  and  his  slaughtered 
soldiers,  lie  near  the  house  and  about  the 
ferry.     In  many  cases,    I   have  no  doubt 
they  can  still  be  recognized.     One  young 
man  in  soldier's  uniform,  said  to  be  named 
Smith,  lay  about  twenty  rods  from  Mag- 
ner's house  in  the  road.     iMeasures  have 
been  taken  to  bury  the  dead.     The  body 
of  Felix  Smitli  was  discovered  lying  near 
MiUs'   house,  four  miles   from  the  Fort, 
and  buried.     His  skull  was  broken.     On 
Wednesday,  the  bodj  of  W.  Richardson, 
6th  :Minne8ota  Infantry,  wa.^  found  in  the 
ravine  near  the  Fort  and  buried.     A  pass 
signed  by  A.  II.  Rous  Corundy  and  a  note 
from  Nellie   ilcKee,  were   found  on  the 
l>ody.     The  body  of  a  man  shot  through 
the  baik— name  unknown— lay  three  miles 
above  the  Fort  on  the  prairie. 

The  movements  of  the  Indians  seem  to 
be  directed  by  good  generahihip,  and  are 
not  made  with  the  simple  intention  of 
escaping  with  the  prisoners  and  booty. 
The  force  at  the  command  of  Col.  Sibley, 
provided  he  had  the  means  for  transport- 
ing the  same  with  sufficient  celerity,  is 
totally  inadequate  to  the  task  of  overta- 
king and  exterminating  the  enemy. 

If  the  Sioux  make  a  junction  with  the 
upper  tribes,  they  may  make   a  stand  at 
Big  Stone  or  Spirit  Lake ;  but  the  under- 
signed believes  they  will  avoid  a  general 
engagement,  and  confine  their  operations 
to°utting  off  our  sentry  parties  and  sup- 
plies.    The  only  troops  that  can  be  made 
available  in  this  warfare  are  light  cavalry 
or  mounted  rillemen,  who  can  move  with 
celerity,   overtake  the  foe,  and  when  ne- 
cessary, dismount  and  fight  him  on  ioot. 
They  must  be  led  by  men  experienced  in 
Indian  warfare,  who  have  never  had  inter- 
ests in  common  with  the  foe — whose  wel- 
fare will  not  be  affected  by  his  extermina- 
tion, and  whose  watchword  is  "Forward."'

:^Irs.  Webster.  Sirs.   Baker,   and  her 
two  children,   who  were    present   at  the 
Acton  murders,    are  here.     Mrs.   Web- 
.st«^r  tells  me  that   sIk"   and    her  husband 
reached  Acton  about  tlu-ee   weeks   since ; 
that  they  were   living   with  Mr.   Inker's 
lUmily ;  that  they  had  not   unpacked  all 
their  goods  from   their  covered   wagon  ; 
that  on  Sabbath,  the  17th  inst.,    she   saw 
ibur  Indians  at  Mr.  Baker's   house  ;  that 
she  had  just  before  returned  from   Mr. 
Jones'  house,  about  one  half  mile  distant. 
1  Shortly  Mr.  Jones  came   over   aud    said 
the  Indians   had  been   at   his  house  and 
wanted  whisky,  but  he  wouldn't  let  them 
liave  any.     Jones  took  Mr.    Baker's  gun 
and  traded   it   with  one  of  the  Indians. 
They  fired  at  marks.     When  Jones  had 
tired  his  charges,   they  turned   and  shot 
Mr.  Webster,  who  was  standing  near  the 
door  of  the  house.     They  then    shot  IMr. 
Baker  and  his  mother,  wHo    were   sitting 
in  the  house — one  on  each   side   of  Mrs. 
Baker.     At  this  time,  Mrs.  Web.ster  was 
in  their  covered  wagon,  near  the   house, 
unpacking  some  things.     She  saw  an  In- 
dian chase  Jones  and  shoot  him,   as   he 
(the  Indian)  ran  near  the  wagon   pole. 
The  Indians  also  killed  Mrs.  Jones   and 
her  niece.     Mrs.    Baker,    with   her  two 
children,  ran  into  the  bushes.     T1m>   In- 
<lians  then  left.     Mrs.  Webster   went   to 
her  husband,  who  lived  nearly  an  hour. 
She  asked  him  wliat  he  had   done  to  the 
Indians.     Ho  said,  "Nothing;  had  never 
seen  a  Sioux  before,  nor  had  anything  to 
do  with  them."

\.m,  and  claims  that  1,0<X),000  are  now 
nndtrarms.  Parson  Brownlow  announces 
his  conviction  that  the  army  of  the  South 
numbers,  HX)0,(XM).  It  is  stated  by  refu- 
gees with  whom  we  have  convered,  from 
Alabama,  that  the  entire  population 
capable  of  bearing  arms,  from  sixteen  to 
fifty-tive  years  of  age,  are  enrolled,  or- 
ganized, armed  and  drilled  dady — all  busi- 
ness  being  suspended  two  hours  a  day  for 
this  purpose. 

This,  if  true,  accounts  for  the  rapid 
marshaling  of  forces  by  the  Confederacy. 
The  authorities  do  not  wait  for  companies 
to  be  tbrmed — they  are  completely  or- 
ganized, and  only  wait  the  order  calling 
them  into  active  service.  To  meet  and 
anniliilate  this  mighty  force,  the  Grand 
Armv  of  1,200,(HX),  is  not  at  all  too  large. 
Indeed,  il  may  be  questioned  whether  a 
wise  prevision  does  not  call  for  another 
draft  of  oOO.OWJ  men. 

It  is  the  peculiarity  of  the  campaign 
durin«'  the  last  four  months,  that  the 
Southern  leaders,  by  celerity  and  skill  in 
massing  their  forces,  have  succeeded  in 
outnumbering  us  at  nearly  everj'  assail- 
able point.

So 
far  as  we  can  form  an  opinion  from  the 
fragmentar}'  reports  received,  our  whole 
army  is  acting  on  the  defensive,  and  badly 
cut  up — is  falling  back  slowly  upon  the 
fortifications  around  Washington. 

This  is  creditable  neither  to  our  gene- 
ralship nor  to  the  military  character  of

It  is  time  that  some  blow  be  struck  in 
vindication  of  our  dishonored  Hag,  and 
commensurate  with  the  vast  resources  in 
money  and  men,  committed  by  a  brave 
and  self-sacrificing  people  to  the  care  and 
direction  of  the  President  and  his  mili- 
tary advisers.

This  gallant  and  well  drilled  body 
of  ^klinnesota  soldiers  arrived  by  the 
Pembina  yesterday  morning,  and 
marched  up  Third  street  in  splen- 
did order,  on  their  way  to  Fort 
Snelling,  about  seven  o'clock.  Late  in 
the  afternoon  the  Governor  visited  the 
camp  of  the  regiment  on  the  prairie  near 
Fort  Snelling.  The  regiment  was  as- 
sembled under  direction  of  Major  VVelsh, 
and  having  been  drawn  up  in  proper  or- 
der, were  welcomed  home  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, The  Governor  assured  the  sol- 
diers of  the  Third  that  the  people  of 
Minnesota  deeply  sympathized  with  them 
in  their  misfortunes,  and  that  not  a 
man,  woman  or  child  in  the  State 
felt  that  they  were  less  true  and 
trustworthy  soldiers,  than  their  comrades 
ol  other  regiments  who  had  l)een  allowed 
the  privilege  of  defending  the  flag  of 
their  country,  a  privilege  which  they,  the 
Third,  had  not  been  allowed  at  a  time 
when  they  most  desired  so  to  do.  The 
Regiment  was  assured  that,  after  a 
brief  campaign  against  the  Indians,  their 
ranks  would  again  be  filled  up,  and  they 
would  be  ordered  forth  once  more  against 
the  common  enemy  of  their  country. 

The  Governor's  remarks  were  received 
with  approbation  by  the  soldiers,  and  the 
feeling  of  gloom  and  despondency  which 
appeared  unnecessarily  to  have  taken  hold 
of  the  men,  was  somewhat  driven  from 
their  countenances.

The  work  of  a  year  is  to  be  done  over 
airain.  We  can  enforce  the  laws  of  Con- 
grcss  only  over  that  portion  of  the  south- 
em  territoiy  conquered  by  our  arms.  We 
have  lost  the  ground  gained  last  spring. 
All  the  slaves  of  rebels,  and  other  prop- 
erty, might  have  been  confiscated  in  Mis- 
souri, Kentucky,  portions  of  Tennessee, 
.'Vlabama  and  Virginia,  during  the  occu- 
pancy of  our  armies,  and  such  disposi- 
tion made  of  them,  that  they  would  not 
again  have  been  used  in  support  of  trea- 
son and  rebellion.  Now  the  opportunity 
is  lost.  A  proclamation  by  the  President 
of  confiscation  would  be  a  dead  letter. 
The  around  must  be  conquered  again  at 
a  vast  expense  of  blood  and  treasure. 

The  state  of  the  public  mind  is  that  of 
high  excitement  and  great  anxiety ;  some 
grieve  in  silence — some  are  discouraged 
—others  are  indignant. 

The  feelings  of  the  people  must  find  ex- 
pression, even  at  the  cost  of  criticising 
the  course  of  the  military  administration ; 
and  the  guilty  aut'jors  of  our  overwhelm- 
ing calamities  will  be  held  to  a  rigid  ac- 
coontabilitj.

The  subjoined  passage  is  copied  from 
Vattel's  "Law  of  Nations,  or  Principles 
of  the  law  of  Nature  applied  to  the  con- 
duct and  affairs  of  Nations  and  Sover- 
eigns ;"  Book  III,  chapter  13.  In  a  pre- 
ceding section  of  the  same  chapter,  which 
is  referred  to,  the  great  pubhcist  discuss- 
es the  title  to  property  captured  by  ene- 
mies in  war  when  found  in  the  possession 
of  third  parties  or  neutrals.  The  follow- 
ing section  relates  to  the  slaves  of  an 
enemy : 

Section  203.  It  has  been  observed  (Section  10C>) 
that  we  may  be  obliged,  if  not  externally,  yet  in 
conscience  and  by  tiie  law  of  equity  to  restore  to 
a  third  party  the  booty  we  have  recovered  out  of 
the  hands  of  an  enemy  who  had  it  from  him  in  an 
unjust  war.  The  obligation  is  more  certain  and 
more  extensive  with  regard  to  a  people  whom 
our  enemy  had  unjustly  oppressed.  For  people 
thus  spoiled  of  their  liberty  never  renounce  the 
hope  of  recovering  it.  If  these  have  not  volunt.i- 
rily  incorporated  themselves  with  the  State  by 
which  they  have  been  subdued— it  they  have  not 
freely  aided  her  in  the  war  against  us — we  cer- 
tainly ought  so  to  use  our  victory,  as  not  merely 
to  give  them  a  new  master  but  to  break  their 
chains.  To  deliver  an  oppressed  people  is  a  no- 
ble fruit  of  victory ;  it  is  a  valuable  advantage 
gained,  thus  to  acquire  a  faithful  friend.  The 
canton  of  Schweitz  having  wrested  the  country  of 
Cilaris  from  the  house  of  Austria,  restored  the 
ijiiiabitants  to  their  former  liberties, —  Vatiel,  6th 
Am.  Ed.,  lH44,p.  171. 

To  this   it  is  probable  John  Quincy 

Adams  referred  in   his  famous  speech  in 

Congress,  in  wluch  he  declared  the  "  war 

power"  to  extend  to  the  emancipation  of 

the  slaves : 

I  lay  this  down  as  the  law  of  nations.  I  say 
that  military  authority  takes  for  the  time  the 
place  of  all  municipal  institutions,  and  slavery 
among  the  rest ;  and  that,  under  that  state  of 
things,  80  far  from  its  being  true  that  the  States 
where  slavery  exists  have  the  exclusive  manage- 
ment of  the  subject  not  only  the  Tresideut  of  the 
United  States,  but  the  commander  of  the  army, 
lias  power  to  order  the  universal  emancipation  ot 
slaves. 

From  the  instant  that  your  slaveholding  States 
become  tlie  theater  of  war,  civil,  servile  orioreign, 
from  that  instant  the  war  powers  of  Congress 
extend  to  interference  with  the  institution  of 
slavery  in  every  way  in  which  it  can  be  interfered 
with,  from  a  claim  of  indemnity  for  slaves  taken 
or  destroyed,  to  the  cession  of  a  State  burdened 
with  slavery  to  a  foreign  power.

Col,  John  H.  Stevens,  of  Glencoe,  on 
Wednesday  afternoon,  writes  that,  con- 
trary to  all  expectations,  the  Indians  sud- 
denly attacked  Fon>st  City  on  Wednesday 
morning,  but  were  repulsed.  About  the 
same  time,  an  attack  was  made  by  an- 
other party  on  Capt.  Strout's  company  at 
Cedar  City,  about  twelve  miles  northwest 
of  Hutchinson,  in  Mcl^eod  County.  The 
Indians  are  said  to  have  numbered  2oO. 

Col.  Stevens  says  he  is  fortifying  Glen- 
coe, and  when  he  gets  a  suitable  number 
of  men,  he  will  march  to  the  relief  of 
Capt.  Strout. 

DISPATCH   FRO.M  CAPT,    STKOUT, 

lIi'TCHiNsoN,  Sept,  M,  ISOi:. 
To  Acijutant  General  Malmros : 

Sir — I  was  attacked  to-day  by  about 
150  Indians,  about  half  of  them  mounted. 
They  numbered  full  double  my  force,  and 
fought  us  for  two  hours  and  a  half,  I 
threw  my  company  into  four  sections,  and 
in  open  order  pressed  against  them  as 
skirmishers ;  after  wliich,  seeing  that 
they  numbered  double  my  own  force, 
I  made  a  fierce  march  against  their  main 
body,  which  was  still  in  our  front.  Our 
loss  in  the  engagement  was  tliree  killed 
and  fifteen  wounded.  The  names  of  the 
killed  are  Edwin  Stone,  of  Minneapolis, 
George  M.  Gideon  and  Alvah  Gitchell,  of 
Hennephi  county.  Among  the  wounded 
are  Francis  Beedle,  of  Hennepin,  and  O. 
G.  Braiiham,  of  Wright  county  danger- 
ously. Orderly  Sergeant  Carr's  arm  was 
broken  with  a  ball,  and  four  or  six  others 
are  wounded  quite  seriously,  and  a  num- 
ber of  men  were  very  much  injured  by 
exhaustion, 

I  think  I  am  safe  in  saying  that  in  killed 
and  wounded,  the  Indians  lost  two  or 
three  times  our  number. 

We  lost,  owing  to  the  excitement,  most 
of  our  rations,  utensils,  tents  and  some 
arms.  Some  horses  ran  away,  others  got 
mired,  so  that  we  lost  nine  in  all  from 
these  causes. 

I  cannot  forbear  to  mention  the  fact 
that  my  officers,  Lieutenants  Clark  and 
Kinney,  and  Sergeants  Carr,  Hopkins 
and  Getchell,  conducted  themselves  hand- 
somely, and  efficiently.  I  can  also  most 
cheerfully  mention  the  fact  that  our  men, 
and  abo  those  who  had  joined  us  from 
Hennepin  and  Wright  counties,  were  true 
and  faithful.  Had  they  acted  otherwise, 
we  should  have  been  very  much  cut  up. 
We  are  in  good  quarters  here.  I  think 
the  Indian  troubles  will  be  very  serious 
in  this  vicinity. 

I  must  not  forget  to  mention  the  fact 
that  the  Indians  had  excellent  guns. 
They  were  bright,  and  carried  better  than 
our  guns.  The  Indians  were  dressed 
partly  in  citizen's  dress,  and  many  of 
tlicin  rode  fine  horses.  Their  ponies 
would  lie  down  when  they  dismounted. 
Sometimes  the  Indians  would  rush  up 
within  one  hundred  yards  of  my  force.

MORE    MURU1:RS    in    NICOLLET    COUNTY. 

Hon.  H.  A.  Swift  writes  from  St.  Peter, 
on  the  2d  Inst.,  that  people  who  went  to 
their  farms  in  the  western  portion  of  that 
county  are  returning  in  consequence  of  a 
small  party  of  Indians  having  been  seen 
in  Cortland  township,  about  six  or  seven 
miles  east  of  New  Ulm,  and  that  two  men 
were  reported  killed.  In  a  postcript  to 
the  letter,  dated  on  the  morning  of  the 
3d,  he  says :  '*  The  reports  of  Indian 
murders  again  in  Cortland  township, 
yesterday,  have  proved  too  true.  Three 
of  the  dead  bodies  of  settlers  have  been 
brought  to  town,  and  the  whole  country 
is  returning  to  this  place.  Some  other 
policy  must  be  pursued,  than  that  adopted 
by  Sibley,  or  our  country  Is  ruined  in- 
evitably and  completely.  The  names  of 
those  killed  are  mi.  Richter  and  son,  and 
Mr.  Meering,  a  preacher.  Three  more 
are  missing,  and  cannot  be  found  since 
they  were  fired  on."

Iietter  from  9.  R.  RlffiT*' 

Saint  Petkr,  September  1, 1802. 
Editors  of  the  Press : 

Two  or  three  of  us,  with  Col.  Wm.  R. 
Marshall,  leave  this  place  this  morning 
for  Fort  Ridgley  and  beyond.  Time,  and 
the  absence  of  Indians  in  this  part  of  the 
country,  are  restoring  confidence  in  many 
minds,  and  they  are  going  back  to  their 
homes  and  attending  to   their  harvests. 

There  are,  however,  stUl  rumors  of  In- 
dians being  seen  at  various  places  ;  but  I 
very  much  doubt  if  there  are  any  this 
side  ot  Fort  Ridgley,  and  indeed  for  some 
distance  beyond. 

Every  day  is  bringing  to  light  more  an  i 
more  of  the  extended  murders  committed 
by  the  Indians.  But  so  extended  is  the 
country  over  which  the  raid  has  passed, 
they  have  been  killed  not  generally  in  the 
houses  or  near  them,  but  in  the  tall  grass 
and  bushes,  that  it  is  doubtful  whether  an 
accurate  estimate  of  the  number  who 
have  thus  perished,  can  be  made  I  find 
some  are  disposed  to  estimate  them  at  a 
thousand  persons,  others  at  not  more  than 
hall  that  number,  and  at  still  less.  My 
own  opinion  inclines  to  the  lower  num- 
bers still.  At  the  same  time,  I  must  say 
that  the  barbarities  and  murders  have  ex- 
ceeded even  my  own  fears.  In  the  histo- 
ry of  our  nation,  no  such  uprising  of  In- 
dians has  occurred  since  our  colonial  pe- 
riod. 
I  regret  to  say  that  nothing  has  yet  been 
heen  heard  from  Mr.  Amos  Iliggins  and 
family,  of  Lacquiparle.  Still,  some  are 
coming  in.  I  hear  that  a  reconnoisance 
of  cavalry  made  on  Friday  last,  brought 
in  a  woman  and  five  children,  who  were 
almost  famished,  having  been  nine  days 
out  in  the  bushes.       As  I  go  up  country,

The  idea  liere  is  that 
while  these  and  other  similar  regiments 
will  not  be  formally  accepted,  they  will 
nevertheless  be  allowed  to  render  service. 
Refusal  to  accept  them  formally  will  be 
concession  for  the  Broder  State  brethren, 
practically  employing  them  concessions 
to  a  radical  memy. 

News  from  the  territories  increase  the 
probabiUty  of  a  general  Indian  war. 

Advices  have  been  received  from  N 
Mexico  that  the  Apaches  and  Nevajos  are 
rising, 

Cairo,  Aug,  31. — Confirmation  of  the 
main  facts  of  the  great  battle  at  Chat- 
tanooga has  been  received,  but  as  yet 
there  is  nothing  definite.  The  battle 
raged  throughout  Wednesday  and  Thurs- 
day with  Intense  fury. 

On  the  first  day  Gen.  Buell  was  badly 
worsted,  the  rebels  getting  the  advantage 
on  all  hands  ;  but  on  Thursday  our  forces 
made  a  most  desperate  and  determined 
stand,  scouting  all  personal  fear  and  dan- 
ger of  every  kind,  resolved  to  conquer  or 
die.  The  struggle  must  have  been  one 
of  the  most  feart'ul  on  record.  The  prow- 
ess and  determination  of  our  forces  was 
altogether  too  great  to  be  withstood  by 
the  rebels.  They  faltered,  then  broke, 
and  finally  gave  way  in  a  mout  complete, 
decisive  rout. 

There  is  no  statement  of  losses  on  either 
side  given,  but  Gen,  Buell  telegraphs  that 
he  has  taken  7,000  prisoners. 

Cairo,  September  1. — It  is  reported 
here,  on  authority  of  a  messenger  to 
Jackson,  and  thence  by  telegraph  here, 
that  Buell  has  been  engaging  the  rebels 
under  Bragg  for  two  days, and  finally  suc- 
ceeded, on  Saturday,  in  putting  them 
completely  to  rout,  Buell  is  said  to  have 
captured  from  five  to  seven  thousand 
prisoners. 

Des  Moinks,  Iowa,  September  1. — 
Late  advices  from  Fort  Dodge  state  that 
apprehensions  of  danger  from  the  In- 
dians have  ceased.  The  excitement  has 
in  a  measure  subsided,  and  the  settle- 
ments on  the  Upper  Des  Moines  are  now 
considered  safe.  It  is  still  believed  here 
that  the  uprising  has  been  stimulated  by 
southern  sympathizers. 

S.  R.  Ingham,  of  this  city,  has  been 
appointed  by  the  Governor  to  superin- 
tend the  operations  against  the  Indians, 
He  has  gone  to  Fort  Dodge,

Reports  have  reached  here  from  time 
to  time  of  certain  rcgiraeuts  having  been 
nearly  annihilated,  when  after  the  lapse 
of  a  few  days  the  rumors  prove  ground- 
less, the  appearance  of  numerous  strag- 
glers being  the  best  refutation  of  these 
reports. 

Eight  freight  ear  loads  of  hospital 
stores  and  suppiien,  which  were  contrib- 
uted by  citizens  of  Boston  on  Sunday  af- 
ternoon, arrived  this  morning.

Yesterday  afternoon  at  4  o'clock  there 
was  considerable  fighting  between  Fair- 
fax Court  House  and  the  intermediate 
space  towards  Wasliington.  The  rear 
guard  consisted,  it  is  said,  of  Hooker's 
and  Fitz  John  Porter's  division,  who  did 
effectual  service  in  keeping  the  enemy  in 
check,  as  our  troops  were  moving  into  the 
fortifications  protecting  this  city  on  the 
Virginia  side. 

As  to  the  report  of  the  chain  bridge  be- 
ing destroyed,  it  is  sufficient  to  say,  that 
several  days  ago  the  planks  were  removed 
by  our  authorities  as  a  preventative  mea- 
sure, and  the  city  is,  comparativeh',  free 
from  excitement. 

Reports  of  rebels  having  crossed  into 
Maryland,  find  believers,  but  nothing 
to-day  was  reliably  known  of  it.  It  does 
not  seem  probable,  as  the  troops  lining 
the  Upper  Potomac  shores  are  sufficient 
to  check  the  progress  of  the  army  forces 
making  such  an  attempt. 

The  weak  points  of  defense  have  been, 
or  are  being  considerably  strengthened. 

It  is  reported  to-day  that  firing  has  been 
heard  in  the  vicinity  of  Leesburg,  but 
there  is  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  tnitb 
of  such  rumors. 

Secretary  Stanton  was  at  the  Depart- 
ment to-da\  attending  to  business.  This 
fact  is  mentioned  as  a  refutation  of  the 
report  tliat  he  yesterday  retired,  from  the 
conduct  of  the  War  Department. 

Later  information  reached  here  says 
the  rebels  are  making  demonstrations  on 
the  river,  and  have  already  reached  Lees- 
burg and  Chain  Bridge,  as  if  designing  to 
cross  in  the  neighborhood  of  Poolesville. 

Cavalrv  and  artillery  lefl  for  the  upper 
Potomac  to  assist  in  guarding  the  fords, 
and  reported  that  Winchester  is  evacu- 
ated, and  that  the  rebels  have  appeared 
in  force  in  the  valley.

Gov.  Curtin's  Proclamation. 

Harrisbcro,  Sept.  4, 18d2. 

Gov.  Curtm  has  just  issued  the  follow- 
ing proclf.niation : 

Whereas,  in  the  present  condition  of 
affairs,  it  is  expedient  that  measures 
should  be  taken  to  arm  and  prepare  our 
people  for  defense:  Now,  therefore,  I 
do  earnestly  recommend  the  immediate 
formation  throughout  the  commonwealth 
of  volunteer  companies  and  regiments  in 
conformity  with  the  militia  act  of  1858. 
Arms  will  be  distributed  to  organizations 
to  be  formed  agreeably  to  the  provisions 
of  that  act.  It  is  further  recommended 
that  m  order  to  give  opportunities  for 
drill  and  instruction,  all  places  of  busi- 
ness be  closed  daily  at  3  o'clock  p.  m.,  so 
that  all  persons  employed  therein  may 
after  that  hour  be  at  liberty  to  attend  to 
their  military  duties.  The  cheerful  alac- 
rity with  which  the  men  of  Pennsylvania 
have  hitherto  given  themselves  to  the  ser- 
vice of  their  country,  has  pressed  heavily 
on  her  militarj-  resources.  I  am  reluctant 
to  ask  her  people  to  assume  further  bur- 
dens, but  as  her  safety  requires  that  they 
should  do  so,  it  is  in  their  behalf  that  I 
put  forth  the  recommendations  herein 
contained,  and  urge  a  prompt  compliance 
with  them.

Cairo,  Sept.  S. 

Dispatches  received  at  headquarters 
from  Jackson,  of  the  2d  inst.,  says  that 
Bolivar  is  i-eported  invested  by  a  heavy 
force  under  Gen.  Price. 

There  is  also  a  large  force  of  the  enemy 
within  seven  miles,  threatening  an  attack. 

Villipigue  is  reported  to  have  crossed 
the  Ilatcnie  river  at  Brownsville,  on  the 
night  of  the  first,  probably  making  to- 
wards Bolivar.  We  have  whipped  the 
enemy  in  every  skirmish  yet. 

The  Grenada  Appeal  confirms  the  Fed- 
eral evacuation  of  Baton  Rouge,  but  does 
not  say  that  the  place  is  destroyed. 

From  the  same  paper  we  learn  that  the 
gunboat  Essex  shelled  Bayou  Sara  Sun- 
day morning.  ^Vflerwards  a  boat's  crew 
landed  and  burned  all  the  houses  on  the 
levee.  The  Essex  and  transports  then 
passed  down  the  river — it  is  supposed  for 
reinforcements  to  destroy  St.  Francis  ville. 

A  skirmish  between  rebel  pickets  and  a 
squad  of  federals  took  place  on  the  27th, 
near  Gesenville,  Miss. — two  federals 
killed.

This  ctintession  of  the  trtu-  secret  ofthe 
rebellion  by  a  South  Carolina  traitor,  we 
commend  to  tlu;  attention  of  the  reader. 
The  rebellion  is,  by  this  declaration, 
nothing  more  than  an  attempt  to  over- 
throw popular  constitutional  liberty. 
The  Declaration  of  Independence, and  the 
Constitution  framed  in  accordance  with 
its  principles,  are  too  Democratic  tor  men

say  the  President.  Vain  thought !  Vain 
would  be  the  vry  of  the  captain  that  he 
desired  to  save  the  ship  and  cargo,  when 
the  imperative  necessities  of  the  storm 
demamled  the  sacrifice  of  part  ofthe  lat- 
ter lor  the  safety  ofthe  Ibrmer.  The  pas- 
s  ngers  demand  the  sacrifice,  the.  shi[) 
owners  demand  it.  the  instincts  of  selt- 
preser\ation  «Ty  out  for  it,  duty  enjoins 
it.  Emancipation  is  the  (juestion  of  the 
hour  and  cannot  be  shirked.  It  is  the 
necessity  ot  the  time,  and  will  out-ride  all 
obstacles.  Hesitation  and  delay  have 
been  among  the  greatest  faults  of  the 
Administration  hitherto.

Is  it  worth  while  to  march  through 
rebel  States,  leaving  rebels  in  just  as  good 
condition,  in  as  perfect  power,  in  as  ab- 
solutely devilish  dispositions  behind  us  as 
they  arc  before  us?

The 
world  has  never  seen  such  armies  as  are 
gathering  now  to  this  great  work.  The 
world  never  had  such  interests  at  stake. 
Bv  the  grace  of  God  and  the  patriotism 
of  a  noble  people,  may  the  world  win ! 

Well,  well ;  I  had  no  earthly  intention 
of  writing  a  letter  of  this  sort.  I  meant

stretch  out  our  shortened  wings  ;  that  the 
4th  is  rapidly  improving  in  health,  and  in 
fine  spirits,  ready  for  any  work  but  nurs- 
ing rebels  and  comforting  the  rebellion  ; 
that  we  are  in  a  very  pleasant  camp  near 
Jacinto,  with  fine  water,  and  eating  free-

-—Mr.  Buchanan  has  changed  bis  mind 
and  concluded  not  to  leave   Wheatland. 
His  Wheatland  neighbors  say  that  he  is 
always     exciting    pleasant  Jixpectations 
only  to  disappoint  them. 

— Gov.  Morton,  of  Indiana,  has  issued 
a  proclamation  extending  the  time  for  the 
completion  of  the  enrolment  to  Septem- 
ber 1,  and  postponing  the  draft  until 
September  15.  Such  action  as  this  could 
Oiily  have  been  taken  with  the  consent  of 
the  authorities  at  Washington,  and  may 
indicate  a  general  postponement  of  the 
draft. 

— The  commencement  at  Norwich (Yt) 
University ,took  place  last  week,  but  there 
was  no  class  to  graduate,  and  conse- 
quently no  commencement  speeches.  This 
was  not  on  account  of  the  decay  of  the 
University,  for  it  has  one  hundred  stu- 
dents, aud  is  in  a  most  floarishing  con- 
dition. But  all  the  senior  class  and  half 
ofthe  whole  number  of  students  are  of- 
ficers in  the  army,  and  away  with  their 
rcnments.  In  the  lack  of  students,  Bisli- 
op  Clark,  of  Rhode  Island,  delivered  a 
a  war  address,  and  Park  Benjamin  recit- 
ed a  poem. 

— The  success  of  ihe  Southern  rebellion 
would  be  the  reproduction  ofthe  forms  of 
society  which  have  long  been  considered 
as  passed  away  forever,  and  which  are 
almost  unknown  save  to  the-  antiquarian 
or  traveler  who  has  wandered  and  medi- 
tated on  the  banks  of  the  Euphrates,  the 
Nile  and  the  Ganges.  TIk^  new  birth 
would  be  distinguished  by  some  original 
features,  but  by  no  original  nobleness  and 
dignity.  All  things  homogeneous  would 
disappear.  Freedom's  temple  would  be 
no  wider  than  the  individual,  and  there 
would  be  her  prison  also.  There  would 
be  no  growth  of  intellect,  for  caste  would 
dry  up  every  source  of  improvement.  A 
dreary,  rigorous  uniformity,  immutable 
as  the  customs  of  China  or  India :  a  Dead 
Sea  of  human  thought — stagnant,  repul- 
sive, causing  barrenness  all  around;  a 
prey  for  ambitious  neighbcrs.  For  this 
destiny  is  the  South  frantically  struggling 
— for  this  is  she  exhausting  the  strength 
imparted  to  her  by  contact  with  the  North. 
— George  Roscoe,  a  prominent  actor  in 
McVicker's  Theatre,  has  been  arrested 
and  sent  to  Camp  Douglas,  where  he  is 
now  in  close  confinement,  charged  with 
being  a  rebel  spy. 

—  Tom  Cook  was  subpoenaed  as  a  wit- 
ness. On  bis  cross  examiii.ation  by  Sir 
James  Scarlet,  he  was  asked,  "  W^hatwas 
a  musical  accent?"  Coo — "My  terms 
are  a  guinea  a  lesson,  sir,"  (a  loud 
laugh.)  Sir  James,  (rather  ruffled — 
"  Never  mind  your  terms  here  ;  1  ask  you 
what  is  a  musical  accent  ?  Can  vou  see 
it  ?  "  Cook— "  No."  Sir.rames— '•  Can 
you  feel  it  ?  "  Cook — ' '  A  :iiuisician  can ." 
(Great  laughter.)  Sir  James,  (very  an- 
gry,)— "  Now  pray,  sir,  don't  beat  about 
the  bush,  but  explain  to  bis  lordship  and 
the  jury,  who  are  supposed  to  know  no- 
thing about  music,  the  meaning  of  what 
you  call  accent."  Cook — "  Accent  in 
music  is  a  certain  stress  laid  on  a  particu- 
lar note,  in  the  same  minner  as  you 
would  lay  a  stress  upon  an}'  given  word 
for  the  purjiose  of  being  better  under- 
stood. Thus,  if  I  was  to  say,  '  You  are 
an  ass ' — it  rests  on  ass  ;  but  if  1  were 
to  say,  '  You  are  an  ass ' — it  rests  on  you, 
Sir  James. 

—  In  the  Rebel  House  of  Representa- 
tives, Mr.  Foote,  of  Tennessee,  offered  a 
bill  for  retaliatory  pui-poses.  It  recites 
that  the  enemy  refuses  to  treat  our  parti- 
zan  soldiers  as  prisoners,  and  have  also 
punished  innocent  private  persons  for 
their  acts.  It  provides  that  the  oflicers 
who  may  have  ordered  such  atrocities 
should  be  put  to  death  if  captured.  An 
equal  number  of  prisoners,,  officers  to  be 
preferred,  taken  from  tbe  enemy  to  suffer 
th«  fate  inflicted  on  our  captured  soldiers 
or  citizens.

There  are  now  ninety-five  joint  stock  fire  insu- 
rance companies  incorporated  by  the  State  of  New 
\ork,  engaged  in  the  transaction  of  business:  of 
these  companies,  fourteen  only  received  premiums 
during  the  last  year,  amounting  to  over  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars;  four  only  received  pre- 
miums above  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  and  tlie  premium  income  of  one  only  ex- 
ceeded three  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The  pre- 
mium receipts  of  tliis  Company,  the  HOME,  with 
a  capital  ol  $i,t.HX),000,  were  ?!Nl;it,'.)o:i.:w.  The  pre-

With  a  small  force,  consisting  ot  ont 
companv  of  Infantry.  Co.  A,  Capt.  Grant 
in  command,  and  a  small  eompany  of  Cav- 
alry of  about  65  men,  together  with  the 
necessarv  transportation  teams,  and  a  few 
ambulances,  we  set  out  from  Fort  Rulg- 
lev   on  the  road  to  the  Lower  Agency. 

'We  found  every  house  desolate  and 
the  whole  land  in  that  direction  laio 
waste  In  a  march  of  only  about  twelve 
■uiles,  we  buried  fifteen  bodies.  Among 
these  were  Dr.  P.  P.  Hmuphrey  s  re- 
mains, and  so  much  of  those  of  his  wife 
and  two  little  daughters  as  we  could 
•rather  from  the  ashes  of  the  building  in 
which  they  met  with  their  dreadful   death 

^^>Iany  of  the  bodies  were  horribly  mu- 
lilatcil,'  and  all  of  them  more  or  less  de- 
,  onipose<l,  so  that  it  was  difficult  to  rec- 
o<rnize  or  idcntifv  them.  One  little  boy, 
twelve  vears  old,  was  picked  up,  piece- 
meal, his  body  and  limbs  being  m  a  doz- 
en or  more  fragments. 

Fridav  forenoon,  we  buried  thirty  men, 
among  these  were   twenty-four  of  the  la- 
mented Capt.  ^Marsh's  company,  cut  oH 
near  the  Lower  Agemy  Ferry, neiirly  twi. 
weeks  ago.      One  of  these  had   fourteen 
cashes  upon  his  body,  made  by  a  hatchet 
or  tomahawk .      Forty  -seven  bo<hes  were 
found  on  the  little  battle-held,  selected 
bv  the   Indians,   as   the  most   favorable 
place,  ?mid  the  tall  grass  and  foliage,  for 
the    aceomplishment    of  their    work    of 
death.     Caiit.  Marsh  was    shot  and   per- 
ished on  the  river,  below  the   lerry.    and 
as  vet  his  body  has  not  been  recovered. 

The  cavalrv  crossed  the  Minnesota  riv- 
er at  the   LoWer   Agency,   by  swimming 
their  horse..,  and  advanced  to  the   Agen- 
cv     and    found    that    the    Indians    ha«l 
abkndoned  it  and  perhaps  had    done  so 
several  days  ago.     They,  however,  pro- 
ceeded to  burv  the  dead ;  but  whom  they 
found  among  the  slaughtered  we  have  not 
vet  heard.     The  cavalry  proposed  to  go 
up   to  Little  Crow's  village  on  tint  side, 
while  the    infantry    and    transportation 
wagons  were    to    proceed   on    this   side 
some  six  miles,  where  the  cavalry  were  to 
return  to  this   side  and    encamp   for  the 
ni<'ht      The  burial  of  the  dead  must  con- 
stitute a  large  part  of  their  work  to-day 
at  least.     It  is  doubtful,  indeed,  whether 
thev  will  see  an  Indian  to-day,  for  they, 
doubtless,  have  fled  northward  with  their 
rhh  spoils,  and  more  than   two  hundred 
white  women,  besides  the  children,  almost 
innumerable,  taken  captive. 

Oh,  the  horrors  of  this  dreadful  war 
Death  reigns  in  all  this  once  beautiful 
vallev  of  Uie  Minnesota.  We  need  more 
and  better  cavalrv  to  overtake  and  strike 
down  with  efficiencv  the  gathering  hordes 
of  savage  bands,  who  have  resolved  upon 
the  utter  destruction  of  the  white  people, 
and  the  repossession  of  all  the  entire 
countrv  bv  themselves. 

It  appears  to  be  a  desperate  etlort  on 
their  part  to  foreclose  a  mortgage  :  hence 
the  process  is  emphatically  a  savage— a 
barbarous  one.  So  far,  thev  have  had 
their  own  wav  jirettv  much.  We  are  not 
vet  done  with  this  affair.  Nothing  but

'It  is  obvious  that  Gen.  Pope  made  the 
attack  on  Saturdity  morning,  alter  the  ar- 
rival of  Porter's  corps,  hoping  to  hnish 
Jackson  and  Longsteet  before  Lee  should 
come  to  their  aitl ;  but  the  latter  came  up 
too  soon  to  pennit  the  execution  of  the 
plan.  Gen.  Sigel's  genius  was,  as  usual, 
conspicuous  on  this  desperately  fought 
field.

anns  in  an  encouraging  point  of  view,  nor 
is  it  the  stor)-  we  would  care  to  send  away 
upon  the  steamer  to-<lay.

From  the  reports  which  we  publish  this 
morning,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a 
prospect  of  a  general  Indian  war  on  our 
borders. 

Fort  Abercrombie  is  surrounded  by 
the  Indians,  and  near  the  Lower  Agency 
there  has  been  a  severe  and  bloody  bat- 
tle—a large  number  of  our  brave  troops 
being  killed  and  wounded. 

We  learn  by  ttlegraph  that  our  troops 
arc  taking  their  positions  in  the  fortifica- 
tions for  the  defence  of  Washington — 
that  the  emmiy  still  threaten  Maryland  at 
Edward's  Ferry,  and  that  a  large  force  is 
moving  towards  Harper's  Ferrj-. 

In  Kentucky,  an  attack  has  been  made 
upon  General  Gilbert,  near  Shelbj'ville, 
the  result  of  which  is  not  known.  I>arge 
reinforcements  are  pouring  into  Cincin- 
nati and  Louisville.

The 
Pioneer  and  Democrat,  of  the  same  date, 
however,  puts  these  coujplaiuts  in  a  shape 
so  entirely  contrary  to  the  facts  of  the 
case,  and  so  unjust  to  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral, and  so  clearly  meant  to  throw  the 
blame  of  Col.  Sibley's  slow  movements 
upon  the  State  authorities,  that  its  state- 
ments should  be  examined.

Tiie  people  will  be  surpristMi  to  learn   that  the 

compauivs  of  tlie  0th  Ktginient,  takeu  by  Colonel 
rfjibli'y  to  St.  Peter,  wera  rendered  almost  utterly 
ineileotivebv  the  worthless  ciiaracterof  the  ann^ 
iisaod  to  them.  These  arm*  were  what  is  tailed 
••Austrian  rifles. 

Now,  the  lacts  are  as  follows  : 
First,  let  us  say  tL't  the  Austrian  rities, 
and  no  others,  hjd  '■  cen  sent  by  the  U. 
S.  government  fur  t:ie  Sixth  Regiment, 
and  have  been  consiiiered  one  of  the  best 
arms  in  the  service.  Iy2  of  these  arm-, 
had  accordingly  been  issued  to  several 
companies  of  the  6tk,  before  Col.  Sibley 
took  command.  On  the  ever.ing  of  the 
19th,  when  the  news  ol  the  Indian  out- 
break arrived  at  &-.  Paul,  otX)  men  ol 
the  Gth  were  instai.tly  ordeiX'd  to  the 
scene  of  hostilities  uiuKr  Sibley,  and  812 
of  the  Austrian  rifles,  designed  for  them 
by  the  U.  S.  government,  were  Issued  to 
their  quartermaster,  Mr.  Mills.  Intima- 
tious  being  received  that  some  of  these 
arms  were  defective,  there  were  sent  to 
Col.  Sibley,  on  the  23d  and  24th  of  Au- 
gust, by  his  own  special  messenger,  364 
rifle  muskets,  mostly  Springfield,  for  the 
purpose  of  replacing  his  Austrian  rifles. 
These  facts  are  proved  by  the  Quarter- 
master's receipts  and  correspondence  on 
file  in  the  Adjutant  General's  office,  anu 
by  the  records  of  the  State  arsenal,  and 
effectually  settle  the  storj-  about  "Aus- 
trian rifles."  By  an  invoice  obtained  from 
and  certified  to  by  the  officer  at  the  State 
arsenal,  we  learn  that  there  have  been 
issued  to  the  different  detachments  of  Col. 
Sibley's  Jvxpedition.  in  all,  1861  muskets, 
of  which  671  only,  were  Austrian  rifles,  the 
rest  being  of  the  Springfield  and  other  pat- 
terns. These  latter,  all  unexceptionable 
weapons,  were  nearly  sufficient  alone  to 
arm  his  whole  force, and  there  were  surely 
serviceable  weapons  enough  among  the 
Austrian  rifles  to  more  than  supply  the 
deficiency. 

Kecollecting  that  the  Adjutant  General 
had  no  authority  to  issue  any  other  than 
Austrian  rifles  to  the  Sixth  Regiment — if 
his  promptitude  in  cutting  red  tape  and 
forwarding  at  the  earliest  possible  mo- 
ment an  ample  supply  of  good  arms,  is 
entitled  to  no  special  credit,  it  ought  at 
least  to  exempt  him  from  censure  for  not 
doing  this  very  thing. 

In  reference  to  the  supply  of  amnuni- 
tion,  the  Pioneer,  under  a  pretext  of 
defending  Col,  Sibley,  not  only  misre- 
presents the  actual  facts  of  the  case,  but 
so  states  them  as  to  leave  an  indirect 
imputation  of  blame  on  the  Adjutant 
General — which  the  editor  knew  to  be 
groundless — as  he  bad  previously  been 
informed   of  the   facts.     He  makes  the 

following  statement : 

Colonel  Sibley  in  thia  ililemnia,  with  worthless 
gnus  for  his  good  cartridges,  and  wrong  sizi-d 
cartridges  for  h.s  good  gun,  waited  in  St.  Peter  in 
dailv  expcctution  of  supplies  of  ainmunitiou 
which  liaJ  been  promi!<ed  him  till  his  patience 
was  e.Khausted — when  on  Tue^lav,  the  2«»th  dav 
of  August,  he  moved  his  cominand  to  Fort  Kiilg- 
ley.  He  made  this  march  with  only  ten  roi>nd.< 
In  the  cartridge  bo.ves  ol  his  men,  and  the«e  were 
supplied  bv  recasting  the  wrong  sized  balls  which 
•   — jn  uniortunaiely  furnished  him. 

*"  Thow  the  facts  are  these.  On  the  19tli 
0";*^Augu9t,  before  the  expedition  started, 
then  consisting  of  300  men,  they  were 
furnished  with  i9,>00  cartridges,  or  63 
rounds  to  each  ma.a,  of  67  7-10  calibre, 
suitable  for  either  Austrian,  Springfield 
or  any  other  rifles  in  the  hands  of  bis 
men,  and  these  19 .000  cowi^rf^fcd  all  the 
cartridges  in  the  J^tate  Arsenal  of  a  suit- 
able calibre,  except  1,000.  Besides  this, 
there  were  at  the  same  time  issued  to  his 
men  18,000  cartri  lg{  s  of  69  calibre,  in 
the  expecUtJon  tlat  if  necessity  required 
tliey  might  be  adapted  to  lie  bore  of  Lis 
of  his  guns.     They  may  have  been  "  un-

^t'oHunattly  furnished,''  but  the  Pioneer  I  TFE  INDIAN"  "WAR 
!  omits  to  state  that  the  misfortune  cod- 
j  sisted  in  the  fact  that  there  were  ahsoltUely 
no  others  to  furnish.  Whether  the  care- 
ful suppression  of  this  fact,  which  was 
well  known  to  the  editor  of  that  paper, 
was  necessary  to  its  defense  of  Col.  Sib- 
ley, the  candid  reader  may  judge.  Col. 
Nelson,  who  started  with  seven  compa- 
nies, a  few  days  after  Sibley,  was  also, 
upon  his  own  request,  furnished  with  good 
68  calibre  guns  and  69  calibre  cartridges, 
(there  being  no  others,)  rather  than  in- 
f(Tior  69  calibre  guns  to  suit  his  cart- 
ridges, and  he  was  also  supplied  with  all 
the  bullet  moulds  and  "  attedges  "  in  the 
State  Arsenal  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
casting them  to  the  proper  calibre. 

SooD-  after,  as  %  temporary  reliance 
in  case  of  deficiency  before  the  requi- 
site supplies  of  suitable  cartridges  could 
be  furnished,  there  were  sent  to  Colonel 
Sibley  twenty-five  kegs  of  powder  and 
twenty-eight  sacks  of  buck-shot.  No  lead 
Vas  to  be  found  in  the  city. 

During  all  this  time  ever)'  exertion  was 
making  to  obtain  ammunition  from  other 
quarters.  Immediately  upon  the  breaking 
out  of  Indian  hostilities,  pressing  applica- 
tion was  made  by  telegraph  to  the  St. 
Louis  arsenal,  Madison,  Wisconsin,  and 
other  quarters,  but  it  was  not  till  the  25th 
that  any  supplies  arrived. 

There  was  then  promptly  forwarded  to 
Colonel  Sibley  46,tXX)  cartridges  of  the 
proper  calibres  ;  and  since  that,  at  various 
times,  there  have  been  sent  to  him  87,- 
000  cartridges  of  the  right  size. 

In  all  there  have  been  sent  to  him 
152,000  cartridges  suitable  for  his  guns, 
and  some  58,000  unsuitable  ones,  with  the 
means  of  adapting  the  latter  to  his  guns, 
besides  2o  kegs  of  powder  and  2^  sacks  of 
buck-shot — a  supply  independent  of  the 
ammunition  sent  for  his  cannon. 

The  facts  adduced,  then,  show  that : 

1.  Col.  Sibley  was  as  promptly  as  pos- 
sible supplied  with  all  the  best  arms,  and 
all  the  ammunition  suitable  to  his  guns  at 
the  disposal  of  the  State  or  which  could 
be  obtained  by  the  State  authorities  be- 
fore and  after  his  departure.. 

2.  When  he  arrived  at  St.  Peter,  his 
men  had  63  rounds  of  67  7-10  calibre 
cartridges  suitable  to  his  guns,  issued  to 
them  before  they  started  from  Ft.  Snel- 
■ing,  besides  60  rounds  of  69  calil»^ 
(.aitridjjes,  which  he  had  plenty  of  time 
an  hi.«  way  to  adapt  to  his  muskets  ;  in  all 
123  rounds — enough  for  an  expedition  to 
the  Rock}'  mcuntdina. 

3.  When  he  was  joined  by  Col.  Crooks' 
force,  then-  united  ammunition,  divided 
among  their  men,  was  equal  to  23  rounds 
of  a  suitable  size,  and  80  rounds  of 
an  unsuitable  size,  with  tho  means  of 
adapting  the  latter  to  his  guns — 103 
rounds  in  all.  Now  ,  compare  this  fact 
with  the  above  statement  of  the  Pioneer, 
that  he  was  forced  to  move  to  St.  Peter 
with  only  "  ten  rounds  "'  and  "  these  sup- 
plied by  recasting  the  wrong  sized  balls.'' 

4.  Though  this  supply  of  ammunition 
was  not  enough  for  a  prolonged  campaign, 
it  was  far  more  than  was  necessary  for 
the  immediate  wants  or  purposes  of  his 
expedition,  and  did  not  of  itself  justify  a 
moment's  delay  at  St.  Peter. 

6.  Gov.  Sibley  himself,   in  his   official

dispatches,  did  not  once  attempt  to  justify 
his  delay  upon  the  ground  of  any  defect 
in  the  supply  of  arms  or  ammunition  fur- 
nished him,  but  solely  upon  the  ground  of 
an  insufficient  force  to  meet  the  enemy. 
6.  We  are  therefore  justified  in  con- 
cluding that  this  tardy  pretext  is  unau- 
thorized by  him,  and  an  afterthought  de- 
vised by  Capt.  Goodrich  for  certain 
shrewd  political   purposes,   in    attaining 

which  we  hope  he  may  have  a  good  time.

The  free^M/rn  w  hite  men  of  this  country, 
ill  military  as  in  social  and  civil  life,  will  feei 
themselves  di.<pataged  aud  insulted  by  auch  an 
association,  and  to  impose  it  upon  them,  will 
drive  more  strength  and  courage  m>m  our  ranks 
than  can  b«  supplied  by  any  possible  levy  of 
ui'groes. 

Jiesolced,  That  it  is  the  honored  duty  and  privi- 
lege of  the/ree  white  men  of  this  country,  native 
Hud  naturaUzed,  to  defend  i'  against  all  its  ene- 
mies :  and  they  have  shown  their  readiness  to 
;>erform  it.  But  the  high  and  noble  sense  of 
Liunor,  pride  and  p.Urioti>m  which  elevates  and 
prompts  them  to  the  performance  of  that  great 
Jut.v,  will  be  quenclied  in  their  hearts,  and  the 
service  itself  will  be  considered  by  the  brave  sol- 
diers of  the  army  as  a  degradation,  if  they  should 
be  required  to  perform  it  on  the  enforced  condi- 
tion of  military  equality  and  association  with 
negrot's  and  fiigitive  slaves. 

Jie.-:olreil,  I'hat  tlie  thanks  of  the  loyal  white 
men  of  Kentucky  are  due,  and  are  hereby  tender- 
ed, to  the  Prenident  of  the  United  states,  for  his 
refusal  to  employ  negroes  as  soldiers  in  the  armies 
of  the  Union ;  and,  furthermore,  in  the  name  ot 
the  people  of  Kentucky,  and,  as  we  verily  believe, 
iu  accordance  with  the  opinions  and  wishes  of  a 
great  majority  of  the  people  of  the  United  SUtes, 
n-e  protest  against  changing  into  an  anti-slavery 
war,  a  contest  that,  so  tar,  lias  been  maintained 
by  the  people  at  great  cost  of  life  and  treasure,  for 
the  avowed  purpo.-e  of  muintaiuing  the  supre- 
macy of  the  laws,  the  Integrity  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  the  nationality  of  tlie  United  States.

And  from  the  former  acts  and  declara- 
tions of  the  President,  his  messages,  and  general 
orders,  we  assure  ourselves,  tiiat,  with  a  Arm, 
uatiooal,  and  paternal  spirit,  he  will  preserve  the 
country  from  the  great  calamities  that  must  at- 
tend any  such  ciiauge  in  Uie  character  and  object 
of  I  lie  \rur. 

Iteaolved,  That  slaves  are  regarded  a?  property 
by  the  laws  of  all  the  itate.1  wnere  slavery  exits, 
aud  tht-y  have  l-eeu  so  regarded  by  the  usages  of 
more  than  two  liuudred  years.  But  they  are  not 
exempt  from  the /(-(/i/j/rt^Ue  effects  of  war ;  and 
this  L^^gislature  makes  no  obji>ction  to  the  policy 
announced  by  the  i'resident  of  employing  slaves 
as  luborers,  whenever  public  service  reqnires  it.

Sax  Fraxcisco,  Tuesday  Aug.  26th, 
1862. — The  whole  business  portion  of 
Jackson,  in  Amador  county,  was  burned 
on  the  23d.  Two  thousand  people  were 
rendered  homeless.  Loss  $400,000 — very 
little  insurance. 


Mayor  Prince  and  Lieut.  Stees  arriyed 
at  7  o'clock  last  evening,  from  Fort  Ridg- 
ley,  with  dispatches  from  Col.  Sibley  to 
Gov.  Ramsey.  They  left  the  Fort  at  two 
o  clock  Thursday  afternoon,  and  traveling 
all  night  reached  here  as  above  stated. 

They  bring  news  of  a  terrible  battle 
with  the  Indians  on  Tuesday  last,  near 
the  Lower  Agency,  between  Captain 
Grant's  company  of  Infantry,  Captain 
An'^erson's  cavalry,  and  a  detail  of  sol- 
diers and  citizens,  in  all  about  one  hun- 
dred And  fifty  men,  who  had  been  sent  out 
by  Col.  Sibley  to  hxxvy  the  dead.  The 
[ndiaus  nearly  surprised  the  camp  early 
on  Tuesday  morning.  Some  of  the  sol- 
diers were  shot  while  yet  in  their  tents. 

The  battle  continued  all  that  day,  and 
on  the  morning  of  the  next  till  reinforce- 
ments under  Col.  Sibley  came  up,  when 
the  Indians  weie  careful  to  keep  out  of 
harm's  war. 

Thirteen  were  killed  outright,  and  bur- 
ied on  the  battle  field,  and  forty-lour  to 
fifty  wounded  out  of  the  force  of  loO  men. 
Some  ninety  horses  were  also  killed,  near- 
ly all  at  the  first  fire,  which  proved  very 
fortunate  for  the  boys,  as  they  made  them 
into  breastworks.  They  could  form  no 
idea  of  the  number  of  Indians  killed,  as 
they  were  off  in  the  tall  grass,  and  their 
bodies  immediately  carried  away  by  their 
companions. 

We  are  indebted  for  the  following  suc- 
cinct narrative,   and  list  of  killed  and 
wounded,  to  Mr.  A.   J.  Ebell,  who  ac 
companied  the  reinforcements  under  O 
Sibley : 

Captain  Grant,  with  a  company  of /in 
fantry,  and  Captain  Anderson,    with!  75 
cavalry,  were  sent  on  to  clear  the  way 
towards  Yellow  Medicine,  and  bury  tl 
dead,  on  Sunday  morning,  August  Slst 
They  encamped  that  night  opposite  the 
Lower  Agency,  on  this  side  the  riveqC 
Next  morning  (Monday)  Captain  And^- 
son,  with  his  cavalrj'  and  a  few  infantify, 
forded  and  swam  the  nver  to  the  Agenty, 
and  buried  the  dead  there,  while  the  ^re- 
mainder of  Capt.  Grant's  division  bt^cd 
a  large  number  on  their  side — moatly  sol- 
diers from  Capt.   Marsh's  companyoi— to- 
gether they  interred  85,  a  greater  part  of 
whom  were  horribly  mutilated.     Netr  the 
mouth  of  Beaver  river  Capt.  Grant  jacked 
up  a  woman  who  had  been  on  the  prairie 
for  two  weeks.     She  was  in  such  a  stt^te 
of  exhaustion  and  fright  that  I  have  yet^ 
been  imable  to  gain  any  items  of  informa- 
tion from  her. 

Major  Brown  penetrated  as  far  as  the 
fork  of  the  roads  to  Yellow  Medicine  and 
Coteau  prairie,  to  ascertain,  if  possible, 
which  way  the  Indians  had  taken.  He 
saw  no  indications  of  their  having  been 
there  for  four  or  five  days. 

The  cavalry  re-crossed  to  Capt.  Grant's 
division,  and  they  encamped  for  the  night 
on  Birch-Coolie  opposite  the  Agency, 
and  three  miles  from  it.  Next  morning 
(Tuesday)  at  the  early  break  of  day,  as 
the  guards  were  being  changed,  the  sen- 
tries saw  some  objects  moving  over  the 
prairie  towards  them ;  they  at  first  sup- 
posed them  cattle,  but  fired  into  them.  A 
ToUey  was  instantly  returned,  killing  some 
of  the  guard,   and  wounding   a  number 

more. 

Within  ten  minutes  the  whole  encamp- 
ment was  surrounded  with  over  260 
savages,  pouring  from  all  sides  a 
galling  fire  into  the  very  midst  of  our 
troops.  If  they  had  then  made  a 
charge,  the  whole  camp  would  have 
been  cut  to  pieces.  Their  fire  was 
briskly  returned  from  our  men,  who  were 
obliged  to  fight  lying  flat  in  the  grass  and 
among  the  wagons.  At  10  o'clock  they 
commcmced  throwing  up  entretichments, 
working  as  they  lay,  for  it  was  impossible 
for  a  man  to  raise  his  head  without  at 
once  having  a  ntimber  of  shots  fired  at 
him.  The  works  were,  however,  pushed 
on,  and  by  2  P.  M.  they  had  their  lines 


entrenched  with  earthworks  and  the  dead 
horses,  wiiicii  the)  luiied  togcuiiw  iu  iiiic 
as  much  as  possibU'. 

Early  in  the  morning  our  guard  at  Fort 
Ridgley  heard  the  tiring,  and  ?f  rJ  ir  R. 
N.  McLaren,  with  three  companies  of  iu- 
fantrj-,  and  Col.  McPhail,  with  about 
fifty  cavalry,  were  sent  in  the  dir(K;tion 
from  which  it  was  heard.  They  adviuiced 
to  within  three  miles  of  Capt.  Grant's  en- 
campment on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
river.  Here  they  were  nearly  surrounded 
by  Indians,  wlio  endeavored  to  hem  them 
in  and  cut  them  off  from  water,  intending, 
doubtless,  to  make  a  charge  next  morning 
at  daybreak.  They  werehowever  hold  at 
a  distance  by  our  shell  with  which  we  kept 
scouring  the  ravine  and  woods. 

A  messenger  returned  to  us  at  the  fort 
about  4  p.  M. ,  reporting  the  state  of  afEurs, 
and  as  soon  as  the  lines  could  be  foimed. 
Col.  Sibley  with  his  whole  command  left 
for  their  relief.  The  7th  regiment  had 
but  just  joined  us,  and  the  men  were  wea- 
ry, foot  sore  and  hungry,  but  they  ifecei- 
ved  the  tidings  of  a  brush  with  the  sava- 
ges with  a  shout,  and  eagerly  pushed  on 
with  us  without  waiting  for  food  or  rest. 
We  marched  till  2  next  morning  (Wed- 
nesday,) when  we  joined  Major  McLar- 
en's division.  Having  rested  on  our  arms 
a  couple  of  hours,  we  again  pushed  on  at 
break  of  day.  The  number  of  Indians 
around  continually  increased,  and  by  the 
time  we  were  opposite  Capt.  Grant's  en- 
campment, the  skirt  of  the  woods  and  the 
ravine  were  teeming  with  them,  m&king 
the  morning  hideous  with  their  yells. 
A  few  shot  and  shell  Grom  our  how- 
itzers and  cannon  made  them  retreat 
beyond  range  of  their  guns  to  the 
summit  of  the  bluff  beyond  the  creek, 
whey  they  stood  and  dared  us  on,  wav- 
ing their  blankets,  brandishing  their 
swords  and  beckoning  us  to  come  on.  We 
formed  in  line  of  battle  and  pushed  on  to 
the  encampment,the  savages,  in  the  mean- 
time, keeping  good  the  distance  between 
us,  and  got  in  to  them  nearly  exhausted 
from  the  wants  of  food  and  rest.  The 
tents  were  completely  riddled  with  balls, 
nine  dead  here  strewed  the  ground  ;  over 
47  men  were  wounded  and  18  lay  dead 
where  they  fell.  The  following  is  a  list  of 
the  killed  and  wounded :

Messengers  arrived  in  this   city   from    Robol  Cavalry   at  Edwaxd'S 
Fort  Abercrombie  last  evening,  bringing 
dates  from  that  post  up  to  Sunday  last. 

An  attack  was  made  upon  the  Fort  at 
two  o'clock  on  Sunday  morning,  but  the 
Indians  were  signally  repulsed.  They 
howevcT  in  daylight  came  up  boldly  in 
sufficient  force  to  drive  away  two  or 
three  hundred  head  of  cattle,  and  the 
mules  and  horses  belonging  to  the  post. 
The  cattle  had  been  sent  there  by  the 
Commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  the 
treaty  with  the  Red  Lake  Chippewas.  A 
man  by  the  name  of  Bennett,  previously 
sent  out  to  herd  the  cattle,  was  killed. 

The  messengers  left  on  Monday  morn- 
ing, and  after  various  adventures,  being 
chased  and  fired  upon  by  the  Indians  and 
killing  their  horses,  they  managed  to 
reach  the  settlements  in  safety. 

There  is  not  much  fear  that  the  Fort 
be  taken   bv  the  Indians,  but  the

Mr.  A.  C.  Smith,  of  Forest  City, 
■^vrites  the  Adjutant  Oen^Tal,  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  4th,  as  follows  : 

**  This  town  was  attacked  this  morning 
abont  two  o'clock.  Four  houses  have 
been  burned  and  one  bam.  The  Indians 
retired  about  five  o'clock,  driving  off  all 
the  stock  they  could.  There  must  have 
been  50  or  100  Indians  engaged.  Our 
people  were  all  in  the  Fort  that  has  been 
lately  and  hurriedly  built.  The  buildings 
burned  were  so  far  from  the  stockade  as 
to  be  beyond  the  range  of  our  guns .  We 
think  we  did  some  execution  upon  the 
savases,  but  don't  know  much  about  it. 
Two  pf  our  men  are  wounded — one  prob- 
ably inortally." 

Qapt.  Whitcomb  writes  that  the  build- 
ings belongeil  to  A.  B.  Hoj-t,  James 
■fiiowlett,  Milton  Garton  and  A.  C. 
Smith.  The  two  men  wounded  were 
Sergeant  Branham  and  Osboy  Olson — the 
latter' it  is  feared  mortally.

Editors  bf  the  Press : 

We  cot  into  the  Fort  last  night,    and 
and  fqrund  that  a  man  by  the  name  of  An- 
thon^Menderfield  had  reached  here  from 
Bi^tone  Lake, 
wonna  i/Ojithony  Menderfield  and  four  others 
^^^  —George  Loth,  Henry  and  Hiller  Men- 
derfiold,  and  John  Shoerich — residents  of 
New  Uhn,  were  at  Big    Stone    Lake  at 
work  for  the  Department  burning  char- 
coal.    They  first  heard  rumors  of  the  dis- 
turbance on  Thursday  noon.     They  had 
their  teepees  pitche<l  on  the  edge  of  a  ra- 
vine, near  a  wood ;  towards  morning  they 
heard    several    war    whoops,    and   had 
scarcely  got  out    of    their    teepees    to 
see  what  the  matter  was.  when  the  were 
completely  surrounded  by  fifty  or  sixty 
Indiand,  on  foot  and  on  horse.     As  soon 
as  the  savages  had  approached  within  ten 
paces,  they  fired,  and  instantly  killed  all 
but  Anthony  Menderfield.     He  plunged 
into    the    ravine,    closely    followed  by 
several  Indians,  who  fired  several  shots 
at  him,  without  any  effect ;  thence  he  ran 
to  the  lake  and  waded  up  along  the  shore 
for  over  two  miles,  three  Indians   follow- 
ing him  in  a  canoe.     He  however  avoid- 
ed^'them  when  on  the  very  point  of  over- 
taking him,  by  hiding  among  some  bushes. 
He  lay  there  till  they   had  passed,   and 
then  pushed  on  to  the  foot  of  the   lake, 
where  he   crossed  the  Minnesota  river, 
and  went  to  within   about  two  niiles   of 
Inkpar  villa*^.     A  providential  rain  storm 
obliterated  Sis  tracks  and  so  aided  his  es- 
cape.    Thence  he  came  to  Lac  qui  Parie, 


Wa.shisoton,  Sept.  4. 

A  report  having  reached  the  interior  of 
Pennsylvania,  that  a  regiment  had  been 
almost  annihilated,  the  Governor  sent  a 
commissioner  here  to-day  to  render  as- 
sistance to  the  wounded,  but  learned  that 
the  regiment  had  not  been  in  battle. 

Conflicting  and  exaggerated  accounts  of 
the  recent  events  still  form  the  general 
conversation.  Many  statements  are  al- 
together unreliable. 

There  is  nothing  new  from  the  front 
to-day. 

Our  troops  arc  still  occupied  getting 
into  position,  and  have  for  the  greater 
part  resumed  localities  held  by  them  j)re- 
vious  to   their  leaving  for  the  Peninsula. 

Quite  a  number  of  field  officers  are  in 
the  city  to-day,  including  Maj.  Grenerals 
Pope  and  Sumner. 

There  are  constant  arrivals  of  troops  in 
redments  and  squads. 

There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  the 
Maryland  side  is  now  free  from  armed 
rebels. 

Five  rebel  scouts  or  spies  crossed  over 
yesterday  at  Edward's  Ferry,  and  were 
seen  at  or  near  Poolsville.  They  did 
not  long  continue  in  that  neighborhood. 
Such  reconnoisancos  are  believed  to  be  of 
frequent  occurrence. 

A  regiment  of  rebel  cavalry  was  at  Ed- 
ward's Ferry  yesterday,  and  amused 
themselves  by  saluting  our  men  on  the 
Mar)' land  side  with  their  field  pieces,  do- 
ing no  damage. 

It  is  ascertained  that  the  enemy's  forces 
last  seen  at  Vienna  were  for  the  most 
part  worn  out  and  invalid  soldiers,  gath- 
ered there  as  a  place  of  refuge.

[^nerald''s  Washington  Correspond- 
ence.']— An  officer  of  Sigel's  staff  says  the 
battle  of  Bull  Run,  Saturday,  began  with 
heavy  firing  from  artillery  on  both  sides 
in  front  of  Gen.  Franz  Sigel's  division  or 
corps.  The  effect  of  the  firing  from  Gren. 
Sigel's  batterj'  was  terribly  effective  upon 
the  enemy,  literally  cutting  furrows  in 
their  ranks.  This  is  proved  to  be  so  by 
the  fact  that  shortly  after  a  temporary 
cessation  of  operations  in  Sigel's  line, 
after  the  Confederate  batteries  had  been 
silenced,  the  rebel  General  Jackson  sent 
two  staff  officers  with  white  flags  to  seek 
permis.sion  to  bury  his  dead.  This  per- 
mission was  granted. 

It  seems  that  the  announcement  of  the 
substitution  of  Gen.  Halleck  for  Mr. 
Stanton,  as  Secretar}'  of  War,  and  the 
restoration  of  Gen.  McClellan  to  the 
position  of  Commander-in-Chief  of  all- 
the  laud  forces  of  the  United  States  was 
pre.nature  at  least,  if  not  incorrect — al- 
though it  is  vouched  for  so  strongly,  and 
by  men  of  such  opportunities  for  obtain- 
ing correct  information,  that  it  was  very 
generally  believed. 

The  rebel  officers  who  delivered  up  the 
body  of  Gen.  Stevens,  under  a  flag  of 
truce,  state  that  the  flag  which  he  bore 
when  he  received  the  fatal  shot  was  grasp- 
ed in  his  right  hand  and  had  fallen  over 
his  head. 

The  manner  of  Gen.  Kearney's  death 
was  ascertained  to  have  been  as  follows :

Tlie  Clreat  Questiou  of  tlie  Day— 
VriiMt  an  Old  Demo«-rat  Mays. 
Robert  Dale  Owen,  of  Indiania,  a 
Democrat  of  the  strictest  sect  hitherto, 
and  verj-  conservative  on  the  slaverj- 
question  in  times  past,  has  written  a  let- 
ter to  Secretary  Stanton,  on  the  policy  of 
emancipation.  It  is  one  of  the  most 
forcible  arguments  yet  presented  on  the 
subject.  We  annex  an  extract,  commend- 
ing it  to  the  consideration  of  all  honest 
men.

How  can  the  war  be  (juickly  and  effect- 
ively termuiated.

Gradually,  very  gradually,  as  this  con- 
test proceeded,  have  I  been  approaching 
the  convictiou  that  there  is  but  one  such 
guaranty :  the  emancipation  of  negro 
slaves  throughout  this  continent.

Gen.  Lew.  Wallace,  with  his  staff,  left 
Covington  at  ten  o'clock  yesterday  morn- 
ing, on  his  way  to  Lexington,  to  meet 
Gov.  Morton ;  but  on  reaching  Paris,  he 
found  a  dispatch  from  Gen.  Wright,  or- 
dering him  "to  return  and  take  command 
of  the  troops  at  Cinciinnati,  Covington 
and  Newport." 

At  Pans  Gen.  Wallace  found  the  Nme- 
ty-ninth  Regmient  drawn  up  in  line  of 
battle,  and  from  600  to  1,000  rebel  cav- 
alry within  four  miles  of  the  town. 

The  early  train  which  left  this  city  at  6 
A.  M.,  reached  Lexington  on  time,  and 
returned,  leaving  at  3  P.  M.  Gen.  Wal- 
lace came  down  on  this  train,  and  reach- 
ed this  city  about  lialf-past  nine  last  even- 
ing. 

Cien.  Wright  who  left  this  city  on  Sun- 
day morning,  reached  Lexington  the  same 
afternoon,  and  yesterday  morning  he  de- 
termined, after  examining  into  the  condi- 
tion of  affairs  at  that  point,  to  evacuate 
it,  and  immediately  made  preparations  to 

do  so. 

About  5.  o'clock  last  evening,  General 
Wright  left  Lexington,  falling  back  on 
Frankfort  with  what  forces  remained  of 
Gen.  Nelson's  command,  some  0,000  or 
10,000  strong ;  and  we  since  learn  that  he 
has  proceeded  down  theFrakfort  and  Lex- 
ington road  to  Louisville. 

l)ispat<  hes  received  last  evening  from 
the  operator  at  Lexington,  dated  at  5  P.M. 
stated  that  Gen.  Kirby  Smith  had  readied 
tliat  city  with  a  large  force,  ajid  had  de- 
manded its  surrender.

A  large  amount  of  busmess 
was  attended  to. 

A  regiment  that  arrived  in  the  city  last 
evening  was  put  out  on  picket  duty  in  the 
rear  of  Covington  and  Newport,  any 
and  many  other  steps  were  taken  looking 
to  the  protection  and  safety  of  these  cities. 
Col.  Ben.  Runkle.  of  the  Forty-fiflh 
Ohio,  telegraphed  Gen.  Wallace,  at 
half  past  two  o'clock  this  morning,  that 
the  Ninety-ninth  regiment.  Col.  Lang- 
worthy,  was  fidling  buck  from  Paris  be- 
tore  an  overwhelming  force  of  tlie  enemy. 
Gen.  Wallace  telegraplied  Col.  Runkle 
to  hold  Cynthiana  to  the  last  extremity. 
Cynthiana  is  only  40  miles  from  Ciniin- 
nati. 
From  the  Cincinnati  Commercial,  Sept.  ?. 

We  do  not  know  what  portion  of  Gen. 
Manson's  command  escaped  from  the 
enemv.  f)ur  informants  state,  however, 
that  large  portions  of  the  Sixty-ninth  Li- 
diana,  and  other  regiments,  h.ad  arrived 
.U  Lexington,  and  that  about  three  thou- 
sand killed,  wounded,  and  missing,  was 
the  extent  of  our  loss  in  the  battle  of 
Saturday.  Many  of  the  missing,  how- 
ever, would  probaly  report  themselves. 
They  werecomingin  singly  and  by  scjuards 
until  Lexington  was  evacuated,  and  some 
had  waudered  as  far  as  Paris.  The  coun- 
try was  reported  full  of  stragglers,  who 
had  lost  or  thrown  away  their  arms. 

We  are  glad  to  know  that  (iens.  Man- 
son  and  Cruft  were  not  captured,  but 
broke  through  the  enemy  with  detach- 
ments of  troops,  and  tliat  they  had  recol- 
lected considerable  portions  of  tiieir  com- 
mands . 

Cincinnati,  Sept.  2—10  p.  m.— Ex- 
citement has  been  high  all  the  afternoon. 
Citizens  are  enrolling  themselves  rapidly 
in  the  different  wards.  Large  numbers 
are  working  on  the  fortifications  on  the 
Kentucky  hills. 

Gov.  Tod  an-ived  this  afternoon  and  is 
in  consultation  with  the  military  authori- 
ties, and  the  utmost  exertions  are  being 
made.  The  enemy  estimated  from  20,000 
to  30,000  are  reported  at  Boyd's  Station, 
thirty-nine  miles  from  this  city.  They 
are  expected  to  arrive  opposite  the  forti- 
fications on.  Thursday. "  The  45th  and 
l>9th  Ohio  are  falling  back  slowly  to  Cov- 
ington. Our  pickets  are  ten  mihss^  out. 
All  steamboats  are  ordered  to  remain  on 
the  Ohio  side  of  the  river.  Gen.  Gilbert's 
command,  which  fell  back  from  Lexington, 
reached  Frankfort  to-night.  Some  appre- 
hension is  felt  for  its  safety.  No  telegra- 
phic communication  south  of  Falmouth.

The  Governor  has  ordered  fifteen  rej^i- 
raents  to  the  South  immediately.  He  is 
telegrapliing  to  all  parts  in  the  State 
where  troops  are  stationed  imperative 
inarching  orders.

St.  Locts,  Sept.  2.— Dispatches  from 
Greenville,  Mo.,  were  this  morning  re- 
ceived here  at  headquarters.  The  news 
from  Col.  S.  H.  Bovd.  commanding  at 
Greenville,  was  as  follows :  Maj.  Lippert 
of  the  13th  Illinois  Cavalry.with  100  men 
irom  the  regiment,  two  companies  ol  the 
24th  Missouri  Volunteers,  and  one  howit- 
zer of  the  2d  Missouri  Artniery,  attacked 
the  guerrillas  of  Col.  White,  who  had 
a  command  1.000  strong.  The  latter 
were  posted  thirteen  miles  southwest  ot 
Pitman's  Ferrv,  in  a  swamp. 

Afler  desperate  fighting  for  an  hour, 
the  major  ordered  a  charge  of  both  cav- 
alry and  infantry.  The  enemy  were  com- 
pletely routed.  A  number  of  prisoners, 
wagons,  horses  and  mules,  and  a  quantity 
of  camp  equipage  were  captured.  The 
Union  loss  was  very  slight,  but  a  consid- 
erable number  of  rebels  were  killed. 

Reports  from  around  here  are  also  sat- 
isfactory to-day.  The  organized  secret 
associations  of  j^uerrillas  are  becoming 
frightened  and  disbanding.  Great  rigor 
is  being  exercised  in  ferrettin^  them  out. 
About  400  negroes  from  thelower  river 
have  arrived  here  during  the  last  three 
davs.  freed  by  Gen.  Curtis.  Many  of 
them  belonged  to  Gen.  G.  J.  Pillow. 

A  dozen  prisoners  arrived  here  this 
morning,  and  were  placed  io  tlie  Gratiot 
street  prison.  They  were  captured  from 
Poindexter's  band.

Grkenfielp,  Mo.  Sept.  1.— Maj.  Lip- 
pert  has  obtained  another  signal  success 
over  guerrillas  in  Sbuthoastern  Missouri. 
\Vith*a  squad  o(  the  Thirteenth  Illuiois 
Cavalry,  two  companies  of  the  Twenty- 
lourth '  Missouri  Volunteers,  and  one 
howitzer  of  the  Second  Missouri  Artillery, 
the  Major  attacked  Col.  NN'hite,  whose 
fon;e  is  estimated  at  1,<^>00  men,  about 
twelve  miles  southeast  of  Pitman's  Ferrj", 
on  Current  River,  aud.  after  a  desperate 
conflict  of  an  hour's  duration,  completely 
routed  White,  capturing  all  his  wagons, 
ammunition  and  equipage,  and  taking 
manv  prisoners,  aUo  a  number  of  horses 
and  mules.  Our  loss  in  killed  and  wound- 
ed is  not  stated,  but  is  slight  compared 
with  that  of  the  enemy. 

St.  Louis,  Sept.  2.— The  correspon- 
dence of  the  Democrat,  from  the  head- 
quarters of  the  Army  of  the  Southwest, 
in  the  field.  Fort  Scott,  Kansas,  Aug. 
•2Gth,  says  :  "  The  gi-eatest  aitivity  pre- 
vails in'  getting  this  army  ready  lor  an 
immediate  advance  towards  Arkansas. 

"Gen.  Stuart,  commandinj  the  forces 
here,  has  received  !;iforiiiation  tliat  cill  the 
troops  in  the  Department  of  Kansas,  and 
all  those  in  southwest  Missouri,  including 
all  the  recent  levy  of  militia,  will  be  con- 
centrated at  suih  point  as  he  shitll  desig- 
nate. This  ])ortion  of  the  army  is  linely 
equipped,  and  contains  four  conq)lete  bat- 
teries of  eight  guns  each.  The  troops 
liave  been  brigaded,  and  dilTerent  com- 
manders ordered  to  move  their  command 
to  a  suit.able  place  east,  and  south  of  Fort 
Scott,  where  a  fiill  supply  ol  forage,  grass, 
fuel,  and  good  healthy  water  can  be  ob- 
tained. 

"  Infonnation  has  just  been  received 
here  confirming  the  report  that  the  rebels 
are  concentrating  in  large  numbers  at 
Cross  Hollow,  Ark.,  v.iththe  intention  ol 
marching  north,  proposing  to  take  Fort 
Scott,  then  Fort  Leavenworth.  Pike  had 
made  a  speech  to  his  men,  saying  ho  in- 
tended to  be  quartered  in  Fort  Leaven- 
worth before  snow  fell.  There  is  no  mis- 
taking that  such  is  the  idea  held  out  to 
the  rebel  force  now  concentrating  at  Cross 
Hollow,  and  the  recent  expe«lition  under 
Cockerill  and  Coffee  to  Lone  Jack  was 
for  the  purjiose  of  escorting  the  new  levies 
down  to  Arkansas.  Hundreds  of  men 
followed  them,  with  the  two  pieces  of  the 
Indiana  artillery  which  they  captured  at 
Lone  Jack,  but  they  were  mostly  without 
arms. 

Day  before  yesterday  Quantrill  and 
Hays'  bands  came  upon  six  companies  of 
the  2d  Kansas,  and  three  companies  of 
the  6th  Kansas,  near  Lamar.  Major 
Campbell  and  Captain  Grenoe,  of  the 
Sixth,  attacked  them  with  about  sLxty  of 
their  men,  and  had  a  severe  fight,  lasting 
two  hours.  Two  men  were  killed  and 
twenty-one  wounded. 

Lieut.  Col.  Bassett,  commanding  the 
2d  Kansas,  marched  upon  the  opposite 
side  of  the  stream,  out  of  danger.

It 
has  assumed  vast  and  complicated  propor- 
tions. It  is  of  the  very  nature  of  such  a 
campaign  that  we  should  have  def(^ts  as 
well  as  triumphs.

W  e 
want  soldiers  in  Virginia— soldiers  for 
the  offensive,  soldiers  for  the  defensive. 
Even  the  late  levies  have  already  been 
sent  on  to  active  service,  so  pressing  is 
the  need  for  more  men.  But  what  inspi- 
ration would  it  give  to  our  army  did  they 
know  that  a  hundred  thousand  men  were 
behind  them  to  guard  the  Capital,  and 
form  a  solid  wall  of  bavonets  along  the 
line  of  the  loyal  States  !  What  confidence 
and  security,  too,  would  it  give  the  na- 
tion in  this  awful  hour ! 

The  dilatoriness  of  those  in  high  places 
have  left  us  without  this  resource.  The 
only  way  to   remedy  it  now,  is  for  the 

Eeoplo  to  take  this  matter  into  their  own 
ands,  and  send  on  such  a  volunteer  force 
as  we  should  have  from  the  draft.  There 
are  to-day  not  less  than  fifty  regiments 
throughout  the  country  in-a  greater  or  less 
degree  of  forwardness.  Their  ranks 
must  be  immediately  filled  up  and  march- 
ing orders  given.  The  only  Imsiness^  of 
the  hour  worth  attending  to  is  the  sending 
of  soldiers  to  Virginia.  Hurry  on  the 
levies.!— JV.r.

The  grand  movement  pf  concentrating 
all  our  troops  in  Virginia  has  been  suc- 
cessful, though  at  an  immei^e  cost  of  life 
and  materials  of  war.

We  take 
It  that  our  forces  will  at  once  assume  the 
offensive  ;  and  if  so,  a  greater  battle  than 
the  continent  has  ever  known  is  close   at 
hand,  provided,  of  course,  that  it  is  not 
the  policy  of  the  rebels  to  go  back  to  their 
fortifications  at  Richmond  now  that  they 
have   inflicted  all   possible   damage  upon 
our  detached  armies  in  process  of  concen- 
tration.— Chicago  Times.

Capt,  Saunders  to  purchase  one  thousand 
horses  for  the  use  of  the  mounted  regi- 
ment which  has  b«en  called  by  the  Gov- 
ernor for  service  against  the  Indians. 
This  is  welcome  intelligence,  and  will  put 
a  stop  to  the  evil  or  the  necessity  for 
pressing  them  which  has  been  much  in 
Togue  of  late.

THE  I^TS    I^TRIAX   BATTLE. 

A  large  number  of  the  killed  and 
wounded  near  the  Lower  Agency  were 
from  St.  Paul — our  sons  and  brothers, 
who  left  us  only  a  few  days  ago  as  volun- 
teers, to  aid  in  quelling  the  insurrrction 
on  our  borders,  which  rendered  desolate 
so  many  homes. 

Xow  there  is  mourning  in  our  own 
dwellings.  We  are  learning  by  personal 
experience  the  horrors  of  war,  as  waged 
bv  a  savage  foe.  The  families  which 
have  been  bereaved  will  receive  the  sym- 
pathy of  the  public  in  their  deep  sorrow^ 
and  the  experience  which  has  been  gained 
of  savage  warfare,  will  doubtless  prompt 
to  greater  caution  and  more  vigorous 
measures  in  the  prosecution  of  the  war. 
Au  adequate  force  should  be  sent  to  meet 
and  subdue  the  enemy.  Small  detached 
parties  are  in  danger  of  being  surprised 
and  cut  off.

THE  REFUGEES. 

The  city  is  full  of  refugees  from  the 
desolated  country.  Many  of  them  have 
lost  all  that  they  possessed,  and  are  de- 
pendant entirely  upon  the  reward  of  their 
own  labor,  if  they  can  find  employment, 
or  upon  the  charity  of  the  public.  Some 
of  them  are  going  down  the  river,  to  La 
Crosse  or  Dunlieth,  and  thence  to  the 
eastern  States.  There  were  on  the  down 
packet  yesterday,  twenty  or  thirty  per- 
sons,, who  lefl  last  night  for  Dunlieth. 

One  was  awomanwith  six  little  children, 
two  of  them  twins.  Another  was  a  wo- 
man with  a  sick  child,  who,  on  account  of 
anxiety  and  fright,  had  not  undressed  for 
sleep  and  rest  in  ten  days. 

There  was  another  —  a  man,  whose 
cowardly  fears  close  the  fountains  of  sym- 
pathy. We  have  an  acquaintance  at  Min- 
neapolis who  has  some  knowledge  of 
him.  In  common  with  others  he  fled 
from  the  scene  of  desolation  and  stopped 
at  Minneapolis. 

There  he  remained  some  days  and  pur- 
chased furniture,  in  order  to  go  to  house- 
keeping. Again  his  fears  prevailed.  He 
did  not  feel  safe  at  Minneapolis,  and  so 
he  sold  his  furniture,  came  with  his  fami- 
ly to  St.  Paul,  and  is  now  on  his  way  to 
to  some  safe  asylum  where  the  war-whoop 
of  the  Indian  is  never  beard.

Another  Battle  with  Indians! 


CAPT.  STROUT  REPULSES  THEM. 


A  messenger  came  in  last  night  firom 
Captain  Strout,  bringing  intelligence  that 
he  had  been  attacked  again  by  the  Indi- 
ans, about  150  in  number,  at  Cedar,  on 
the  ground  of  his  former  battle.  As  he 
had  thrown  up  entrenchments,  he  easily 
defended  hunself,  and  had  but  one  man 
wounded.     The  Indians  lost  several. 

Captain  Strout  has  been  reinforced  by 
Captain  Baxter's  company,  from  Carver, 
and  Captain  Davis'  company  of  mounted 
men,  from  Goodhue  county.

We  observe  in  some  Eastern  journals 
the  most  extraordinary  rumors,  derived 
from  private  correspondence,  of  the  num- 
ber of  the  Indians  engaged  in  the  recent 
in8urrection,and  of  the  extent  of  their  de- 
predations. 

Tlie  D.iiLY  Press  and  other  papers  of 
the  city  and  State,  endeavored  to  restrain 
the  excitement  of  the  public  mind,  by  pre- 
senting reliable  statistics  and  records  of 
facts,  made  by  careful  observers. 

It  is  known  that  the  number  of  Indians 
engaged  was  less  than  at  first  supposed, 
and  many  of  those  who  were  believed  to 
liavc  been  slain,  have  succeeded  in  mak- 
ing their  escape. 

— The  Indians  were  more  intent  on 
plunder  than  on  the  destruction  of  life. 
They  connived  at,  or  consented  to,  the 
departure  of  those  who  fled.  It  is  stated 
by  Lieut.  G  3v.  Donnelly  and  others,  that 
the  number  killed  is  probably  not  more 
than  two  or  three  hundred.  To  this  must 
be  added  the  number  of  our  soldiers 
killed  in  the  battle  near  Lower  Agency, 
reported  in  our  columns  yesterday. 

It  has  been  stated,  and  widely  circulat- 
ed, that  the  Farmer  Indians  were  en- 
gaged in  the  commission  of  these  attroci- 
ties.  This  is  a  mistake.  It  was 
throu^rh  their  exertion  that  the  families  of 
the  missionaries  and  others  effected  their 
escape. 

The  murders  and  robberies  were  com- 
mitted by  a  small  band  ot  rovnig  Indians, 
and  the  number  engaged  at  New  Ulm  and 
Fort  Ridgley  was  not  more  than  four  or 
five  hundred.  There  were,  it  is  beliered, 
only  three  hundred  and  fifty  at  New  Ulm 
and  five  hundred  at  Fort  Ridgley.  It 
may  seem  surprising  that  so  insignificant 
a  band  of  warriors  should  have  been  able 
to  create  so  much  excitement,  and  to 
render  desolate  so  large  a  district  of 
countrj'. 

The  inhabitants  were  surprised,  im- 
armed,  many  of  them  foreigners,  unac- 
quainted with  Indian  character,  and  no 
organized  resistance  was  attempted. 

We  have  yet  to  learn  that  a  single  In- 
dian was  killed,  or  that  any  resistance 
was  made,  except  at  the  Fort  and  at  New 
Uhn. 

The  people  were  massacred  in  the  fields 
and  in  their  dwellings,  having  no  antici- 
pation of  the  impending  blow. 

A  small  garrison  had  been  lefl  at  the 
Fort,  many  of  the  citizens  had  been  with- 
drawn in  the  service  of  the  Government, 
and  the  Indians  exasperated  by  real  or 
imaginary  grievances,  took  advantage  of 
the  occasion  to  right  their  wrongs,  and  to 
repossess  themselves  of  the  hunting 
grounds  of  their  fathers.  There  are  many 
evidences  that  they  expected  to  return 
and  enjoy  imdisturbed  possession.  Grain 
was  left  standing  in  the  fieles,  in  many 
instances  houses  and  barns  were  not 
burned,  and  wagons  were  rendered  use- 
less, not  by  breaking  the  wheels,  but  by 
cutting  off  the  poles.  They  knew  that 
they  could  repair  the  one,  but  could  not 
the  other,  and  they  expected  to  use  them 
when  they  should  return. 

They  are  rejoicing  in  the  possession  of 
these  stolen  goods,  horses,  cattle  and  a 
long  train  of  wagons,  laden  vrith  plunder, 
and  captives,  perhaps  two  hundred, 
whom,  doubtless,  they  will  hold  as  pledges 
of  a  favorable  treaty. 

There  was  a  rumor,  a  few  days  ago, 
that  they  had  killed  the  captives,  but  it 
has  not  been  confirmed. 

Many  families  have  been  destroyed 
and  a  Jarge  district  of  country  made  ut- 
terly desolate,  multitudes  who  were  not 
near  the  scene  of  danger,  abandoning 
their  homes  ;  and  the  loss  to  the  material 
interests  of  the  State  must  be  incalculable. 

From  the  intelligence  received  yester- 
day from  the  Agency  and  from  Fort  Aber- 
crombie,  we  have  reasons  to  apprehend  a 
general  Indian  war,  and  a  large  force  is 
needed  immediately  on  the  frontier,  to 
punish  the  insurgent  tribes,  and  to  pre- 
vent the  possibility  of  any  similar  acts  of 
violence  in  future. 

Prompt  and  efficient  measures  have 
been  adopted  by  the  authorities,  and  we 
are  informed  that  Gov.  Ramsey  has  re- 
quested the  War  Department  at  Wash- 
ington to  organize  a  new  military  district 
for  the  Northwest,  under  the  direction  of 
some  approved  commander,  who  is  fa- 
miliar with  the  modes  of  Indian  warfare. 


— The  nf^torious  Matt.  Ward,  who  es- 
caped being  hung  for  the  murder  of  But- 
ler, a  schoolteacher  at  Louisville,  Ky.^ 
through  a  derelection  of  the  famous  Har- 
din county  jury,  is  on  his  plantation  in 
Arkansas,  with  a  protection  in  his  pock- 
et from  our  commanding  general,  and  a 
guard  of  our  volunteers  over  his  proper- 
ty. 

—  The  enrollment  of  all  persons  sub- 
ject to  draft  in  Davenport,  Iowa,  has 
just  been  completed,  and  aggregates 
3,202  names.  This  is  about  one-third 
larger  than  any  vote  ever  given  in  the  city.

BRAVERY     OF     THE  BOYS. 


Ifotlc«      of     tb« 
WoBMded. 
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Capt.  Grant,  of  Company  A,  Sixth 
Regiment,  arrived  in  this  city  yesterday 
morning,  on  business  connected  with  the 
welfare  of  the  members  of  his  company. 
From  him  we  glean  many  particulars  of 
the  late  battle  at  Birch  Cooley,  which  in 
the  hastily  written  account  published  yes- 
terday morning  were  not  stated. 

The  first  knowledge  they  had  of  the 
presence  of  Indians,  was  the  terrific  vol- 
ley from  three  or  four  hundred  muskets, 
which  penetrated  to  all  parts  of  the  camp, 
killing  and  wounding  the  horses,  enter- 
ing the  tents,  etc.  Tliis  occurred  just  at 
the  gray  of  dawn,  before  it  was  light 
enough  to  see  the  second  sight  on  the 
guns  ;  and  this  circumstance  accounts  for 
the  fact  that  so  few  comparatively  were 
injured,  when  so  many  shots  were  fired, 
they  being  generally  aimed  too  high. 

The  Indians  poured  in  their  volleys  from 
all  sides  but  one,  evidently  intending  to 
drive  the  men  out  of  the  camp  in  that  di- 
tion,  and  then  come  forward  and  seize 
the  horses  and  plunder,  while  at  the  same 
time,  as  it  afterward  appeared,  they  had 
a  party  stationed  on  the  prairie  to  cut  to 
pieces  the  men  as  they  ran  to  make  their 
escape — a  very  good  plan,  but  which  the 
steadiness  of  the  men  at  this  sudden  fire 
entirely  frustrated.  Scarcely  a  man 
flinched  from  his  duty,  and  many  were 
clamorous,  to  charge  upon  their  unseen 
foe. 

As  soon  as  possible  the  men  selected 
such  position  behind  the  wagons  and  dead 
horses  as  afforded  a  slight  protection,  and 
returned  the  fire  of  their  assailants,  and 
with  such  a  steady  aim  that  many  a  red- 
skin was  made  to  bite  the  dust.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  if  the  Indians  had  made 
a  charge  at  that  time  they  would  have 
succeeded  in  their  murderous  design,  but 
they  wer«  too  cowardly  to  face  the  certain 
death,  that  they  knew  would  attend  such 
an  attempt  to  a  great  many  of  them. 

The  firing  continued  without  cessation 
till  about  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
when  it  begun  to  slack  gradually,  which 
enabled  Capt.  Grant  to  entrench  a  little, 
but  if  a  man  exposed  himself  ever  so  little 
he  was  sure  to  be  shot  at ;  and  the  only 
way  they  succeeded  in  finishing  their 
earthwork  was  for  a  portion  of  the  boys 
to  watch  while  the  others  excavated,  and 
when  a  redskin  raised  up  his  head  to  take 
a  sure  aim,  the  cry  of  "  down,  down," 
brought  all  flat  upon  the  ground,  and  the 
shot  passed  harmless  over  their  heads. 
The  fighting  continued  in  this  manner  till 
the  going  down  of  the  moon  near  mid- 
night, when  the  Indians  took  advantage 
of  the  darkness  to  carry  away  their  dead. 

Early  in  the  morning  of  Wednesday 
the  firing  was  renewed,  and  continued 
during  the  morning.  At  this  time  the 
commander  of  the  Sioux  called  out  in  the 
Dakota  language  to  the  half-breeds,  some 
seven  or  eight,  in  Capt.  Grant's  force,  to 
leave  the  whites,  and  they  would  be  pro- 
tected ;  that  the  Indians  did  not  desire 
the  blood  of  the  mixed  breed,  they  only 
wanted  that  of  the  whites  ;  that  they  were 
going  to  charge  immediately  on  the  camp 
and  put  every  person  to  death,  &c.  This 
was  heard  by  all  the  half-breeds,  and  by 
Major  Jos.  R.  Brown,  who  translated  it 
for  Capt.  Grant.  Of  course  none  of  the 
half-breeds  attempted  to  leave- 
Soon  after  this  the  cannon  under  Col. 
Sibley's  command  was  heard  to  speak, 
and  an  Indian  horseman  came  rapidly  up 
to  their  commander  or  head  chief,  and 
was  overheard  by  Major  Brown  to  tell 
him  that  two  miles  of  whites  were  coming 
to  the  relief  of  Capt.  Grant.  The  Indi- 
ans were  then  ordered  all  to  go  and  attack 
Col.  Sibley,  with  the  exception  of  a  small 
party  that  was  to  stay  and  watch  Capt. 
Grant. 

The  Indians  went  off  with  a  yell,  but 
on  nearing  Col.  Sibley's  force,  they  were 
saluted  by  shot  and  schrapnell  from  the 
battery  of  Mark  Hendricks,  and  were 
wise  enough  to  keep  at  a  safe  distance. 
Col.  Sibley  soon  after  came  up  and  re- 
lieved Capt.  Grant's  force  from  the  peril- 
ous position  they  had  been  in  for  thirty- 
six  hours  without  food  or  sleep. 

We  cannot  close  this  account  without 
recording  the  bravery  of  those  who  per- 
ished or  were  wounded  in  this  sanguinary 
strife. 

Robert  Baxter,  of  St.  Paul,  belonging 
to  Capt.  Anderson's  cavalry  force,  was 
shot  through  the  heart  at  the  first  fire, 
while  lying  in  his  tent.  He  had  lived  in 
this  city  for  several  years,  and  was  a  well 
known  baker  on  Roberts  street.  He  was 
a  man  of  fine  feelings, — a  heart  over- 
flowing with  the  milk  of  human  kindness. 
He  was  a  Scotchman  by  birth,  and  leaves 
an  interesting  family. 

Sergeant  Benj.  S.  Terry,  of  the  Young 
Men's  Guard,  volunteered  to  accompany 
the  expedition  for  the  burial  of  the  dead. 
He  was  shot  through  the  body  at  the  first 
fire,  and  lived  till  four  o'clock  that  after- 
noon. After  receiving  his  death-wound 
he  came  out  two  or  three  times  and  fired 
his  gun  at  the  Indians.  Mr.  Terry  was 
a  single  man,  brother  of  J.  C.  Terry,  of 
the  post-office,  aged  about  30,  for  some 
time  past  connected  with  Mr.  Bromley's 
fur  store.  It  may  not  be  inappropriate 
to  state  that  another  of  these  brothers 
was  murdered  by  the  Sioux  some  years 
since,  near  Pembina,  where  he  was  locat- 
ed as  a  teacher. 

Chauncey  L.  King,  of  Winona,  belong- 
ing to  the  tJnion  Guards,  aged  18,   also 


received  his  death-wound  at  the  first  fire. 
He,  however,  came  out  of  his  tent  and 
fired  his  gun  once,  but  was  too  weak  to 
stand.  He  delivered  his  gun  over  to  a 
teamster,  with  an  injunction  to  make  a 
good  use  of  it,  and  went  into  his  tent, 
where  he  died  at  12  o'clock.  He  was 
shot  in  the  breast. 

S.  R.  Henderson,  of  Beaver  Creek, 
near  Red  Wood,  was  also  killed  at  the 
first  fire.  His  wife  and  children  had  been 
previously  massacred  by  the  Indians,  and 
he  had  lost  two  of  his  fingers  in  getting 
out  of  their  way. 

Wra.  Cobb,  of  St.  Paul,  received  his 
death  wound  about  six  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing. He  had  fired  at  least  a  dozen 
rounds  before  he  was  shot.  After  his 
wound  was  dressed,  he  came  oun  of  his 
tent  and  insisted  on  taking  his  musket 
again.  He  toldthe  boys  he  wasn't  much 
hurt,  would  be  all  right  in  a  day  or  two, 
and  to  fire  away.  He  lived  till  nine 
o'clock  the  next  morning.  He  was  well 
known  in  this  city  as  a  young  man  of 
most  amiable  qualities.  He  was  one  of 
the  owners  of  the  butcher  shop  opposite 
the  Winslow  House,  which  he  closed  up 
to  enlist,  when  the  call  for  the  second  300,- 
000  was  made.  He  was  about  21  years 
of  age,  and  has  a  mother  residing  in  this 
city.  • 

William  Irvine,  John  Collidge,  WiUiam 
Wetscher,  and  one  other,  of  West  St. 
Paul,  belongingto  the  Union  Guards,  were 
all  lying  under  a  wagon  firing  upon  the  In- 
dians in  front  with  good  effect ;  but,  unob- 
served by  them,  some  savages,  pi-otected 
by  a  little  knoll,  obtained  a  position  in 
another  direction,  and  as  often  as  they 
exposed  any  part  of  their  persctn  they 
were  fired  at.  WetScher  was  shoi;  about 
six  o'clock,  and  died  instantly.  He  did 
his  duty  bravely.  Collidge  wtis  shot 
through  the  side  at  nine  o'clock,  and  lived 
an  hour  and  a  half.  He  was  resigned  to 
his  condition,  and  felt  as  if  he  had  done 
his  duty.  He  was  very  cool  during  the 
whole  time,  and  urged  the  boys  on  to  the 
fight.  He  leaves  a  wife  and  two  children, 
Mr.  Irvine  was  also  shot  about  nine 
o'clock,  through  the  head.  He  survived 
in  an  insensible  state  till  the  next  after- 
noon, and  died  while  being  carried  to  the 
Fort.  He  was  one  of  the  bravest,  of  the 
many  brave,  ajid  sent  word  to  Capt ,  Grant 
but  a  few  minutes  before  he  was  shot  that 
he  had  killed  two  or  three  of  the  savages. 
Mr.  Irvine  was  a  brother  of  the  Irvine's 
of  this  city  and  an  old  resident  here,  and 
was  much  respected  by  all  liis  acquaint- 
ances. He  leaves  a  wife  and  two  or  three 
small  children. 

G«o.  Coulter,  of  St.  Paul,  aged  18, 
and  a  nephev/  of  Chas.  Coulter,  of  this 
city,  belonging  to  the  Union  Guards,  was 
shot  through  the  heart  at  the  first  f  re.  He 
was  in  the  act  of  reaching  for  his  gun. 

Wm.  Russell,  of  St.  Paul,  belongingto 
the  Union  Guards,  was  shot  about  half- 
past  7  o'clock.  He  was  shot  in  the  bow- 
els, and  said  he  was  mortally  wounded  ; 
but  before  he  expired,  exhorted  the  boys 
not  to  give  up  the  camp.  He  waii  a  sin- 
gle man,  aged  about  21. 

David  Holbrook,  of  Belle  Plaine,  was 
a  teamster.  He  took  his  place  and  stood 
up  boldly  behind  a  wagon,  and  fired  shot 
after  shot,  his  guns  being  loaded  by  four 
or  five  others,  who  were  lying  upon  the 
ground,  and  too  timid  to  raise  up  and 
discharge  their  weapons.  The  wagon 
body  was  completely  riddled  with  bullets, 
but  he  maintained  his  place  for  twci  hours, 
when  he  was  struck  by  three  bullets  and 
instantly  expired. 

F.  Beneken,  jeweler,  of  St.  Psiul,  be- 
longing tb  the  Young  Men's  Guard,  was 
shot  through  the  head  at  seven  o'clock, 
while  doing  his  duty.  He  leaven  a  wife 
and  large  number  of  small  children,  who 
were  wholly  dependent  upon  his  efforts 
for  their  support. 

C.  F.  Coil,  of  the  Union  Guards,  was 
wounded  in  the  side  and  shoulder — very 
serious.     He  was  fighting  manfully. 

E.  F.  Blaze,  of  the  Union  Guards — 
skull  fractured  at  six  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing. Had  his  wound  dressed  and  fought 
all  the  rest  of  the  time, 

F,  C.  Shanley,  of  the  Union  Guards, 
wounded  in  the  temple — probably  fatal. 
He  fought  well  all  the  morning. 

Sergeant  Geo.  Brennan,  of  the  Union 
Guards,  wounded  in  the  arm  near  the 
shoulder.  He  was  on  guard  the  night 
before  the  battle,  and  continued,  notwith* 
standing  his  wound,  to  perform  all  his  du- 
ties, and  was  up  all  the  next  night. 

Capt.  Anderson  and  all  the  men  under 
him  bid  nobly.  As,  however,  they  did 
not  come  under  the  immediate  notice  of 
Capt.  Grant,  we  cannot  particularize  in- 
dividual instances. 

Maj.  Brown  and  Maj.  Galbraith,  both 
of  them  slightly  wounded,  were  about 
most  of  the  time  encouraging  the  men, 
and  rendered  valuable  assistance  to  Capt. 
Grant,  by  reason  of  their  knowhidge  of 
the  country  and  the  Indian  character. 
This  was  particularly  the  case  with  Maj. 
Brown,  who  could  overhear  and  tmder- 
stand  much  that  was  said  by  the  Indians 
among  themselves 

As  Maj.  Brown  could  not  recogaize  the 
Indian  who  appeared  to  be  in  command, 
it  is  fair  to  suppose  he  was  a  Yankton  or 
Yanktonais,  and  that  the  Sioux  have  re- 
ceived an  accession  to  their  numb<:r8  from 

this  source.

— Both  branches  of  the  city  council  of 

New  York  have   concurred  in  voting  an 

appropriation  of  $500,000  for  bciunty  to 

volunteers,  and  $10,000  additiimal  to 
each  of  the  old  re^ments  who  shall  reor- 
ganize for  the  war.

'  There  is  no  accounting  for  this  trans-

'  one.  Two  rears  ago  it  would  have  been 
scouted  as  iiupo.ssible ;  to-day  it  is  not 
only  possible — it  is  a  fact.  It  did  not 
need  the  incarceration  of  a  hnndred 
prisoners  of  state,  three-C[uarter8  of  them 
liberatfcd  without  a  trial,  without  the 
proof  or  the  accusation  of  treason ;  it 
did  not  need  the  arrest  of  General  Stone 
without  an  open  charge,  or  his  liberation 
without  a  public  exculpation ;  it  did  not 
need  the  incarceration  of  the  substitute 
prisoners  without  a  trial,  without  even  a 
previous  proclamation  of  the  order  under 
which  they  are  condemned  and  sent  to 
Fort  Lafayette ;  it  did  not  need  the  arrest 
of  Ingersoll,  now  liberated  and  thus  con- 
fessed as  guiltless  of  treason,  as  all  men 
who  read  his  speech  knew  him  to  be  ;  it 
did  not  need  the  suppression  of  news 
from  the  array ;  it  did  not  need  a  petty 
Provost-Marshal  to  tear  down  the  bulle- 
tins of  war  news — to  tell  us  how  nearly 
complete  this  transformation  has  become. 
This  general  credence  of  the  report 
that  the  Tribune,  for  publishing  what  it 
believed  to  be  news  concerning  one  of 
our  generals  in  whose  action  all  are  con- 
cerned, had  been  suppressed,  and  Hor- 
ace Greeley  arrested  is  enough.  No 
thinking  man,  n^  lover  of  political  liber- 
ty, wants  further  proofs  that  the  specious 
pretexts  which  have  covered  and  excused 
these  innovations  upon  the  most  cardinal, 
the  most  fundamental  principles  of  our 
government — the  very  principles  for 
which  our  seven  year's  war  was  fought 
when  England  was  the  encroacher,  have 
worked  their  work.  Fighting  for  the 
Constitution,  we  have  almost  been  ready 
to  abandon  what  of  personal  rights  and 
liberties  the  Constitution  secures.  Com- 
pelling rebels  to  return  to  their  allegiance, 
we  have  almost  forgotten  what  more  sa- 
cred things  there  were  than  the  Union 
and  the  Constitution  to  which  our  alle- 
giance was  due — namely,  that  precious 
inheritance  of  rights  and  liberties  which 
the  Union  was  framed  to  guard  and  keep, 
and  which  the  Constitution  enumerates  as 
the  ve;y  Decalogue  of  our  National 
Faith.— iV^.  r.  World.

Three  IHeaaiirea. 

Washington  is  again  beleaguered,  and 
is  in  greater  danger  to-day  probably  than 
Richmond  ever  was.  If  ever  a  crisis  ex- 
isted demanding  the  exercise  of  great 
faculties,  high  resolution,  mental  and 
moral  grasp,  on  the  part  of  those  in  au- 
thority, it  is  the  present.  There  are 
three  measures  which,  if  promptly  adopted, 
will  save  the  country,  even  in  the  dark 
hour  which  has  come,  and  they  should  be 
enforced  without  a  moment's  delay. 

The  first  is  a  levy  en  masse  of  the  arms- 
bearing  popidation,  to  the  number  of  at 
least  a  viillion  of  men,  in  addition  to 
those  already  enlisted.  And  for  this 
purpose  every  implement  in  the  country 
that  will  hold  gunpowder  and  discharge  a 
bullet,  or  a  half  dozen  buckshot,  should  be 
seized  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  men,  so 
tar  as  there  is  a  deficiency  of  regulation 
arms. 

The  second  measure  is  a  declaration  of 
freedom  to  the  slaves.  So  long  as  we 
neglect  this  most  obvious  and  righteous 
means  of  weakening  the  enemy,  we  shall 
deserve  all  the  calamities  that  a  just  God 
may  now  or  hereafter  put  upon  us.  There 
is  no  further  room  for  the  plea  of  timidity, 
that  the  "  time  has  not  come."  The  time 
has  come ;  it  may  soon  be  too  late. 

The  third  measure  is  to  arm  everybody 
who  will  Jight  for  him.  The  nation, 
throttled  by  a  malignant  and  successful 
foe,  refuses  to  accept  any  aid  in  its  mortal 
struggle,  unless  it  wears  a  certain  com- 
plexion, and  sports  a  peculiar  quality  of 
hair.  The  ruling  passion  strong  in 
death  !  Away  with  such  criminal  palter- 
ing, trifling,  gaming  with  the  birthright  of 
a  free  people  !  If  we  are  willing  to  sacri- 
fice ourselves  to  such  a  fetish,  we  have  no 
right  to  immolate  posterity  upon  the  same 
altar. 

(live  us  these  three  simple,  feasible, 
common  sense  measures,  and  we  shall 
straightway  see  our  path  out  of  the  gloom 
of  the  present,  into  the  glory  of  victory, 
peace,    prosperity   and  true    religion. —

C^enertal  McCIellaa. 

We  have  no  disposition  to  canvass  the 
reports  concerning  Gen.  McClellan,  which 
were  rife  in  the  city  yesterday.  If  they 
are  true,  and  he  has  intentionally  with- 
held any  aid  which  he  could  possibly  give 
to  our  gallant  soldiers  struggling  with 
the  rebels  within  cannon  shot  of  his  camp, 
there  is  no  need  of  anticipating  the  pun- 
ishment which  will  be  inflicted  upon  him 
by  an  outraged  and  indignant  nation. 
For  the  present,  grave  as  are  the  appear- 
ances against  him,  we  prefer  to  believe 
that  his  delay  in  moving  forward  has  been 
due  to  other  causes  than  his  own  will. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Government 
has  virtually  deprived  him  of  any  active 
participation  in  the  pendfng  conflict,  as  it 
has  restricted  his  command  to  "that  por- 
tion of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  which  is 
not  ordered  to  join  Gen.  Pope."  As 
nearly  the  whole  effective  portion  of  that 
army  has  already  joined  Gen.  Pope,  his 
comi.  and  will  be  limited  to  a  verj'  few 
thousand  men,  and  will  be  without  impor 
tance.  The  Government  would  scarcely 
have  taken  this  step  without  some  serious 
dereliction  of  duty  on  his  part. 

Gen.  McClellan's  career  has  been  one 
of  the  most  remarkable  incidents  of  the 
war.  We  shall  have  in  due  time,  as  a 
matter  of  course,  a  full  exposition  of  it, 
with  all  the  documents  essential  to  a  just 
interpretation  of  his  relations  with  the 
Government.  Until  that  time  any  deci- 
sive judgment  upon  it  would  be  prema- 
ture. But  be  has  utterly  lost  the  confi- 
dence and  high  consideration  which  he 
once  enjoyed  at  the  hands  of  the  Ameri- 
can people. — N,  Y.  Times.

New  Yokk,  Sept«mb«r  6, 

Herald  correspondence  from  Suffolk, 
Va.,  says  that  a  detachment  of  Dodge's 
New  York  mounted  rifles  was  dispatched 
upon  a  scout  on  Monday,  under  command 
of  Major  Wheelon.  The  party  proceed- 
ed about  thirty-five  miles  from  this  place, 
and  when  about  twelve  miles  west  of 
South  Mills,  they  came  across  a  company 
of  rebels  going  towards  Richmond.  Maf. 
Wheelon  made  such  a  disposition  of  his 
force  that  he  succeeded  in  capturing  the 
whole  command,  consisting  of  two  com- 
missioned oflicers.  111  privates,  28  wag- 
ons and  carts.  The  rebel  company  had 
gathered  up  along  on  their  route,  38  ne- 
groes, who  were  tied  and  destined  for 
Richmond. 

The  rebel  prisoners  were  conscripts, 
and  were  destined  to  fill  up  the  old  reo^i- 
iments. 

The  Times  correspondent  says  Captain 
Rosely,  of  ordnance  department,  denies 
that  any  large  portion  of  the  baggage  of 
the  army  of  Virginia  was  lost. 

The  rear  of  his  train  was  attacked  on 
Tuesday  between  Fairfax  and  Alexandria, 
and  lost  60  men.  The  remainder  were 
all  saved.  Reliable  accounts  from  Fred- 
ericksburg disprove  the  statement  here- 
tofore made  that  its  evacuation  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  perpetration  of  outrages  up- 
on Union  citizens.  No  hostile  manifesta- 
tions occurred  between  citizens  on  politi- 
cal grounds. 

Senator  Jim  Lane  is  in  the  city. 

The  World^s  correspondent  says  :  We 
are  credibly  informed,  and  believe'  that  on 
Thursday  Secretary'  Stanton  handed  in 
his  resignation  of  the  portfolio  of  the  Se- 
cretary of  War.  His  resignation  was 
promptlv  accepted  by  the  President,  and 
Gen. Ualleck  was  asked  to  take  the  secre- 
taryship in  hu  stead.  Gen.  Halleck  ac- 
cepted. 

New  York,  Sept.  6. 

The  following  has  been  received  here  : 
Havana,  Aug.  24. — On  the  morning  of 
the  20th  inst.,  I  received  a  telegram  from 
Cardenas,  saying  that  the  night  before  a 
Confederate  vessel  of  war  had  anchored 
in  the  harbor — English,  built  of  iron,  and 
mounting  eight  guns.  She  came  from 
Nassau,  and  reports  that  she  has  a  crew 
of  150  men,  that  her  name  is  Florida,  and 
that  she  is  commanded  by  Capt.  Moffit. 
This  vessel  is  none  other  than  the  Ovieto, 
lately  released  by  admiralty  court  at  Nas- 
sau, as  an  illegal  prize. 

I  had  news  of  her  before,  and  was  ex- 
pecting her  arrival.  A  letter  from  Nas- 
sau told  me  she  was  coming,  that  she  had 
70  men  and  that  she  hoped  to  complete 
her  crew  in  Cuba;  also,  that  Capt. 
Semmes,  who  was  to  have  commanded 
her  had  sailed  for  Europe,  and  that  Capt. 
Moffit,  who  formerly  commanded  the  Cru- 
sader was  to  command  her  instead. 

The  first  officer  of  the  Florida  formerly 
held  the  same  position  in  the  Sumter. 

The  Florida  is  lined  with  iron  and  so 
plated  as  to  resist  any  ordinary  shot. 

The  news  of  her  arrival  was  imme- 
diately sent  from  Cardenas,  Mantazas 
and  Havana  to  our  squadron  at  Key  West 
and  there  are  now  three  federal  vessels  of 
war  waiting  for  her  to  make  her  appear- 
ance from  Cardenas. 

The  Capt.  General  was  much  annoyed 
by  her  appearance  at  Cardenas, and  order- 
ed her  to  leave  at  once  for  sea,  but  Capt. 
Moffit  urged  that  he  was  in  distress,  and 
continued  to  remain  there. 

There  were  only  600  tons  of  coal  in 
Cardenas,  yet  the  Florida  was  able  to 
get  some,  though,  I  am  told,  she  had  to 
pay  $22  1-2  per  ton  for  it  to  the  Gas  Co., 
and  the  latter  will  get  it  from  this  city  at 
$9.00, 

The  Florida  claims  to  have  destroyed 
several  American  merchantmen  on  her 
way  to  Cardenas.     I  doubt  this. 

The  Captain  General  seems  as  if  he 
intended  to  act  in  a  more  honorable  man- 
ner than  he  has  done  before  in  like  cir- 
cumstances, and  promises  to  do  all  that 
our  Government  can  expect. 

The  confederate  steamers  Alice  alias 
Matagorda,  Blanche  alias  General  Rusk, 
and  the  California,  recently  sailed  for 
parts  unknown.

Conductor  Woodall  made  a  reconnois- 
sance  yesterday  with  an  engine  on  the 
Kentucky  Central  Railroad. 

He  proceeded  to  a  point  ten  miles 
north  of  Cynthiana,  where  thev  discover- 
ed three  men,  who,  upon  being  hailed, 
said  they  belonged  to  a  Georgia  regiment. 
He  afterwards  discovered  their  camp,  but 
it  was  so  hidden  by  bushes  that  he  could 
not  make  out  their  numbers. 

A  dispatch  from  Falmouth  at  1  o'clock 
this  morning,  says  the  scouts  report  rebels 
withm  four  miles  of  that  place,  with  artil- 
lery. 

A  dispatch  from  Pomeroy,  Ohio,  sa^s 
that  Spencer,  Boone  county,  Virgima, 
had  surrendered  to  Jenkins. 

Col.  Rathbone's  command  was  taken 
prisoners  on  Wednesday.  Jenkins  en- 
tered Ravens  wood,  Va.,  and  on  Wednes- 
day crossed  the  Ohio  atBuflington  Island 
and  came  doAvn  to  Racine,  Ohio. 

They  killed  one  man  and  wounded 
two,  stealing  twelve  horses,  and  then  re- 
crossed  the  river  at  WolTs  Bar,  and  en- 
camped for  the  night. 

The  people  were  rising  to  resist  farther 
cttempts. 


A  later  report  says  that  a  force  is  cross- 
ing at  Racine,  and  coming  down  on  both 
sides. 

A  dispatch  from  Point  Pleasant  to  the 
Militar}'  Committee  at  Gallipolis  says  the 
contending  forces  are  now  in  sight  of  each 
other.  The  enemy  is  900  strong,  and  a 
battle  imminent. 

Gov.  Morton  has  ordered  all  male  citi- 
zens between  eighteen  and  forty-five,  re- 
siding in  the  border  counties,  to  organize 
themselves  into  military  companies  to° 
repel  invasion.

•  LETTER   FROM    DR.    .MAYO. 

Editors  of  the  Press. 

To  ''ive  a  correct  impression  of  the 
number  of  men  sent  from  the  different 
counties  for  the  defense  of  New  L'hn,  I 
would  state  that  LeSueur  county,  from 
the  vicinity  ot  LcSueur  and  Ottawa,  fur- 
nished loO  men,  with  two  physicians — 
100  men  under  Capt.  DeLaujrhter,  and 
50  men  under  Capt.  S.anders  of  the 
United  Stages  volunteer  service. 

Out  of  this  number  we  had  several  men 
who  performed  acts  of  bravery  which  will 
be  given  in  the  paper  of  this  town. 

From  LeSuuur  and  vicinity  we  had  five 
men  killed  upon  the  battlefield — Monro 
Edwards,  »jditor  of  the  LeSueur  Gazette, 
Wa.^hiiig  Kluelp,  ^lathew  Ilearn,  James 
Luskey.  and  Mr.  MuUoney. 

Of  the  wounded  there  we  had — Charles 
Tappo,  in  the  hand,  part  of  one  linger 
shot  od'  aud  two  others  badly  injured. 

Luke  Smithson,  shot  through  the  leg 
below  the  knee,  bone  fractured. 

John  Smith,  shot  in  the  arm.  ball  enter- 
ing below  the  elbow  and  remaining  em- 
iM-dde  J  between  the  bones  above  the  wrist. 
Mr.  Bnrges,  of  OtUwa,   shot  through 
the  shoulder. 

Capt.  Sanders,  of  I^Sueur,  flesh  wound 
through  the  side. 

Parren  Case,  struck  in  the  breatit  with 
a  s{>ent  ball. 

Cyrus  Mvrick,  struck  in  the  breast  with 
a  spent  bail. 

The  nuniljer  killed  and  .since  died  in 
hospital  will  be  over  llfteen,  and  will 
probably  reaeh  twenty.

LouisviLi.E,  September  I. — The  fol- 
lowing is  the  Mayor's  proelamation.  in 
coiil'innity  with  the  re.solutions  pa-s.sed 
this  !!>oming: 

I  call  upon  the  citizens  of  Louisville  to 
meet  in   their  respective  wards  for  the 
purpose  of  completing  their   enrollment. 
Citizens  are  reipiesteiJ  to  report  the  num- 
ber and  character  of  arms   in  their   pos- 
session.    Captains  of  Home  Guard  com- 
panies now  organized  will  likewise  report 
the  number  of  men  and  arms  now  in  their 
possession.     All  citizens  who  are  able  to 
iK'ar  arms,  who  fail  or  refuse  to   report 
selves  for  enrollment    for   the    protection 
of  their  homes    and    tiresides,    will   be 
looked  upon  a.«  the  common  enemy.     All 
report*  will  be  made  to   Col.    Thos.   W. 
GibsMi,  at  12  o'clock  on  the  "Jnd  inst.,  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  he  hav- 
ing been  empowered  by  the  (Governor   to 
take  charge  of  the  home  forces  of  this  citv.

and  Major  Orr,  each  had  their  horses 
shot.  Company  A  had  six  killed  and 
many  more  wounded.  Scott  Parker,  son 
of  the  late  Hon.  S.  A.  Parker,  was  killed. 
Capt.  Jates  Smith,  wounded  in  the  head. 
Capt.  Beacheard,  Co.  C,  wounded  in  the 
thigh.  Capt.  Hill,  wounded  in  the  hand. 
Capt.  Doxey,  missing.  Several  other 
officers  were  wounded.  This  regiment, 
as  well  as  the  others,  is  dreadfully  cut  up, 
and  it  is  impossible  to  find  out  their  exact 
condition. 

Advices  from  Western  Kentucky  state 
that  the  guerrilla  Johnson,  who  made  the 
raid  upon  the  hospital  and  sick  soldiers  at 
Xewburg,  Indiana,  some  weeks  since, 
has  captured  L'niontown  and  the  3t)0  of 
our  men  belonging  to  the  78th  Indiana, 
('apt.  Howard  of  Parke  county,  was 
killed.  It  is  feared  that  Johnson  will 
capture  Henderson,  and  attempt  to  cross 
to  Indiana. 

The  steamer  Sue  Eaves  was  attacked 
at  Lock  No.  1,  on  Green  river,  yest^-rday. 
Her  stores  were  destroyed  and  she  turned 
back.  Her  olHcers  report  a  large  num- 
ber of  rebels  at  that  point. 

Gen.  Blythe,  at  Evansville,  has  called 
out  the  Indiana  Legion,  and  is  arming  the 
citizens  along  the  border. 

lirig.  Gen.  Dumont,  a  Union  Demo- 
crat, was  nominated  for  Congress  by  the 
Union  Convention  which  met  in  this  city 
to-<liiy. 

Twelve  hundred  rebel  officers  passed 
through  tliis  city  to-day,  from  Sandusky, 
en  route  for  Cairo. 

Indianapolis,  September  3. — Specie 
continues  to  arrive  from  Kentucky. 
About  two  millions  are  now  here  and 
stored.  The  specie  was  forwarded  by 
Adanjs'  Express  ;  but,  by  private  hands, 
a  vast  amount  of  money  in  bank  bills 
has  reached  here.  The  moveable  valu- 
ables ol  Kentucky  are  now  ])retty  exten- 
sively in  Indiana.  From  Cincinnati  the 
coin  is  being  sent  east.

.Johnson's  forces  are  marching  on  that 
town,  and  are  sail]  to  be  1,0<m)  .nrong. 
Th«-re  is  an  Indiana  regiment  there,  un- 
tler  ('id.  Foster,  which  will  give  a  good 
account  of  themselves. 

Reports  reach  here  of  guerrilla  raids 
all  along  the  southern  Ohio.  Steamboats 
;ire  boarded  and  plundered,  and  govern- 
ment stores  everywhere  appropriated. 
.Johnson  is  the  terror  of  all  that  region. 

Martial  law  exists  ni  all  the  principal 
towns  froai  Cincinnati  to  the  mouth  of 
the  VVabash.

assured,   however,   that   five     thousand 
stand  of  arms  will  be   sent  forward   this 
morning  from  Ohio,   for   the   use    of  the 
Home  Guards.     Capt.  Amos  Sliinkle  re- 
ceived a  dispatch  from  Governor  Robin- 
son, authorizing  him  to  proceed   at   once 
to  organize  all  the  citizen  soldiery   into  a 
regiment,  for  thirty  days'  service  in  Ken- 
rucky.     Captain  Shiukle   has   been    ap- 
pointed to  command   the   new  regiment, 
which  will  be  called   the  41st  Kentucky. 
He  requests   Captains   of  Home   Guard 
companies  to  report  to  him  this  morning 
at  nine  o'clock,  at  the  Provost  Marshal's 
ollice  on  Fifth  street.     Citizens  will  re- 
port themselves   at  the  City   Hall  and 
Union  Armory.

The  rebels  are  in  movement  along  their 
entire  line,  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Mis- 
sissippi. The  attack  mentioned  this  morn-

—  The  national  debt,  on  July  1,  lSt52, 
including  all  liabilities  known  at  the  Trea- 
sury   Department,   wliich    embraces   de- 
mand Treasury  notes,   certificates   of  in- 
debtedness   and  temporary    loans,    was 
five  hundred   and    eleven  millions.     Oi. 
that  day  there  were  seven  millions  in  the 
treasury   subject   to   draft,    leaving    the 
balance    of  debt  five  hundred   and   four 
millions  in   round  numbers.     Sixty  mil- 
lions of  this  is  old  debt,  and  the   present 
Secretary  has  paid  for  old  treasurj-  notes 
and  interest  on  the  funded   debt   twenty- 
one   miUions.     The   expenditure,    there- 
fore on  all  accounts,  from  March  4,  1861, 
to   July    1,    1862,   is    four  hundred  and 
twenty-three  millions.     This   amount   di- 
vided by  four  hundred  and  eighty  days 
gives  the  total  expenditure  per   diem   at 
eight  hundred  and   eighty-one    thousand, 
two  hundred  and  filly  dollars.     The   lia- 
bilities not  known  on   those  claims   that 
had  not  yet  reached  the  treasury   are  not 
included  in  this  statement. 

—It  is  understood  that  Gen.  Hunter  was 
recalled  from  S.  C.  at  his  own  request. 
It  is  also  stated  that  his  services  were 
thought  to  be  needed  in  some  such  capac- 
ity as  that  he  occupied  last  year  before 
Bull  Run.  General  Mitchel  is  expect, 
ed  to  make  things  as  active  in  that 
department  as  his  force  will  admit.  He 
has  already  sailed  to  relieve  Hunter  and 
take  command. 

Victor   Emmanuel   has    proclaimed 

Sicilh  in  a  state  of  siege,  and  has  ordered 
the  dissolution  by  force  of  every  armed 
band  or  tumultuous  meeting.  The  lib- 
erty of  the  press  is  suspended,  and  milita- 
ry commanders  are  ordered  to  assume  the 
civil  powers. 

— The  statement  of  Ratazzi,  in  the  Sen- 
ate of  Italy,  that  the  government  consid- 
ered Garibaldi  in  rebellion,  will  not  be  a 
surprise.  How  that  government  proposes 
to  surmount  the  ditficulties  which  this  bold 
aud  popular  cliieicain  has  already  foment- 
ed may  be  difficult  to  anticipate.  He  has 
virtually  drawn  the  sword  in  lavor  of  the 
most  popular  object  to  every  Italian,  the 
possession  oi  Rome  as  the  national  capital. 
The  govfrniuent  is  anxious  to  attain  the

The  call  for  men  was  promptly  respond- 
ed  to   by  our   citizens.

Thus  far  Halleck  stems  to   stand  firm 
and  clear  as  a  great   general   among  all 
the  commanders  on  our  side.     1  his  is  not 
surprising.      First  class  talent    for  the 
field  is  very  rare.     It  is  only  in  the  wars 
of  the  French  republic  that  we  find  the 
the  determined  pursuit  of  it  reduced  to  a 
system.     When  the   French,  after  long 
continued    and    wearisome    defeats,     at 
leni-th  grew  desperate,   they  resorted  to 
expedients  which  scorned  outrageous,  but 
wlu-h    in   the    end    proved     successful. 
They  were  all  invented  by  civilians  in 
the  Government  at  Paris,  and  we  mention 
them  now  only  as  curiosities.   First,  they, 
although  ignorant  of  the  art  of  war,    saw 
that  large  armies  were  beaten  in  detail 
through  the  superior  strategy  of  the  ene- 
my, and  hence  they  ordered  that  the  ar- 
mies of  the  republic  should  move  only  in 
f  reat  bodies  and  attack  en  masse.     The 
eflFect  of  this  rude  but  wonderful  decree 
was  of  course  an   immediate  change  for 
the  better,  as  no  opposing  force  could  re- 
sist a  furious  onset  made  en  mouse  by   a 
great  army.     Second,  they  took   to  try- 
mg  and  punishing  their  generals  for  ill  suc- 
cess.    Some  were  banished,  sonie  impris- 
oned, and  somo  executed.     This   feartul 
pressure  induced  every  general   W   fig^t 
lor  his  life,  and  quickened  his  wits  in  the 
most  remarkable  style.     Savage  as  was 
the    device   it   succeeded.     Third,    they 
ordered  their  generals  to   ftcbjeye  fi-xed 
results  in  given  times,  aud  tried  them  for 
their  lives   if  they  failed.     In  this,   too, 
they  met  with  much  success.     It  overcame 
the' tardiness  of  generals.     Fourth,  they 
sent  civil  agents  to  accompany  each  army 
in  the  field,  see  that  the  oniers  from  Pans 
were  promptly  euforced.     These  agents 
were  members  of  the  government  mostly  ; 
and  although  they  did  much  damage   by 
their  intermeddling,   in  cases  where   bad 
agents  were  chosen,   yet  in  others  they 
accelerated  gpotl  results,  and  on  the  whole 
kept  such  a  watch  on  tlw  geperjils  as    to 
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Monetary.

free  and  equal,"'  will  be  practically  under- 
stood and  adopted  in  this  country,  then 
at  least. 

The   question  of  our  ultimate  success 
has  never  been  considered    a  problem  of 
intricacy,  for  in  the   Northern  States  we 
have  nineteen  millions  of  inhabitants,  and 
in  the  South  we  know  there  are  but  eight 
millions,    and,    in   addition   to   this,  the 
United    States  have  a   great  preponder- 
ance of  means   for  carrying   on  a  war  of 
considerable  magnitude  for  years.     The 
secret  of  our  ill  success  has  been  a  want 
of  harmony  and  force  in  our  grand  plan 
of  operations,  a  lack  of  celerity  in  execu- 
tion, a  want  of  military  foresight  in  fail- 
ing to  follow  up   advantages  gained,  and 
an  exhibition  of   magnanimous  liency  to- 
wards the  rebels,  which  the  history  of  the 
extinguishment  of  other  unlawful   upri- 
sings of  refractory  portions  of  a  people 
had  proved  fallacious.     This  was  deemed 
necessar}'   and   earnestly  advocated    by 
our  ablest   statesmen   as  conducive  of  a 
return  of  fraternal  affection  among  those 
in  rebellion,  and   tending   to    hannonize 
parties  in  the  North,  among  whom  more 
or  less  sympathy  for  the  South  was  evi- 
dent, eitlier  from   personal  and  business 
interests  or  from  a  former  commitment  to 
certain  political  principles. — Philadelphia 
Pi-ess.

In  addition 
to  his  pay,  which  will  bo  that  of  other  mounted 
troops  of  the  United  Statas,  each  volunteer  will 
receive  50  cents  per  day  for  the  use  and  risk  of  his 
horse,  and  50  cents  in  lieu  of  subsistence,  until 
furnished  with  rations  by  the  United  States.  His 
horse  will  be  appraised  by  an  officer,  appointed 
for  that  purpo.se,  and  rompetiaation  awarded  in 
case  of  their  loss  or  in/ury  in  accordance  with 
siich  appraisal. 

Any  volunteer  who  may  be  received  Into  the 
service  of  the  United  States  under  this  call,  and 
who  may  be  wounded  or  otherwise  disabled  in  the 
service,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  which 
liave  been  or  may  be  conferred  on  persons  disa- 
bled in  the  regular  service.

Arbitrarjr    ArresM. 

The  example  of  the  Governor  sf  New 
Jersey  in  int(!rposing  to  prevent  the  trans- 
portation of  citizens  out  of  the  State  on 
the  arbitrary  order  of  the  Secretary  of 
War  calls  loudly  upon  the  Governors  of 
all  the  loyal  States  for  prompt  imitation. 
The  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
professes  to  shield  the   citizen  from  such 
transportation,  and  it  is  the  high  duty  of 
the  (iovemor  of  Illinois  to  uphold  and  en- 
force this  sacred  guaranty,     Not  only  the 
right  of  the  citizen  but  the  dignity  and 
sovereignty  of  the  State  are  immediately 
and  vitally  conceraed.     We  have  the  con- 
fidence in  the  Governor  of  Illinois  to  be- 
live  that  he  does  not  approve  these  arbi- 
trary arrests  and  transportation,  and  that 
he  feels  the  wrong— may  we  not  say  the 
insult?— mflicted  upon  the   State  bj-  the 
ollensive  proceedings.     Will  he  not  inter- 
pose to  save  the  State  from  the  huimlia- 
tion  of  this  wrong  in  future  ? 

We  would  not  have  him  interpose  for 
a  moment  to  protect  the  guilty  from  pun- 
ishment. What  he  would  have  him  inter- 
pose to  do  is,  to  secure  to  citizens  charged 
with  offences  a  speedy  trial  within  the 
State.  We  would  have  him  say  to  the 
authorities  at  Washington  that  Illinois  is 
a  loval  State,  and  that  the  courts  of  jus- 
tice,' both  federal  and  local,  are  m  the  full 
and  free  exercise  of  their  powers  and  du- 
ties.

Col.  rietclier  H'ebater. 

We  have  already  announced  the  death 
of  Col.  Fletcher  Webster,  of  the   12th 
Massachusetts.     He  was  fatally  wounded 
at  Bull  Run   on  Friday,   while  bravely 
leading  a  charge  against  the  rebels.     Col. 
Webster  was  the  sole  surviving  son  of  ge 
great    statesman    Daniel  Webster.     He 
was  bom  at  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshu-e, 
during  the  war  with  G  reat  Briuin .     Being 
of  a  quiet,  unambitious  temper,  although 
much  with  his  father  during  his  political 
career.  Colonel  Webster  was  never  him- 
self a  candidate  for  public  station.      He 
was,   however,   appointed    Secretar}'  of 
Legation  to  Mr.   Caleb  Gushing  on  the 
Chinese  embassy  of  1842,  and  held  a  posi- 
tion during  the  administrations    of  Presi- 
dents Pierce  and  Buchanan  in  the  custom 
house  at  Boston.     He  was    among  the 
first,  at  the  call  for  troops  in  1861  to  re- 
cruit a  regiment  for  the  war.     He  passed 
through  New  York   about  a  year  since; 
receiving  a  public  ovation  which  was  at- 
tended bv  Governor  Andrew,  since  which 
time  he  has  been  quietly  and  unostenta- 
tiously performing  the  duties  incident  to 
his  command,  and  bearing  his  part  in  the 
camp  and  in  the  field.    Colonel  Webster 
was  about  fifty  vears  of  age. 

CamaWU  Exposed. 
Cairo,  Sept.  1— The  reported  battle 
near  Chattanooga,  mentioned  in  the  tele- 
graph from  here  this  morning.  Is  not  con- 
firmed, and  the  impressson  now  is  that 
no  battle  has  taken  place  there. 

It  was  rumored  in  Nashville,  on 
Wednesday,  that  a  battle  was  fought  on 
Sunday  last  between  the  Federal  forces 
under  Gen.  Alexander  McCook  and  the 
rebel  army  under  (Jen.  Bragg,  near  Alta- 
monte,  in  which  Bragg  was  rei)ul8ed  with 
great  slaughter.  As  we  were  in  no  tele- 
graphic communication  with  Nashville 
last  night,  and  as  we  received  no  details 
of  the  tight,  we  presume  the  rumor  was 

unfounded. — Louisville  Journal.
